Thjn Cyrus faid, " No by Jove not Ij 
•* and tjntoch the Ids, if fhe be fuch a one 
'*'a*you fay.'- Wh^ fo? faid the young 
man, " Becaufe, faid he, if upon hear- 
»* ing now from you that flic's handfomej 
** 1 am perfuaded to go and fee "her at a 
f time that I have not much Icifiire j I am 
'-'■' ' f* afraid 
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" afraid that fhe will much more eafily 
*• perfuade me to come and fee her again; 
*^ and after that, perhaps, I may negle6t 
** what I am to do, and fit gazing at her/' 
The young man then laugh'd, and faid, 
" And do you think, Cyrus^ that the beau- 
*• ty of a human creature can neceffitate 
•' one, againft one's will, to aft contrary 
^* to what is beft ? If this were naturally 
*^ fo, faid he, we fhould be all under tte 
'* f^me neceffity. You fee, faid he, how 
*^ fire burns all people alike, for fuch is the 
•* nqiture of it. But of beauties, fome in-. 
** fpire people with love, and foipe do not, 
^' one loves one, and another another; for 
*^ it i? a voluntary thing, and every one 
^* loves thofe that he ple^fes. A brother 
** does i^ot fall in love with a fifter, but 
" fome body elfe does, nor is a father in 
" love with a daughter, \>\xt fome other 
^* perfon is ; fear, ^n4 tjie law, isf a fuffir 
*^ cient bar to love. If indeed, fai4 he^ the 
" law fhould enjoin, that they who did not 
'V eat fhould not be hungry^ and that they 
" who did not drink fhould not be thirfly 5 
" that men fhould not be cold in the win- 
** ter, nor hot in the fummer; no law in 
" the world could make men fijbmit to 
'* thefe decifions, for by nature they are 
" fubje6l to thefe things. But love is a vo-* 
** luntary thing, and every one loves thofe 
f that fuit him, jufl ^ does l^is cloaths or

*^ his fhoes. How comes it to pafs then, 
" faid Cyrus^ if to love be a voluntary 
" thing, that one cannot give it over when 
" one will ? For I have feen people, feid 
*« he, in tears for grief, upon the account 
'* of loves flaves to thofe they were in lo\« 
" with, and yet thought flavery a very 
" great evil, before they were in lovej 
" giving away many things that they were 
^* never the better for parting with, wiflv- 
" ing to be rid of love, as they would of 
" any other diftemper, and yet not able 
** to get rid of it, but bound down by it, 
*« as by a ftronger tie of neceffity, than if 
^* they were bound in iron chains ! They 
^* givethemfelves up therefore to thofe they 
** love, to ferv6 them in many odd and un- 
*« accountable ways, yet with all their fu£^ 
** ferings, they never attempt making thek 
^* efcape, but keep continual watch upon 
^' their loves, leafl: they fhould efcape from 
« them/' 

The young man to this faid, "There are 
" people, faid he, indeed, that do thefe 
** things, but faid he, they are miferabte 
** wretches ; and this I believe is the rea- 
** fon Svhy they are always wiftiing them- 
•* felves dead, as being wretched and un- 
*' happy, and tho' there are ten thoufand 
" ways of parting with life, yet they dont 
5^ part with it. Juft fuch wretches as thefe, 

" are 
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^* are they that attempt thefts, and will' ^ot 
** abftain from what belongs tb others, but 
** when they have plundered and ftdewdny 
'* thing, you fee, faid he^ that you ?[<ie the 
" firft that accufe the thief and the ^j^^ri^ 
" derer, as reckoning tfieft to b* n& JfiicK 
" fatal neceffary things and foM 4& hot 
^^ pardon but puniffi it. So people that krb 
*• beautiful do not neceffitate<>tfierB «to'l6ve 
^ them, nor to covet \v4iat they ought not • 
but mean wretched meh atrc impotent i 
know, in all • their pa|lk>ns^ attd : theii 
«* they accufe l<we. . Men^ ixceUctrf Mancl 
" worthy, tho* they have ihclinafions hbth 
** for gold, fine horfes, ahd beaiitififl'wo- 
** men, can yet with eafe ^Aain m>m Any 
♦^ of them, fo as not to touch them cori- 
** trary to right j I tfierefbre, faid he, who 
** have feen this woman, andthink her very 
^* beautiful, yet I am Jiere Attending ligoii 
*^ you, and I am abroad tm horfeba*, and 
^* in all other refpefts I difcharge my<l«ty. 

^' But by J&ve / faid iJfrus^ ipegfh^»you 
^^ retired before the time tfiat'tove Gif/tmzh 
«^ ly lays hold of a man. Tilf^tl^ t^6iit 
*-' ci fij^ rtot imniediatcly to bom the matt 
^.^ that touches it, and wood docB not im- 
** mediately blaze out ; yet ftill I wni^not 
^ willing either to meddle mth i^Cf ^ or 
^ to look at beautiful pcrfoni : nor do f 
«« advifc you, Jra^es^ to let your ef^s dwell 
- . ^? long 
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'* k^Z W^n beavtiegj for as jfite bums 
<« j^bo(e th^t tQuch it, beauties catch boW 
I' .Qf .tbofe tbat IqqK at them, tho' at a 
'*^ ,cliftauce, m^H .th^m on fire ^yith Joye. ' 

" 3^ eafy,, f^d he, Cyrm^ t;ho' I loojc 
" ^t |ier withQUt ceajjii^, J'^I not be jo 
" .conquered, as tp .do any th\ng th^t J 
" jought pot. Yau Jftjeajk, Jaid he, ,yerjr 
^" Jia^dfbipdy, gu^rd jier therqfor^, jTaia 
" fee, as I bid you> ^nd be careful of her. 
*^ For perhaps this woman may be ci fer- 
" v;ce to us vpon fome pccafion or other/* 
iAnd hawing ,dicourfcd thus, they parl;ed. 

The y.oui^ njan, partly by :feeir^ the 
^ojjx^ Xo be .extreamly heautiful, ajad by 
being ^pwcd of ^her worth and goodnels, 
jparUy by waiting upon her and ierying hia', 
with intention to pleajfe her, ^nd partly by 
his jBiiKiihg her not to ie v,pgraterul in re- 
,tuii^, >bwt that fhe toojc care, by her fer- 
yants, that:aU thii^gs coi;ivenie;nt ihould be 
jproyided for him when he can^e in, and 
that he fhould w^t nothing when he was 
iU 3 by all thefe means, he was made her 
captive in love ; and, perhaps, what hap- 
|>ened to him in this cafe^^ was what need 
nqt to be wooder!d at.

But Cyrus defigning that both the Medes 
and allies (hould ftay with him of their 
own accord, fummon'd together all the pro- 
per perfons : and when they were met, 
fpoke to this efFeft. " Medes ^ and all you 
« that are here prefent, I know very well 
« that you came with me not out of any 
" defire of getting money, nor with the 
" thought of fervmg Cyaxares by it; but 
«' you were willing to oblige me by it, and 
<« m honour to me, you refolved to under- 
" take a march by night, and to embark 
" yourfelves in dangers and hazards with 
*^ me ; and if I am not very unjuft, I muft 
« acknowledge myfelf indebted to you for 
*« thefe things. But I don't think I am 
*' yet able to make you a due return of 
*< them. This I am not afhamed to fay. 
*« But that I will make you juft returns,, if 
•^ you flay with me; this, be it known to 
*^ you, I (hould be aftiamed to teU you ; 
*^ for I fhould think that it would look as 
** if I faid this only to make you the more 
'* willing to ftay with me. Inftead of that 
^' therefore, I fay this, if you now go away 
" in obedience to Cyaxares^ yet will I en- 
" deavour, if I a<5l wijh l^cefs, to deal 
*' by you in fuch a manne^Sas fhall make 
" you applaud me, For my own part, I 
<« will not go, andvthe I^rcanians to whom 
«* I have given my^^andmy right-hand, 
•< I will ftand by, a ™ not be caught be- 

" traying

*^ traying them. And for Gobrias^ who 
" delivers us up his fortrefs, his territory, 
*^ and his whole force ; I will endeavour 
to bring it about, that he (hall not re- 
pent his journey to me; and what is a- 
bove all, when the gods fo evidently de- 
^^ liver dlthefe advantages into our hands, 
^* I ought to reverence them, and be afham- 
** ed to make a rafh retreat and abandon 
" all. Thus therefore, faid he, will I aft j 
" Do you as you judge proper, and tell 
** me what your mind is : Thus he fpoke/* 

And he, who before had faid that he was 
related to Cyrus^ replied, ** As for me, faid 
^* he, O king ! (for you I take to be as 
♦^ much by birth and nature my king, as 
** the particular bee in a hive is born the 
leader of the bees : for that one they 
willingly obey ; where that remains, not 
one from thence departs ; that remove, 
not one of them is left behind 5 fo ftrong 
is the affeftion they are infpired with to 
be governed by it. And men feem to me 
** to be almoft exaftly thus difoos'd to- 
*' wards you. For when you left us and 
" went mto^erjiay what Mede^ either 
<^ young or old, ftaid behind, and did not 
" follow you, till Aftyages made us turn 
*^ back ? When you fct out from Perjia 
*' to our afiiftance, we again faw almoft 
" all your friends Vcfliuntarily following 
B 2 i* yo^i 
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«* you ; ai*d wheri yto«i were ddiroi» to tin-^ 
<^ ckrtdke the exf^e^tk>il hither, all the 
«* Medes willingly attended you ; ahd we 
<^ now ftand fo difpofed, as that, with youj 
«* tho' wc are in ai> enemy's couAtry, we 
<« have touragej and withow you wc are 
<« afrdid even to go hdroe. Let thetfeft 
<* therefore Ipeak for tbemfdvesi and de^ 
^ clare what they wiH do. 1 G^as, and 
«^ they that dre under nry oomrtiand, will 
«' remain with youf, and coHrfortcd With 
<* the i^ht of you, and fiipplied by youf 
<« bounty ; we will undergo any thing, and 
*' beair it with btavery/^ 

Upon this^ Tygrams fpoke thUsj ♦^ Do 
♦* not At all wonder, feid he* Qri^s\ if f 
*^ am fflent j fbt my foul, faid hei is not 
^* {^epared for advifing you^ but foi* exe- 
** cutmg what ybu cotnnwnd." 



TnfeN the Hy^Mnian faid, *' For my 
^' part, O Afr<//i / if you now go away, 
^* I (hould fay, it w6re the pleafure of fbtae 
<V deity, hot to fuffer you to be highly for- 
" tunate ahd happy. For what human 
♦< Creature dAn detCTmine foR turning back 
" when the eilemies ire flying ? Or wbei\ 
*« they deliver their arms, would refufe to 
^« aecfept them ? Oi* when they deliver ufr 
•* themfdvifcs and all that betertgs to them, 
•^ would refufe tto receive them ? Efpeciaily 

s' when 

s i 
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«« whna we have fuch. a leader, as> ia my 
* ^ opinion^ and I fwear it to jjou by ^1 the 
^< gpds! is more plcafed wkb doin^ us 
^* ^od^ . thaa wit^ enriching himlelf r 
IJpoxi this;^ the Mfdes all faid thus, *' You 
*/ O C^^?raj / have, kd us out, and do you, 
ff when yoU' think it proper to retire, lead 
" us back agaia wittyouJ' 

CT RU & haying heard thefe things, 
made this prayer. 

<« But do thou, greatcft Jove ! I beg 
V thee> grant me taexceed in good offices, 
** thofc that pay me fuch honour !" ^ 

IJpoN this> he ordered the reft to place 
their guards, aM attend to the care of 
tiiemfelves. But the Perfians he order'd to 
take pofleflion of their taits '^ the horfemen 
fuch as were prM)er for them, and the foot 
fuch as- were fumcient for the foot ; and he 
ordered things Xq be regulated^ that they 
who were in the tents difpatching the bu- 
(itefs there, fliould bring all neceffaries to 
tht Perfians in their ranks, and fee that the 
horfes were taken care of, that the Perfians 
mig^ have no other work to do, but the 
bulinefe of war.-— This day they thus paflfed* 

Anb the next morning when they arofe, 
tiieynwHrehedto joiaG^^ytf^. C^nw march-

ed on horfeback, as did alfo the Perfiah 
horfemen, who were aboat two thoqfand. 
They who held the ftiields and the fwords of 
thefe men followed after them, being equal 
to them in number. And the reft of the ar- 
my marched in order of battle. He order- 
ed every one to tell their new fervants, th^t 
whoever of them ftiould be fcen cither be- 
hind the rear-guard, or before the front, or 
ihould be caught on the outfide of thofe 
that were in their ranks upon either wing, 
fhould be punifhed. On the fecond day, 
towards the evening, they reached the ha- 
bitation of Gobrias. They faw it to be an 
exceeding ftrong fortrefs, and that all things 
were provided upon the walls, proper for a 
vigorous defence, and they faw abundance 
of oxen and (heep brought under the forti- 
fications. Gobrias then fending to CyruSy 
bid him ride round, and fee where the ac- 
cefs was moft eafy, and fend in to him fome 
of thofe that he confided in ; who having 
feen how things flood within, might give 
him an account of them. So CyruSy defiring 
in reality to fee, if the fortrefs might be 
taken on any fide, or whether Gobrias might 
be difcovered to be falle, i-ode round on 
every fide, but faw every part too ftrong to 
be approached. They that C'^rus fent in to 
Gobrias^ brought him an account, that 
there was fuch plenty of all good things 
within, as could not (as they thought) not 

cvea 
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even in the age of a man, come to fail the 
people that were there. Cyrus was under 
concern about what all this might mean. 
But Gobrias himfelf came out to him; and 
brought out all his men; fome carrying 
wine, fome meal, and others driving oxeft, 
fheep, hogs, and goats, and of every thing 
that was eatable; they brought fufficient 
to fumifh a handfome fupper for the whole 
army, that was with Cyrus. They that were 
appointed to this fervice, made diftribution 
of all thefe things, and they all fupped. 
But Gobrias, when all his men were come 
out, bid Cyrus tnttx in the manner that he 
thought the iliofl: fafe. Cyrus therefore 
fending in before certain people to view and 
fearch into things, and a force with them, 
then enter'd himfelf ; and when he was got 
in, keeping the gates open, he fummon'd all 
his friends and the commanders that had 
attended him ; and when they were come 
in, Gobrias producing cups of gold and 
vdTels of various kinds, all manner of fur- 
niture and apparel, daricks without num- 
ber, and magnificent things of all kinds, 
and at laft bringing out his daughter (who 
was aftonifhingly beautiful and tall, but in 
afflidion upon the death of her brother; 
fpoke &us. 

" CTRUS, all thefe treafures I give 
" you, and this daughter of mine I intruft 

" you 
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" youxwith, tOxdiipofe ^f ,*s ypu think fy:^ 
" but we are bQtfi of us ^mv Sxig^lkmtfi, 
" I, beforei, th^ you wpuld Joie jthe rie** 
/' veqger of my iou. ; ,and ihie, Jiow, th^ 
*' you would ^berthe aMeijger.of her bro^ 
"ther.". 

CTR US to this iaid, " J prpmifcd you 
" then, that if you wcse vuot falfe to ,ujs, I 
" would revj^qge you^tp the utmoft of jny 
" power; and no\y that IdSndyou true to 
" .us, I am lUnder the obligation of th^t 
" prormfe. And J now pro.mifc her^ with 
" the help of the gods to^perform it. Tbefe 
" treafure^, faid hq, I acoept^ bijt give 
*' them to this your daughter, and to the 
/' man that ihall mar^y her. But I gp oif 
*' with one prefent , from you, that I, could 
*' not go off <\Mith more ^leafute with the 
*' treafures of Baiyhn, where ^there are 
^' abundance ; nprxeven with thofe of the 
^' whole .world, w.ere they to be exchmiged 
" for thig, that you have ,now prqfented 
'' ,me with/' 

GOB^RJAS wondering what lit fhould 
be, and fufpefting that he;meant his datjgh- 
ter, ajDL'd him thus, " O ^CyruSy iaid h(?, 
'' what is it ?" 

The N.(5yr//5 replied, ^^ Gobrias! faid. he, 
" it is thi5. I b«lieve there may^bei^l^n- 

" dance 
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V' dance of men, that would not be guilty 
*' either of impiety, injuftice or fallhood, 
" and yet becaufe no body will throw ei- 
*' ther treafures, or power, or flrong for- 
" trefTes, or lovely children in their way, 
" die before it comes to appear what they 
" were. But you, by having now put in^ 
" to my hands both ftrong tortrefles, and 
" riches of all kinds, your whole force, and 
" your daughter, vSrho is fo valuable a pof- 
" leifions have made me clearly appear to 
" all men, to be one that would neither be 
" guilty of impiety towards friends that 
y receive and entertain me, nor of injuf- 
*' tice for the lake of treafure, nor willing-* 
" ly falfe to faith in compacts. This, there-^ 
** fore be you afluredj I will not forget, 
" while I am a juft man, and while as fuch^ 
•* i receive the applaufe of men, but I will 
'^ endeavour to make you returns of ho- 
" nour in all things great and noble ; and 
^' don't be afraid of wanting a hufband for 
" your daughter, and fuch a one as fhall 
<« be worthy <^ her. For I have many ex- 
*' cellent friends, and amongft them, who- 
*^ ever it is that marries her, whether he 
*' will have either as much treafure as you 
** have given or a great deal more, I am 
*' not ^ble to fay j but be affured, that 
" there are fome of them, who for all the 
" trcalures you have beftow'd, do not up- 
^* on ^at account efteem you one jot the 

C " more. 
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" more. But they are at this time my ri- 
" vals, they fupplicate all the gods, that 
*^ they may have an opportunity of fhew- 
" ing themfelvcs, that they are not lefs 
" faithful to their friends than I am, that 
" while alive they will never yield to their 
" enemies, unlefs fome god fhould blaft 
** their endeavours, and that for virtue and 
** good reputation, they would not accept 
^^ of all the treafures of the Syrians and 
^* AJfyrians added unto yours. Such men^ 
" be you aflured, are fitting here !" 

GOBRIAS fmiling at this, '* By the 
" gods! faid he, Cyrus! pray fhew me 
" where thefe men are, that I may beg one 
" of them of you to be my fon." Don't 
" trouble yourfelf, faid he, it will not be 
•' at all neceflary for you to enquire that 
" of me. If you will but attend us, you 
" yourfelf will be able to fliew them every 
** one to any body elfe." 

And having faid this, he took Gobrias by 
the right hand, rofe, went out, and brought 
out all that were with him ; and tho* Go-- 
hrias repeatedly defired him to take his fup- 
per within, yet he would not do it, but fup- 
ped in the camp, and took Gobrias to fup 
with him. After he had lain himfelf down 
on a matrefs, he afked him thus. "Tell me, 
" faid he, Gobrias I whether do you think, 

^^ that 
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" that you, or we here, have the greateft 
** plenty of furniture for couches ? He re- 
^^ pUed, By Jove! I know very well, that 
*^ you have the furniture of this kind in 
^* greateft abundance, and couches too in 
^' greater number; and then your habita- 
** tions are much larger than mine ; for you 
" have heaven and earth for a habitation 5 
** and couches you have, as many as there 
" are places upon the earth to lie on ; and 
^* for their furniture, you don't only think 
" that you have as much of it, as there grows 
** of wool upon the backs of fheep, but as 
^' much as there is of ftubble and brufti- 
*5 wood that the mountains and plains pro- 
f' duce," 

. But Qobrias then fupping with him for 
the firft time, and obferving the coarfenefs 
of the meats that were fet before them, 
thought that they themfelves lived in a 
ijiuch noblef manner than thefe people^ 
But he afterwards con{j4ered[ their great 
temperance j for no difciplined Perjiah ever 
appeared ftruck with any fort of meats or 
driuk, either by ^^g?rnefs in his eyes, or 
hy greedinefs, or by any fuch intenfenefs of. 
mind, as not to give the fame attention tQ^ 
tilings, a§ if he were not taken up in eat-?, 
-ing. But as goqd horfi^men by keeping- 
themfelves eafy and undifturl^'d on ^pr^n 
back, are able at the fame time to fee^ ta 
l^ear, and tp fpeak wKat ia proper 4 fp they 
C « think*

think, that while they are at their foodr 
they ought to appear difcreet, aiid tempe- 
rate ; and to be much moved with any lor* 
of meat, or drink, they take to he hoggifh 
and brutal. He confidered likewife their 
manner of converfe, in afking each other 
fpch queftions, as were more agreeable to 
be afked than not ; in ^efting with each 
other in fuch a manner as was more pkaf- 
ing than if let alone ; and of their fpoiting 
>yith each other, but fo as to keep at the 
greateft diftance from being atmfive, or 
from doing any thing indecent and ugly, 
and from giving one another offence. But 
what feem'cf to him to he above all, was, 
that men engaged in military fervice ih^uld 
think, that none of thofe engaged in the 
fame dangers fhould be ferved with greater 
plenty than others, but they reckoned it 
their nobleft feaft, to provide in the beft 
manner for thofe that were to be their fel- 
low combatants. And when Gobrias rofe 
up to go to his houfe, he is reported to have 
faid : . ' 

" It is no longer a wonder to me; Cy- 
" rus! that we poffefs thofe fine veffels, 
" gold and rich habits, in greater abun- 
*' dance than you do ; and that we are 
** much kfs deferving than you are : for 
** we do our endeavours to obtain as many 

of thef? things as ^e carij^ an^ your en-^ 
\ ' \v ' '' "^^ deav6Ursi 
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** d^v<?uirs, afe to makeyQurfelves the moft 
" ^3f<;ell^t r?^?$ !" Thuis he fpoke ; and 
Cyft/i ij^^ " T^He c^r?, Qohri^s^ to attend 
*,* ill the nfwvnrtwg vsdth yQur horfe, ready 
*/ in ;^v^% th4t we may i^e your. force, 
«^ ar^d ^t th^. ft^Q time, that you, may con^ 
" dmft n? thrft' ypUf tarritory, that we 
^' m?y knopyji; >«hftt w^^ ^E^ to reckon be- 
^' longing to piii; frie^o^s* apd what to oui? 

An 9 hgiving t^ipa difcourfed, they parted; 
ea^ch rejfiring to his pijoper bufinefg- 

When day c^ijie* Gohrias attended with 
tis Ijiorfp, artd Ipd them the way. Bi;it Cy. 
rus^ as tjeeSQie a coitufiaoder, was not only 
ajteotiye to liij pyef?nt^ roairch 3 but as he 
advanced, confider'd whether it was in hi& 
povv;er by any means to diftrefe and weaken 
the ^nem-y, and to ftrengthen themfelves. 
C?iJJing thfrefpA'e the B^ncmians and Go- 
brias to him, (for he judged that thefe un- 
djBrftopd bpft.the things that he thought it 
ijec^ary fo^ him to be informed of,) '* My 
^' friends 1 feid he, I dcwj't tljink that I am 
^' ip thQ wrong, when I confult with you 
*f uppn the iubje<a of this war, as with 
^\]mvi that are .fg^ithfui and true. For I 
*' fiod, that it*s. mpre your bufmefs than 
^^ mine to ta^ie care, th^% th^ jMyrian do 
H pot g^tthftbis^tjem erf ws; J, perhaps, tho' 

'J 1 
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*^ I fail in my undertaking here, may yet 
** have a farther refource; but if he get the 
•* better, I fee that all is loft for you. He 
" is indeed my enemy ; but not out of any 
** hatred he bears me, but becaufe he 
" thinks it a damage to himfelf that we 
*' fhould be confiderable, and this was the 
" reafon he made war upon us. But you 
*^ he hates, and by you, be thinks himfelf 
" unjuftly dealt with." To this they both 
anfwered^ " That he fhould proceed as he 
** intended, and as concluding, that they 
" were convinced of what he faid, and 
" under the greateft care and concern for 
^' the turn that the prefent ftate of their 
^^ affairs might take.*' Here then he thus 
began. " Tell me, faid he, does the -^- 
" rian think that you are the only people 
" at enmity with him, of do you know 
«^ any body elfe, that is his enemy ?'* " Yes, 
^^ by Jove ! faid the Hyrcanian^ the Cadu-; 
** Jians are his enemies in the higheft de-. 
*^ gree, and are a ftrong and numerous 
*^ people. The Sacians too, that are our- 
" borderers, and who have undergone a 
'f great many hardfhips under the A£yrian^ 
" (for he endeavoured to fulxlue them as 
M he did us.'-) " Don't you think there- 
** fore, faid he, that they would both, with 
" pleafure fall upon xhQ' jijfyrian in con- 
'^ Junction with us ?" <* With ^ a great 
f ^ deal of pleafure, feid they, if they could

" join us/' ** What is there then between, 
" faid he, to hinder our joining ?" ** The 
*« AJfyrians^ faid they, the very nation that 
" you are now marching thro/* 

After C'^rus had heard this, " Well, 
^ Gobrias ! faid he, don't you charge this 
"young man, that is now eftablifh'd as 
" king, with great pride, and infolence of 
•* temper ?" ** Yes, faid Gobrias^ for I have 
** fuffered by him accordingly/* " And has 
*< he then, faid Cyrus^ been fo only to you ? 
*« or has he been fo to others befides?" 
** By Jove! faid Gobrias^ to many others, 
** But what need I mention the wrongs he 
^* has done to the inconfiderable ! There's 
<' one man abundantly more powerful than 
«^ myfelf, whofe fon being his companion, 
<* as mine was, and drinking with him at 
<^ his own houfe, he took and caftrated ; 
** becaufe, as fdme fay, his courtizan had 
** commended him as a handfome man, 
" and pronounced that woman happy that 
*^ was to be his wife. But, as he himfelf 
^* now fays, it was becaufe he had made an 
^' attempt upon his courtixan. This man 
** is now an eunuch, and fince the death 
*' of his father holds that government/' 
** Don't you think therefore, faid he, that 
" this man would fee us with pleafure, if 
" he thought we would fupport him?" 
*' I know it very well, faid Gobrias. But 

« to 
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« to come at the fight of hii», Gyrui^ is a 
« difficult matter." " How fo ! faid Cjv- 
** r«i." " Becaufe if any one has a mind 
«« to join him, one muft pais by Babylon 
" itfelf." " And what difficulty then is 
« there in this ?" " The difficulty by 
*' y^w;^/ faid Gobrias^ is, that the forces 
" that belong to that place alone, I know 
^* be much greater than thofe you have at 
" prefent with you, and be. affiu'd, that 
*' xhtAJfyrians are now leis forwad, than 
" before, to bring you arms and horfes^ 
*^ for this reafon, that your force appears^ 
<' to be but little to thofe that have had a 
" view of it : and the difcourfe of this has* 
** been already much fpread abroad among 
" them. So it feems to me> faid he, to be* 
" beft for us to be upcm our guard, and 
** cautious as to our march." 

CTRUSj hearing this from GohriaSy 
Ipoke to hrm in this manner : 

" In my opinion, Gabrias! you fay very 
** well, when you bid us take the fafeft 
" courfe wecan, withr•efpe^^ to our march; 
^' and therefore, upon confideration, I am 
*^ not able to find, that any other march is 
*' fefer for us than that to Babylon itfelf ; if 
•* the principal ftrength of the enemy lies 
^' there. For you fay, they are v^y nume- 
" rous ; and if they are in heart, then I 

" fay 
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** fay thty will be terriHe to ns. By not 
** feeii^ us, therefore, and by imagining 
*^ that it is our fear of them that keeps us 
** from appearing ^ be afiured, laid he, that 
•* they will be releafed from the fear that 
** has been upon them : courage will fpring 
•^ up in its ftcad, and' a courage that 
<* will be fo much the greater, as they are 
5* the longer without feeing us. If we 
^^ inarch inftantly up to them, we ftiall 
** find many of them lamenting for thofe 
*^ that we have killed, many ftill bodnd 
«^ up, by reafon of the wounds they re- 
** ceived from our people, and all of them 
»* ftill weH remembring the boldnefe of this 
«* army, asw^l as their own misfortune and 
*^ flight/ And be ^fibred, Gobrias ! of this 
<* befides, that a multitude, when they are 
<• in heart, raife in themfelves fuch a cou- 
«* rage, as nothing can withftand, but 
<^ when they are in fear, they bring upon 
** themfi*i^«s luch a terror, as is the greater 
«* and ftrikes upon them fo much the more, 
*' as they are the more in number. For it 
^* falls upon them, increafed by numerous 
*' ftories of misfortune ; and gathers to i 
^* head from many unhappy circumftances, 
" and from multitudes of dejefied and 
*^ aftonifti'd looks. So that it grows .to 
<* fuch: a height, that it is no eafy matter, 
♦* either to fupprefs it by any difcourfe, or 
**' to raife a fpirit by leading to the enemy, 

D ** or 
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" or to nurfe up a courage by retreating } 
" but the more you exhort them to con**- 
" fidence, they imagine themfelves to be in 
** fo much the more dangerous circum* 
•^ fiances. And now let us examine ftrift*- 
** ly into this ^particular farther. And, in^ 
'** deed, if viftories from henceforward, are 
*^ afts to be performed only by that party 
*^ that can reckon the greateft numbers, 
*' you are in the right to fear for us, and 
*' we are in reality in dangerous circum- 
^' ftances. But if engagements, as h^re-*. 
*^tofore they have been, are ftill decided 
*/ by good combatants, you will not be at 
^' all in the wrong to be of good heart i 
*' for, with the help of the gods ! you will 
*' find more amongft us, that are forward 
^' to engage, than amongft them. And that 
** you may be ftill mor6 in heart, confider 
'' this; that the enemies. are: at this time 
*' much weaker. than they were before they 
*' were beaten by us, and ftill weaker than 
** when they fled from us j but we are mor€ 
*' in vigour fince we have been viftorious^ 
^' and ftronger fmce ypu have joined us> 
^' For do not ftill think contcmptuoufly of 
*' your people, now that they are with usj 
*' for be afTured, Gobrias^ that they that at- 
*' tend the victorious, follow with confi- 
*' dence: nor let this efcape your notice^ 
faid he, that the enemy is now at full 
liberty to fee us y but we cannot by any 

" means 
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*' means make our appearance with greater 
" terror to them, than by our raarchhig 
^' up to them. As this therefore is my 
" fix'd opinion, do you lead us direiftly the 
" way to Babylon.'' 

S o marching on, they reached the boun^ 
daries of Gobriass territory upon the fourth 
day. When he was got into the enemy's 
country, he took the foot to himfelf, and as 
many of the horfe as he thought proper, 
and formed them, • The reft of the horfe 
he fent out upon excurfions} he ordered 
them to kill thofe that were in arms, but 
to bring the reft to him, together with 
whatever flieep or cattle they ftiould take. 
He ordered out the Perjians likewife upon 
this fervice, with the otlaers ; and many of 
them returned, after having got falls from 
their horfes, but many of them brought off 
confiderable booty. When the booty ar- 
rived, and that he had called together the 
commanders of the Medes and Hyrcaniansy 
together with the alike-honQ^red, h? ^oke 
thus ; 

'' GOBRJAS, my friends! has en^ 
^* tertain'd us all with good things in great 
" abundance : therefore, faid he, after hav- 
** ing taken out what is due to the gods, 
*^ and what will be fufiicient for the army, 
V if we ftiould give the reraiainder pf the 
D « i« booty 
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^ booty to him, we (hould do a handfomc 
** thing, by making it immediately appear, 
^* that we endeavour in benefits to exceed 
•* our benef adors." 

When they had heard this, they all com- 
mended and applauded it, and one of them 
Ipoke thus : '' This we will do, Cyrus ! faid 
** he, by all means ; for I believe, faid he, 
" that Gobrias took us for beggarly people, 
^« becaufe we came not with Daricks in 
** abundance, and do not drink out of 
*' golden cups ; but if we do this that yoU 
^* propofe, he may then underftand that 
** It's pofSble to be generous even without 
" gold." " Go then, faid he, and having 
^ delivered to the mages what is due to the 
" gods, and taken what is fufficient for the 
" army, call Gobrias and gave him the 
•' remainder." 

S o thefe men having taken as much as 
was proper, gave the reft to Gobrias. Up- 
on this, he marched on to Babylon itfelf, 
making the fame difpofition as when he 
fought. And the Ajjyrians declining to 
come out againft \iva\^' Cyrus commanded 
Gobrias to ride on before, and to declare 
that if the king were willing to come out, 
and fight for his territory, he would fight 
him ; but if he would not defemi his ter- 
ritory, that then of neceflity he was to iub- 
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ttiit to his conquerors. / Gobrias riding on 
as far as it was fafe, notified thefe things. 
And the other fent out one to return him 
an anfwer, in this manner. 

^« GOBRIAS^ your fovereign fays to 
" you thus. That I have killed your fon, 
** I do not repent ; but I repent that I have 
*' not killed you likewife ! If you wonld 
" fight, come hither upon the tlurtieth day 
*' from hence \ we are at this time not at 
^ leifure, for we are yet employed in our 
^^ preparations.*' 

Then Gohrim faid, *' May that repen- 
«^ tance never quit you ! for it's plain I 
^' am a torment to you, from the moment 
** that this repentance takes place." 

GOBRIAS brought back the meflage 
fkom the Ajyviany and Cyrus having heard 
k, drew off the army, and calling Gobrias 
to i.im; " Tell me, faid he, did not yoq 
*' fa), that you thought a certain perfon 
^^ who had been caftrated by the AJyrtan^ 
f * would take part with us ?" " 1 think I 
f' know it very well, faid he, for he and 
♦* 1 have often conferred together with great 
f' freedom." " When you think it pro- 
<* per therefore, do you go to him. And 

V irithefirft place you muft manage, fo, 

V as to know what he fays upon the fub- 

f^jea. 
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*^ jeiSi, and when you have conferitd with. 
^* him, if you find him inclined to be our 
** friend, you muft then contrive, that his 
" friendfhip for us may be kept concealed : 
*' for no one can by any other means do 
^f greater fervice to his friends in war, 
" than by appearing to be their enemy; 
*^ npr can he by any other means do greatec- "^ 
** mifchiff'to his enemy, than by appear- 
** ing to t>e their friend." " I know in- 
*^ deed, faid Gobrias, th^t Gadatas would 
*^ pay any price, to do fome coijfiderable 
*^ mifchief to ^tAJfyrianXwig^ but then 
" we muft confider what it is that he can 
" do."* ^' Teil me, |hen, iaid C^rus, that 
" fortrefs ! that^ lies upon the frontier ctf 
^^ tl^is country, and that you fay was built 
'* as a barrier and defence tc? it, in war , 
" againft the Hyrcimians and Saciansy do 
*? you think, faid he, that the commander 
*^ of it would admit the eunuch into it, if 
*^ be came thither with his forces." *' Cer-? 
*f Jiainly, faid Gobrias^ if he came unfufpec-r 
*^ ted as now he is." ^' Therefore, faid he, 
" he would ft^nd the elearpft frppi ill fuf- 
*^ picion, if I fhould fall upon the places 
** that are in his poffeflion, as intending to 
** make myfelf mafter of them, and he 
** fhould a6t with his forces againft me; 
" if I fhould take fomething of his, and 
" he on the other, fide fhould take either 
\^ fome others of our people, or fome of 

" thofe 
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" ,]^fe pieffengers that I fend to fuch peo^ 
** pie as you fay are enemies to the AJfyrian)^ 
*« and if the people fo taken, declare that 
<f they 5 were going to get forces, and to 
fetch ladders for the attack of tTig^or- 
** trefs, and if the eunuch then pretend, 
that upon hearing thefe things, he at- 
tended him with intention to give him 
n account of them."

Then G^hriai faid, " If thefe things are 

thus trarkactcd^ 1 knflir very well, that 

he wmjla admit hiqppd would beg him 

to ilaj till you wer^gone/* *' And then, 

^ji if he w^. once got in, could 

give up |n^||>rtrefs into our 

s?" "' Very P^^PB^' ^^^^ Gobrias^ 

if^ie prepared matt^Mithin, and you . 

brought a confideraM: ftrength upon 

*^ them from without/' " Go then, faid 

i* he, and after you have given him your 

*^ Inftruftions and accomplifli'd thefe mat* 

" ters, endeavour to be here with us again : 

«* but as for his fecurities of our keeping 

" faith with him, I defire you would nei- 

*' ther mention, nor intimate to him any 

" greater than thofe that you yourfelf re- 

" ceived from us/' ' : 

Upon this, Gobrias went his way. The 
eynuch feeing him, with great pleafure qon- 

fented

fented ih every thing, and fettled with hini 
the things that were proper to be done. 

And when Gobrias brought back an ac- 
count, that the whole bufinefs of his er- 
rand was firmly fettled and agreed with' the 
eunuch, then the next day, Cyrus fell in 
Upon him. Gadatas defended himfelf againft 
the attack J the place that Cyr//j took was 
that that <7^^i^5 had appointed : of the met- 
fengers that Cyrus fent, du-e£linff them be- 
fore-hand which way they fhould go, fpme 
Gadatas fufFer'd to efcape, that they might 
bring forces and fetch ladders : but thofe 
that he took, he put to the torture before 
^ great many people, and wHca he had 
heard what they declared to be the bufinefs 
they went about, he immediately prepared 
airthings and marched in the night as in- 
tending to go and give an account of it. To 
conclude, he Was truftfed, and he entered 
the fortrefs as an affiftant, in the defence 
of it; for a while he concurred with the 
governor in all preparations, as far as he 
Was able j but when Cyrus came up he feiz- 
ed the fortrefs^ making the priioners he 
hiad taken from Cyrus his afliftants in the 
work. 

When this was done, the eunuch Gada-- 
ias having fettled matters within, came out 
immediately to Cyrusy and having paid him 

his 
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his adoration in the accuftom'd manner, 

he faid *^ Happinefs ! O Cyrus y and joy 

to you !" " I have it, faid he, already, 
for, with the help of the gods ! you not 
only befpeak joy to me, but you oblige 
me to rejoice: for be affured, faid he, I 
take it to be a thing of great importance, 
to leave this place to my friends and al- 
lies in thefe parts. Your having of chil- 
dren, Gadatasy is what the Ajfyrian it 
feems has taken from you, but the power 
of acquiring friends he has not deprived 
you of; and be afTured, that by this ac- 
tion, you have made friends of us, who 
will endeavour if wc are able to be as 
good fupports to you, as if you had fons 
or pofterity/' — —Thus he fpoke. 

Upon this, the Hyrcanian^ who had juft 
got notice of what had happened, ran to 
Cyrus^ and taking him by the right-hand, 

faid, " O how great a bleffing, Cyrus^ 

" are you to your friends ! what a debt of 
*' gratitude and thanks do you bring me 
*' under to the gods, for having united me 
" to you !" '' Go then prefently, faid Cy- 
" rus', and take pofleffion of the place you 
** are fo pleafed with me for ; and difpofe 
" of it in fuch a manner as it may be of 
", moft advantage to your own nation, and 
*' to our other allies, but chiefly, faid he, 
^* to Gadatas here, who ha^ taK.en it and 
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delivered it up to us/' " Therefore, 
faid the Hyrcanian, when the Cadufians^ 
the Sacians and my countrymen are come, 
fhall we call in this man too, that all we 
who are concerned, may confult in com- 
mon how wc may make ufe of this for- 
trefs to the beft advantage ?*' Cyrus ap- 
plauded the propofal, and when all that 
were concerned in the affair of this forttefs 
were met, they jointly determined that it 
(hould be kept by thofe who had an advan- 
tage by its being in their intereft; that it 
might be a bulwark and defence to them 
and their rampart againft the Affyrians^ 

When this was done, the Cadujians en- 
gaged with much more readinefs and zeal 
in the fervice, as did likewife the Sacuins 
and Hyrcanians > and from that time, there 
was formed an army of CadufianSi confift- 
ing of twenty thoufand ftiield-men, and 
four thoufand horfe j d SaeianSj an army 
confifting of ten thoufand bowmen on foot, 
ind two thoufand on horfeback : the Hyr^ 
cantons fent out all the foot that they were 
able,^ and filled up their horfe to the num- 
ber of two thoufand. For mofl: of their 
horfe were at firft left behind, becaufe the 
Cadujians and Sacians were enemies to the 
Ajfyrians. And all the time that Cyrus lay 
employed about the regulating this fortrefs^ 
many of the Ajfyrians in thofe parts brought 

horfes> 
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horfes, and many brought arms, being a-* 
fraid of all their neighbours. 

Upon this, Gadatas comes to Cyrmj and 
tells him, that there were meflengers ar- 
rived, who told him, ^' That the AJJyrian^ 
*' when he was informed of what had 
*^ pafled in the affair of the fortiefs, was 
" extreamJy incenfed, and made prepara- 
** tions to fall in upon his territory. There- 
" fore CyruSy if you would difrpifs me, I 
^^ would endeavour to fave my places of 
^* ftrength ; of the reft I make lefs account." 
Then Cyrus faid, *^ If you fet out now, 
^* when ftiall you be at home ?" And Ga^ 
d(itas faid, *' I fhall fup in ray own terri-» 
*' tory the third day/' " And do you think, 
^* faid he, that you will find the Aj^rian 
'^ already there ?'' " I know very well 
*^ faid he that I fliall, for he will make fo 
** much the more hafte, as' he thinks you 
" to he at the greater diftance. And in 
^* how many days faid Cyrus y might I get 
^\ thither with the army ?'' I'o this Gada^ 
tas faid, . ** O my fovereign, you have a 
«« very good army, and you would not be 
" able to reach my habitation in lefs thau 
^* fix or feven days j do you then, faid Cy-^ 
^^ ^usy go your ways as foon as you can, 
^' and I will march with all pollible diJt* 
<* patch."

GAD AT AS then went his way, and 
Cyrus called together all the commanders of 
his allies, and he feemed now to have a 
great many, and full of courage : and in 

Sieir prefence, he fpoke to this efFeft. -: 

** Friends and allies ! Gadatas has perforin- 
" ed fuch things, as we all judge to be of 
very great value to us, and this before 
he has received the leaft advantage what- 
ever at our hands. It is reported, thajt 
** the AJfyrian is now fallen in upon hi^ 
** territory; withdefign, as is evident, both 
** to be revenged of him, becaufe he thinks 
** himfelf tp have been highly injured by 
'* him, and perhaps he confiders with-all^ 
*' that if they that revolt to us receive nq 
*^ hurt or damage from him, and if they 
^•* that take part vvith him, are deftroyed 
•^ by us, he muft probably very foon have 
•* Ho body that will (land by him. There- 
•* fore, friends ! we fhall do, in my opi- 
^ nion, a very handfome thing, if we yield 
** our affiftance, with readinefs and ze^l, 
" to Gadatas^ a man vvhp has been our be- 
«* nefaftor ; we fhoiUd befides do an zdi 
** of juftice, by difcharging a debt of gra- 
" titude; and in my opinion, we (hould 
" at the fame time do what would be of 
** advantage to ourfelves : for if wc make 
** it appear, that we endeavour to. outdo in 
*^ injuries, thofe that are injurious and 
'^•^hurtful to usj and to exceed our bene-< 
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" fa6tors in good fenrices ; it's probable ; 
" that by means of fuch a conduit, many 
^^ will be willing to be friends to us, and 
** no body will defire to be our enemy. But 
" if we appear negledlful of Gadatas^ m 
" the name of all the gods ! with what 
" arguments can we perfuade others to do 
" us any kindneffes ? How can we dare 
«^ to commend ourfelves? and how can 
*^ any of us poflibly look Gadatas in the' 
^* face, if we are outdone by him in good 
" offices ? we who are fo many, by him 
f' who is a fingle man, and a man in fuch 
*' circumftances." 

Thus he fpoke, and they all highly ap- 
proved it. — —7 " Come on, then, faid he^ 
^' lince you agree with me in opinion. Let 
•« every man of us leave with the carriages 
*^ and with the beafts of burthen, all thofe, 
'^ that are the propereft to march with 
** them, and let Gobrias command and 
^* conduftthem; for he is Ikill'd in the 
^^ roads, and able in every other refped. 
f « Let us march with the beft of our men 
<« and horfe, taking neceflaries with us for 
^* three dayj. And the lighter and more 
<♦ frugal provilion we make, the pleafanter 
f * fhall we dine and fup ; and the pleafan- 
M ter (hall we fleep on the days that follow 
** after. Now let our march be in this 
f« manner} let Cbryfantas^ in the firfl: place, 
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•* lead thofe, that wear corfelets, with all 
** the centurions in front, fince the way is 
** level and openj and let each century 
" march one by one in a line : for by keep- 
'' ing in clofe order, we (hall march with 
** the more difpatch and the more fafety. 
^* And 'tis for this reafon, that I order 
*^ thofe that have corfelets, to lead; becaufe 
" they make the heavieft part of the army; 
** and when the heavieft lead the way, of 
<* neceffity all the lighter follow with eafe : 
*^ but when the lighter and nimUer part 
«< leads in the night, it is not at all to be 
*' wonder'd at, that the forces difperfej 
" for the body that is at the head runs off 
" from the reft. After thefe, faid he, let 
*^ Artaiazus lead the Perfian Ihield-men 
" and archers ; after thefe let Andr^micM 
** the Mede lead the Median foot: after 
«< thefe, Embas^ the Armenian foot: after 
«« thefe, Artucbasy the Hyrcanians : after 
« thefe, Ihambrydasy the Sacian foot ; after 
« thefe, Damatas^ the Cadufians. Let aU 
^* thefe lead with their centurions in front, 
«« and with their fhield-men upon the righ^ 
" and their archers upon the left of their 
" own oblong bodi^ ; for by piarching in 
" this manner, they are the more ready for 
" fervice- After thefe, faid he, let the bag- 
*• g^ge-fervants of the whole army follow, 
" Let their commanders take care of them 
" all, that they have all things ready put 
*• up before they fleep; that they attend 
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•* early in the morning in their appointed 
** pofts, and Ibllow in an orderly manner. 
" After the baggage-fervants, faid he, let 
** Madatas the Perjkn lead the Ferfian 
** horfe, and let him likewife have the cen- 
** turions of horfe in front 5 and, let the 
*^ centurion lead his century in a line one 
" after another, in the fame manner as the 
*^ officers of foot. After thefe, let Ram^ 
^* bactzi the Mede lead his horfe in the fame 
•^ manner. After- thefe, do* you Tygranes 
" lead your horfe : and fo the reft of the 
** commanders of horfe, the horfe that each 
** of them joined us with. After thefe, . 
** let the S avians march, and the Cadufians 
** as they came in to us the laft ; fo let 
•* them bring up the rear of the whole ar- 
^ my. And do ^ow. Alceuna^ that command 
** them> take care to be in the rear of all, 
and don't fuffer any to be bdiind your 
horfe. And do you command^s^ and 
1^ yon that are wife, take care to march 
filently ; for it is by means of the ears 
rather than the eyes that all things muft 
of neceflity be ^ifcovered and tranfafted 
in the night. And to be put into dif- 
order, is a thing of worfe confequence 
than in the day and more difficult to be 
recovered. For this reafon, filence muft 
be pra£lifed, and order prderved. And 
when you are to iff^t the night-watches, 
you ought always to make them as fhort, 
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«* and as many as is poffible, that much 
«* watching upon the night-guard may not 
«* exhauft and difable any one for the 
«' march; and when the time comes for 
«* marching, the lignal muft be given by 
" the found of the horn. And do you all 
** attend ready upon the road to Babylon^ 
** each of you with all things proper. And 
" let him that advances before, always ex- 
" hort the man behind him to follow/' 

Upon this, they went to their tents, and 
in going difcourfcd among themfelves how 
great a memory Cyrm had, and how be 
gave his orders naming all the perfons that 
he gave diredions to. This Cyrm did out 
of his great care and exaflnefs ; for he 
thought it very ftrange, that mean artifi- 
cers fliould each of them know the names 
of the tools belonging to their art; and 
that a phyfician fhould know the names of 
all the medicines and inftruments that he 
ufes ; but that a general fhould be fuch a 
fool, as not to know the names of the com- 
manders that are under him, and that he 
muft neceflarily ufe as his inftruments. And 
whenever he had a mind to poffefs himfelf 
of any thing, or to preferve it, when he 
had a mind to raife courage, or to ftrike a 
terror, or when he had a mind to do ho- 
nour to any one, he thought it became him 
to call the men by their names. And he 
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was of opinion, that they who thought 
themfelves known to their commander, 
would be the more defirous to be fcen per- 
forming fome noble a6lion, and more zeal- 
ous to abftain from doing any thing that 
. was bafe. He thought it very foolifti, when 
one had a mind that any thing fhould be 
done, to give orders as fome matters in their 
private families give theirs ^ let fome body 
go for water! lef fome body cleave the 
wood ! for when fuch orders were given, 
he thought that all look'd one upon ano^ 
ther, and that no body difpatched the thing 
that was ordered ; and that all were in fault, 
yet no body was aftiam'd or afraid, becaufe 
the blame was (hared amongft feveral. Foi; 
thefe reafons he named all the perfons when 
he gave his order's. This was Cyrus s judg- 
ment in this matter. 

The foldiers having taken their fuppers, 
fettled their watches, and put up all things 
that were proper, went to reft. When it 
was midnight, the fignal was given by the 
found of the horn ; and Cyrus having told 
Chryfantas that he would wait in the road 
upon the front of the army, went off tak- 
ing his fervants with him. In a fhdrt time 
after, Chryfantas came up at the head of 
thofe that wore corfelets. Oyrwi. therefore 
giving him guides, ordered him to march 
gently on till a meffengcr came to him j for 

F they 
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they were not yet all upon the march. He 
Handing in the fame place^ difmiffed away 
in order, thofe that came up, and fent off 
to call forward thofe that were dilatory. 
When they were all upon the march he 
lent certain horfemen to Cbry/antasj to tell 
him, that all were now upon the march. 
Lead on therefore with more dilbatch ! He 
himfelf on horfeback putting forward to- 
wards the van-froht, obferved at leifure the 
feveral bodies, and thofe that he faw march- 
ing orderly and filently he rock up to, and 
enquired who they were ; and when he was 
informed he commended them : but if he 
perceived any of them to be tumultuous, 
he enquired mto the caufe of it, and en- 
deavour'd to allay the difturbance. 

There is only one part of his care irk 
the night, that has been omitted j which 
is, that at the head of the whole army, he 
fent out certain light and expeditious foot, 
not many in number, that thryfantas was 
to keep within the reach of his eye, and 
who were to keep Chryfantas within the 
reach of theirs ; who getting notices of 
. things by the ear,, or if by any other means 
able to receive any intelligence, were to fig- 
nify to Chryfantas what the occafion feemed^ 
to require. There was one commander over 
them, who kept them in order, and noti- 
fied what was worthy notice, and what waii 
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not fo, he gave no difturhance by tlje tel- 
ling. And thus he inarched in the night. 

But when it was day, he left the Cadu^ 
Jian horfe with the Cadujian foot ; becaufc 
they marched the lafl:, and that they might 
not march naked without horfe. But the 
reft of the horfe he order'd to pufti fof ward 
to the front, becaufe the enemy were be-» 
fore them» and that in cafe any oppofed 
him, he migl;it meet and engage them v<rith 
his forces in order un<^er hinis and that if 
any were feen flying, he might be in the 
greateft readinefs for the purfuit. And h^ 
bad always ready in order, both thofe thai 
were to purfue, if purfuit were proper, a$ 
well as thofe that were to remain by him j 
but tlite general order of the whole he never 
fufFer'd to he broke. Thus Cyrm led the 
army. He himfelf v^as not always in th$ 
fame ftatipn, but riding about here and 
there kept viewing, and where ^ny thing 
was deficient topk p^r? of it:, 

Thus did Cyruses men march. But a c^- 
tain perfpn, one of autlibrity and confix 
deration, belonging to Gadatai% body of 
liorfe, as foon as he faw that he had revolt-i 
ed from the .^r/i2/^, concluded that if any 
misfortune happeri'd to Gadatm he him^ 
jfeif might obtain frqni the AJfyrian all that 
jjelqng'd to Gqdatas. So he X^rxt one of th§ 
F 2 TOOft 
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moft trufty of his people to the AJyrian^ 
And he ordered the man that went, if he 
found the Ajfyrtan army a|ieady in Gada- 
tas's territory, to tell the Jfyriariy that if 
he would form an ambufcade, he might 
take Gadatas and all that were with hini. 
He order'd the man to tell what force G^/- 
datas had^ and that Cyrus did not go with 
him. And he told him the road that he 
intended to take. Befides, that he might 
be the more readily trufted, he ferit orders 
to his fervants, to deliver up to the Ajjyrian 
the fort that he had the pofleflion of m the 
territory of Gadatas^ and all that was in it. 
He (aid that he would come himfelf, and if 
he was able, it (hould be after he had killed 
Gadatas ; but if he could not do that, it 
(hould be to attend upon the Ajfyrtan for 
the future. When the perfon appointed 
for this fervice, having rode with all pof- 
fible fpeed, was come to the AJfyrian^ and 
had declared th? purpofe of his toming, th? 
AJfyriariy having heard it, immediately feiz- 
ed the fort ; and having a great force both 
of horfe and chariots, he lay in ambufcad? 
in certain villages that flood very clofe to- 
gether. Gadatas^ as foon as he approach'd 
thcfe villages, fent fome people to examine 
and make difcovery, The Ajfyrtariy when 
he found thefe difcoverers approaching, or^ 
der'd two or three chariots an5i a few horf? 
tp (juit their poft and betake themfelves to 
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flight, as being terrified and but few in 
number. The difcoverers themfelves as foon 
as they faw this, purfued ; and Aiade figns 
to Gadatas. He being thus deceived pur- 
fued with all his might. The ^JfyrianSy 
when they thought Gadatas within reach of 
being taken, broke out from their ambuf- 
cade. They that were with Gadatas feeing 
this, fled ; as was natural for them to do : 
the others hkewife, as was natural, purfued. 
Upon this, the ^contriver of this affair a- 
gainft Gadatas^ ftruck at him, but miffed 
the mortal Wow, hit him upon the fhoulder 
and wounded him ; and having done this 
he made off to join the purfuers. When 
it was known who he was he preffing his 
horfe on with a great deal of zeal in com- 
pany with the AJ^yriansy attended the pur- 
fuit with the king. 'Tis plain that upon 
this occafion, they that had the lloweft 
horfes were taken by thofe that had the 
fleeteft. And all Gadatas's horfe having be- 
fore been haraffed by their march were quite 
fpent. When they faw Cyrus advancing 
with his army, one mufl needs think they 
made ,up to them with as much joy and 
pleafiire, as if they were entering a har- 
bour after a florm. 

CTRUS vras at firfl: aftonifhed, but 
when he underfl'ood what the matter was, 
he led the army forward in order during 

the 
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the whole time that all thefe men that £aced 
him were riding up towards hinu But 
when the «nemy underftanding Kow things 
were turned and fled, then Cyrus command- 
ed thofe that were appointed to that pur- 
pofe to purfue. He himfclf followed with 
the reft, in the manner that he thought 
proper. Upon this occafion feveral cha- 
riots were taken, fome by means of the 
drivers falling off and this partly by being 
overturned, partly by other means, and 
Ibme were' taken by being intercepted by 
the horfe : and they killed a great many, 
and amongft them the man that ftruck Ga-^ 
datas. Of the Ajfyrian foot that were be- 
fiegingthe fortrefe of Gadatas^ fome fled 
, to the fort that had revolted from Gadatasj 
and fome efcaped to a confiderable city that 
belonged to the Ajfyrian and whither the 
AJJyrian himfelf with his chariots an4 horfe$ 
fled. 

CTRUS^ having done this, retired intQ 
the territory of Gadatas^ and having given 
his orders to the proper perfons upon the 
fabie6l of the prifoners, he prefently went 
to fee how Gadatas was of his wound 3 and 
as he was going, Gadatas met him with 
his wound already bound up. Cyrus was 
pkafed at the fight of him, and faid, *^ I 
" was going to fee how you did.'* " An4 
" I, by the gods ! faid Gadatas^ v^ras going 

^gaift 
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^* again to view fhe outward form of the 
V* man who has fuch a foiil ! you who are 
** not, that I know, in any manner of need 
" of me, who never promised to do thefe 
*• things for me; who, as to your own 
** particular, never received any benefit 
** whatever from me 5 and only becaufe I 
*• was thought to have done a fervice t6 
♦* yoiir friends, have fo afFeftionately af- 
^* fifted me. So that as far asl was con- 
*^ cern'd myfelf, I had now perifhed, but 
** am by your means faved. fey the gods \ 
** C^rus / if I was the fame that I was ori- 
•^.gmally, and were in the condition <tf 
'* having children, I don't think that I 
♦' could ever have a fon fo affeftionate to 
** me. For I know this prefent king of 
** the Ajfyriam particularly to have been 
^* the caufe of more affliftion to his father, 
** than he can be now to you and many 
** other fons the fame." 

To this Cyrus faid, " Now, Gadatas ! 
** do you admire me, and pafs by a much 
*' greater wonder !" ** And what is that ?" 
iaid Gadatas. " That fo many Perfians^ 
" faid he, have been fo diligent in your 
" fervice, fo many Medes^ fo many Hyr^ 
*' canians^ as well as all thefe Armenians^ 
" SaciansznACaduJianS'ihtvti^rtkntJ* Then 
Gadatas made this prayer. *' OJove! may 
" the gods beftow many bleffings upon 
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" them, but moft upon hiift who is the 
*^ caufe of their being fuch men ! And 
" that we may handfomely entertain thefe 
•' men that you commend, Cyrus ! accept 
" thefe prefents of friendftiip, which are 
" fuch a I am able to tender you." At the 
fame time he brought him great abundance 
and variety of things, that he might make 
a facrifice, if he pleafed, or entertain the 
whole army fuitably to things fo nobly per- 
formed, and fo ^ppily fucceeding. 

Mean while, the CaJufian ftill made the 
rear-guard, and had no fhare in the pur- 
fuit ', but being defirons to perform, fomer 
thing himfelf that was confpicuous, he 
made an excurfion into the territory of Ba- 
bylon^ without communicating it, or faying 
any thing of it to Cyrus. But the AJfyrian^ 
from that city of his, whither he had fled, 
and with his army entirely together, and in 
order, coming up with the horfe of the Ca- 
dufian that were difpers'd, as foon as he 
knew them to be the Cadujians alone, at- 
tacks them, kills their commander and a 
groat many others, takes a great many 
horles, and takes from them the booty that 
they were carrying 6fF. The Affyrian then, 
after having purfued as far as he thought 
it fafe, turned back, and the Cadufians made 
their efcagg to the camp, where the firft ctf 
them arrived towards the evening. 

CTRUSy 
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CTRUSy as foon as he perceived what 
had happcn'd, went and met the Cadufians^ 
and of all that he faw wounded, fome he 
took and fent to GaJatas, that they might 
be taken care of, and others he lodged to- 
gether in tents, and took care that they had 
all things necefiary, taking fome of the 
Ferfian ;Sike-honoured to^ be his afiiftan ts 
For upon fuch occafions, men of worth are 
willing to bcftow their joint pains. He 
evidently appeared to be extreamly afflifted ; 
ii::^ that while others were taking their fup- 
pers, when the time for it was come ; Cy^ 
rusy attended by fervants and phyficians, 
willingly kft no one neglected, but either 
faw with his own eyes, or if he could not 
difpatch aU himfelf ^ ^le was obfeived to fend 
others to take that care upon them. Thus 
then they went to reft. 

As foon as it was day, having made pro- 
clamation, that the commanders of the 
other nations, and all the Cadufians in ge- 
neral, fhould aflfemblej he fpoke to this 

effe(S. " Friends and allies ! The mif- 

" fortune that has happened to us, is what 
•• human nature is liable to; for in my 
" opinion it is not to be wonder'd at, that 
" being men, we fhould be guilty of error, 
" However, we are not unworthy of reap- 
*• ing fome advantage by this accarient, and 
♦• that is, to karp, never to feparate from 
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*' the whole, a fmaller force than that of 
*'• the enemy. Yet I do not fay, f;s|ici he, 
" that we are never to march, where 'tis 
•* proper, whh a part even yet lefs than the 
*^ Cadufian marched with, upon this occa- 
" fion. But if ia man march, after hav- 
*' ing concerted matters with another, who 
** is able td fupport him, he may indeed be 
** deceived; but he that remains behind, 
" by deceiving the enemy, may turn them 
*^ to another part, and out of the way of 
*' thofe that have march'd off; 'tispoffibk 
" for him to procure fafety to his friends 
" by giving other employment to his ene- 
** mies. And thus he that feparatcs, does 
^^ not become entirely disjoined, but re- 
" mains annexed to the main ftrength of 
" the whole. He, on the other fide, that 
*^ marches off without giving any informa- 
*' tion whither it is that he is going, is in 
*' the fame cafe, as if he made war alone. 
"But, faid he, if it pleafe God ! it fhall 
** not be long before we have our revenge 
•' of the enemy, in return of this. And 
** as foon as ever you have dined, I will 
lead you out to the place where this af- 
fair was tranfa6led ; we will bury our 
dead, and at the fame time, if it pleafe 
God } we wiH let the enemy fee men fu- 
perior to, themfelves, upon the very place,^ 
where they think they have been vi6!:o- 
rious i that they may not look with plea- 

*^ fure 
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*' fure .upon that fpot of ground where' 
*' they butchered our fellow*combatants. 
*^ If they wijl not come out to us, we will 
'* burn thei;- villages and deftroy their 
^* country, that they may not be delighted 
** upon viewing what they themfelves have 
^* done, but be afflided at the fight of their 
" own misfortunes. I^et the reft them faid 
** he, go take .their dinner?, and do you 
** Cadujiam I firft go your ways, and choofe 
*' you a commander according to your 
^' ufage, who, with the help of the gods !. 
^* and together with us, fhall take care of 
** you in whatever may be wanting to you^ 
^^ an4 when you have made youjr choice 
^' and taken your dinners, then fend the 
^^ perfon you baye chofen to ine/' 

Thesi men did accordingly : and Cyrus,^ 
vvhen he had led out the army, and placed 
the perfon who was cl^ofeq hy the Ca4u[iani 
in hi?f ftation, order'd him to lead his body 
of men near tp himfelf, *' that if we arq 
" able," faid he, ^\ w^ may recover th^ 
^^ courage of the men." Sq they marched, 
and coming up to the place, they b.uried 
the Cadujiam^ anc^ laid the country wafte.; 
and havmg done this, and fupplied thenvs 
ielves with neceflaries out of the enemie^ 
country, they again retreated into the teir-i 
Xitorj of Gadatofs. 
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But then confidering, that they who had 
revolted to him, beine in tlxe neighbour- 
hood of Babylon, would fufFer feverely, un- 
lefs lie himfelf was always at hand : he 
therefore commanded all thofe of the erie- 
my that he difmiffed, to tell the [^jNtian^ 
that he himfelf fent a herald to. declare to 
him, " that he was ready to let the labour- 
« ers that were employed in the culture of 
" the lands alone, and not to do them any 
" injury ; if he> on the other fide, would 
« allow fuch labourers as belonged to thofe 
«^ that had revolted to himfelf, to go on 
•* with their work 5 and indeed, faid he,^ 
^< if you are able to hinder them, you will 
« hinder but a few, for the land that be- 
" longs to thofe that have revolted to me, 
<* is but little; and on the other fide, I 
^' fhould allow a great quantity of land to 
*' be cultivated for you. Then at the time 
" of gathering the crop, if the war con- 
*^ tinues* he that is fuperior in arms, in my 
« opinion muft gather it. If there be peace^ 
« it's plain, faid he, that it miift be yon ; 
♦^ J)ut if any of my people ufe arms againfl 
^ you, or any of yours agaanft me, upon 
** thefe we will both of us return mutual 
^ hofWities if we can,**-^ — Having givea 
the herald thefe orders, he fent him away, ' 

And when the AJJyri^ns had heard thefe 
things, they did all that they were able, to 

perfuade 
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perfoabe the king to yield to tliem, and to 
leave as little of war rtin^ining as wds pof- 
fible. The AfyrUriy either at the perfua- 
fion of thofe ot his own nation, or inclined 
to it himfelf, coiifented. And agreements 
were made. That there fliould be peace to 
thofe that were employed in labour, and 
war to thofe that |)6re arms. Thefe things 
did Cyrus eflfeSI with refpett to the labour- 
ing people. But the pftftur-es of their cat- 
tle, be ordered his own triends to fettle, if 
they though: fit, within the ektent of their 
own powei', arid to make prey upon tht 
enemy wherMver they were able, that the 
fervice might be more agreeable to his al- 
lifes, for the dangers were the fame, even 
without their feizing necc^aries for their 
fubfiftance, and the maintaining themfelves 
upon the enemy, feemed to make the fer*^ 
vice the lighter. 

But when Cyrus was now preparing to 
be gone, Gadatm came to him, having coU 
levied ppefents of fell kinds, and in great 
abundance, as arifing from a ver/ great 
eff ate, and having taken a great rtiany horfes 
from his o^n horf«nen that he miftrufted 
upon the account of the late contrivance 
againft him : and when he accoftcd him, 
h« fpoke thus — *^ I bring you thefe things, 
*« Cyrus ! at this time, that you may make 
<« pr^fent ufe of them in cafe you want 
' ' " them. 
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" the^n. And count upon it, faid he, that 
" all things elfe that belong to me are yours. 
** For it's impoilible for nje to have one de- 
^' fcended from myfelf to leave my ellate 
*^ to, but my race and name, faid he, muft 
♦' of neceflity be extinguifhed with myfclf 
♦' when I die. And this I fufF(^r, Cyrus^ 
^* faid he, (I fwear it to you, by the gods I 
*^ who fee all things# and hear all things!) 
" without having been gpilty of any thing 
*• unjuft, or bafe, either in word or deed." 
At the fame time that he faid this, he 
burft out into tears at his unhappy fate, 
and it was npt in bis power to fay more. 

C TR US having heard this, pitied him 
for his misfortune, and fpofee thus.-^**The 
" hprfes, faid he, I accept. For I fhall do 
f ' you fervicp by giving them to men het- 
^* ter affefted to you, it feemSi than they 
/* who had them before ; and fhall fill up 
" the P^jT^ body of horfe to ten thou- ^ 
*' fand men, a thing that 1 have long de- 
" fired; the, reft of yopr valuable effeds, 
" do you take away and keep, till fuch 
^' time as you fee me in a condition not to 
« be outdone by you in prefents : for if 
'• you part with me, and your prefents a-r 
" mount to more than y^u receive at my 
" hands, I know not how it's ppflible for 
*f n)e not to be quite aftiamed." 

To 
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To this Gadatas faid, " But I truft them 
** to you, for I fee your temper. As to 
*Vthe keeping of them myfelf, pray fee 
^* whether I am fit for it. For while we 
•* were friends with the jiffyrian^ my fa- 
^* ther's eftate feemed to be the nobleft that 
** could be; for being near to our capita! 
** city Babylon^ we enjoyed all the advan- 
*^ tages that we could poffibly be fupplied 
<* with from that great city 5 and as often 
*' as we were difturb'd with the crowd and 
** hurry, by retiring hither to our home, 
** we got out of the way of it. But now 
** that we are become enemies, it's plaiii 
** that when you are gone, both we our- 
^* felves, and our whole family and eftate, 
** ftiall have contrivances formed againft 
** us. We fhall in my opinion live very 
•* miferably, both by having our enemies 
** juft by us, and by feeing them fuperior 
*< to ourfelves. Perhaps you will prefently 
^^ therefore fay, and why did not I confi- 
f ' der this before I revolted ? Why ! be- 
^* caufe Cyrus^ by means of the injuries I 
f* had received, and the anger I was in, 
*' my foul never dwelt upon the confi- 
" deration of w^hat was fafeft for me; 
^* but was always big with the thought, 
^' whether it would be ever in my power 
*' to take my revenge upon this enemy both 
^* to the gods and men! who pafTes his 
*^ days in hatred, and that not to the man 
^* that may have done him an injury, but 

M to 
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*^ to any one that he fufpefts to be a better 
" man tha« himfelf ! And this wicked 
^* wretch tlierefore in ray opinion will 
" make ufe of fuch afliftants as are aft 
** more wicked than himfelf ! Or if there 
" be any that may appear to be better than 
•* he, take courage, Cyrus^ faid he, you 
•* will not be under any necffity to engage 
*' againft any fach men of worth ; but he 
•* himfelf will be Sufficient to carry on this 
•^ work till he has taken off every better 
" man than himfelf ! And yet diftreffing 
" me, I am of opinion that with his vil- 
€* lains he will cmjly get the better V 

In all this, Cyrus who heard it, was of 
opinion, that the man faid what was wor- 
thy of his attention and care 5 and he pre- 
lently faid, ** And have not you therefore 
«' ftrengthned your fortrefs with a garrifon, 
<^ that you may make ufe of it with fafety 
«^ when you go thither ? And as to your- 
«* felf, you accompany us in the fervice, 
** that if the gods pleafe to be with us as 
<^ now they are, he may be in fear of you, 
«^ and not you of him. Take of what be- 
<* longs to you whatever you Hke to fee 
<* about you, and of your people take who- 
«' ever you like to converfe with, and march 
<* with me. You will be in my opinion 
^ extreamly ufeful to me, and I will en- 
*' deavour to be as ufcful to you as I can." 

GADA* 
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GADATAS hearing this, recovered 
himfelf and faid : ** Shall £ be able, faid 
** he, to put up all and be ready before 
** you march away ? for, faid he, I would 
" willingly carry my mother with me. Yes 
** by Jove! faid he, you will be ready 
*' time enough; for I will wait, till you 
" fay that all is well/* So Gadatds go- 
ing his way, fettled, in concert with Cyrus^ 
garrifons in the feveral fortreffes he had 
made : he pack'd up all kinds of things, 
enough to f urnifli a very great houfe in a 
handiome manner. He took with him from 
amongft thofe he confided in, fuch whofe 
company he was pleafed with j and many 
of thofe too that he diftrufted, obliging 
fome of them to take their wives, and fome 
their fifters with them, that by this means 
he might keep them as it Were in fetters. 

CTR US himfelf marched, and amongft 
the reft of thofe that were about him, he 
kept Gadatas to inform him about the ways 
and the waters, about forrage and provi- 
fions, that he might carry on the fervice 
with the greatcft plenty of all things. But 
when in the courfe of his march, he got 
fight of the city of Babylon, and fancied 
that the way he was going led him juft un- 
der the walls of the place, he called Gobrias 
and Gadatas, and aiked if there was any 

H other 
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other way, that he might not lead the army 
near to the walls. 

Then Gohrtas ^oke. " My fovereigir^ 
" there are many ways . But I thou^t^ 
" f^d he, that you defired to lead on as 
^ near to the city asi poffible, that you: 
" might feew them the army, and let them. 
^^ fee that you have, now a great and noble 
** one ; becaufe when yoi; had a lefs, yoa 
^ marched up to the walls and they faw us 
"• when we were not very numerous. And 
*^ now, tho' the Afynan be prepared, as< 
^ he told you he would be prepared to give 
" you battle ; I |j:now, that when he fees 
*.^ your ftrength, his preparations will not 

appear to him to be fufficient"

CTRUS to this faid, « You fecm to* 
** mt.Gokrias, to wonder that, when I came 
^ with a lefs army, 1 led up to the very 
<^ walk ; but that now with a greater, 1 
have no mind to march the army under 
them r but make no wond'er of this, faid 
he, for ^ lead up to a- place, and to 
march by it, is not the fame thing. All 
^ men lead up in fuch an order as they 
*^ think is belt for them to engage in- And 
" people that ai:e wife, retreat fo as to go 
^' off in the fafeft manner gnd not in the^ 
^ quickeft. But it is neceffary to march^ 
CA by with the carriages extended in length, 
" and with the beads of burthen, and 

" thofe. 
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^^ thofe that are concerned in the bag-* 
'' gage, all in loofe order? all this muft' 
^* be covered by the foldiers that bear irms-, 
^* and the baggage-train muft in no part 
appear to the enfrhy rtaked of af nSs ; 
•** and marching in this mahrier^ the ftrengtK 
** of the arniy maft of ncccflitj^ be txtend--' 
** ed into a thin and weak order. If then 
** they have a mind from within the wafo 
*^ to make an attack in a ck)ie firmr body^ 
*' wherever they clofe in, they do it wiA« 
** a ftria^h much fupeaior to thofe that* 
'' are t^w^ the itoarch, and to men tlat 
*' are m«ching in a train at kngtte, the' 
" proper ^ips are at a grcalt diftance ; but 
** to thofe .'Ifjat ftiarch out from withinr 
*' their wall^, the diftance is little that they" 
** have either to march up to the enemy* 
*' that is at han<l, or to retreat batk agarin^ 
*' But if w? pafe by at no lefs a diftance 
" than fo as that' they may jaft fee us, an<f 
*^ if we march ejiitended as we now are^ 
*' they will fde thcv multitude that we are^- 
^^ and evei7 niiikit«dc by irteans of a*mw 
" interwoven amongft them, appears tetf- 
*' rible. If they redly do march up to utf 
** in any, party by our ^feeing them at a 
** confiderable diftance, we Ifeall not b^ 
** taken unprepared. And then, myfriend^^ 
** f^d he, they will the ifather avoid at- 
" tacking us, when they^ are obliged to» 
*! march a great diftance frow their* wallsi' 
H 2 '' unieft 
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*« tinlefs they think themfelves in the whole 
*« fuperior to us, for they will have caufe 
" to be in f6ar for their retreat/' 

When he had fai^l this, the perfons pre- ^ 
fent were of opinion that he faid right, an4 
Gobriaslcd the way as he had direded him. 
And while the army was moving on by thq - 
city, that part of it that was left behind, 
he always made the ftrongeft, and in that 
manner retreated. 

When marching thus the following days, 
he reached the borders of the ^Jfyrians and 
Medes from whence he came before, and 
where there were three forts belonging to 
the JJfyrians ; the weakeft of thele he 2.U 
tacked and took by force, and two of them, 
Qrus by terror, and Gadatas by perfuafion, 
prevailed with the garrifons to give up. 
When he had done this, he fent to Cyaxares^ 
and by mefTage, defired him to come to the 
army, that they might confult what ufe to 
make of the forts they had taken. And 
after having taken a view of the army, he 
might in the whole of their affairs, advife 
vhat he thought proper to be done for the 
future. And if he orders it, faid he, tell 
^im that I will come and encamp with him. 
The meffenger in order to deliver this mef- 
fage, went his way, and upon this Cyrus 
prdered Gaddtas to furnifh out the jifyriah% 
^ ^ ' tent 
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tent that the Medes had chofen for Cyaxares^ 
and this in the handfomeft manner; and 
not only with all the other furniture that 
it was provided with, but he ordered him 
to introduce the two women into that apart-^ 
ment of the tent that belong'd to the women, 
&nd together with them, the women-mufi- 
cians that had been chofen out for Cyaxares. 
Thefe men did as they were ordered. But 
when he that was fent to Cyaxares had deli- 
vered his meflage, Cyaxares having heard 
him, deterniin'd it to be bed that the army 
fhould remain upon the borders ; for the 
Perjians that Cyrus had fent for were come, 
and they were forty thoufand archers and 
fhield-men. Therefore when he faw that 
thefe men did prejudice in many ways to 
the Median territory, he thought it better 
to get rid of thefe, rather than admit ano- 
ther multitude. And that Perjian who 
commanded the army having enquired from 
Cyaxares^ according to the orders of Cyrus^ 
whether he jiad apy feryic€ for the army, 
when he told him that he had none, and 
when he heard that Cyrus was at hand, up- 
on that very day marched, and condu6ted 
the army to him. The next day Cyaxares 
marched with the Median horfe that remain- 
ed with him. And as foon as C^r^j per- 
ceived him approaching^ then taking the 
Perjian horfe, who were now very numerous, 
ail the Medes. Armenians and Hyrcanians^ 
« and 
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and of all the other allies fuch as were the 
beft horfed and armed, he met him, ancj 
ihewed Cy^xares his force, 

CTAXARES^ when he faw a great many 
brave men attending Cyrus^ and but a fmaii , 
company attending upon himfelf , and thofe 
but of little value ; thought it mean and 
diftionourable to him, and was feized with 
a violent concern. But when Cyrus alight- 
ing from his horfe, came up to him, as 
intending to kifs him in the cudomary 
manner, Cyaxares like wife alighted but turn'd 
from him, refufed to kifs him, and burft 
openly into tears. Upon this Cyrus ordered 
all the reft that were there to retire and_ 
wait. He himfelf taking Cyaxares by the 
right hand, and conducing him out of the 
road^ under certain palm-trees, he ordered 
fpme Median quilts to be laid for him, and 
making him iit down, he fat himfelf down 
by him, and alkcd him thus; - 

** Ounde, faid he, tell me, I beg you^ by 
*! by all the Gods 1 what are you angry 
*• with me tor? And what ill thing have 
*f you difcovered, that you take thus amifs ?" 
-T-Then Cyaxares anfwejr'd ia this manner^ 
" It is, Cyrus^ laid he,, that I, who a^ far as 
*' the memory of man can reach, am? rec- 
*' kon d la be fprung from i long train oi 
*^ anceftors, and from a. father who was a 

!'King. 
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♦'^ King, and who am mylelf accounted a 
^< King, fhould fee myfelr marching thus 
*« meanly and contemptibly! and fee yoii 
^* v^ath my attendance, and with other forces 
•^ appear here great and confpicuoUs ! 1 
« (hould think it hard to fulFer this treat- 
*^ ment at the hands of enemies^ and mucK 
•^ harder, O y<yv€ I to fuffer it at the hands 
*^ of thofe that I ought leaft to have it from \ 
^ For I think, I could fink down under the 
*^* earth ten times over with more fatisfac* 
*' tion, than be feen in this mean condition^ 
^ and fee my own people thus contemning 
*^ and laughing at me! For I am not ig- 
^* norant, not only, that you are more 
" confiderahle than myfelf, but that my 
" own flaves are above me in power, dare 
** to oppofe my pleafure,. and are ifo fet up 
•^^ as to be rather able to do me mifchief, 
^* than liable to fuffer it at my hands."— 
And in faying this, hewasftill overwhelmed 
m tears, fo that he drew down a flood of 
tears into the eyes of Cyrus. 

But Cy^^i paufing a little, fpoketo this 

effe6l. ** In all this, faid he, Cyaxaresy 

^ you neither fay true nor judge right. If 
you ihink that the Medes^ by my prefence 
are fet up upon fuch a foot, as to be able' 
to do you mifchief 5 1 do not wonder that' 
you are enraged and terrified. But,' 
whether it be juftly or unjuftly that you 

** ar^ 
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*' are offended at them, this I fhall pafs by ; 
** for I know you muft take it ill to hear mc 
** making their apology. But for a ruler 
«^ to take offence at all his people at once, 
** this I take to be an error. For by ffrik- 
«' ing terror into a multitude, of neceffity 
«* that multitude muif be made one's ene- 
«' mies, and by taking offence at them all 
«* together, they are infpired with unity of 
«^ fentiments. Upon this account, be it 
** known to you, it was, that I would not 
*' fend thefe men away to you without me, 
*^ being afraid lefl fomething might hap- 
** pen by means of your anger, that might 
«' have affli6led us all. By the affiflance 
«* of the gods ! therefore, while I am pre- 
*^ fent, thefe things may be fafely compof- 
«^ ed. But that you fhould think yourfelf 
«' injured by me, at this I aim very much 
*' concerned, that while I have been doing 
** all that is, in my power to do all poflible 
** fervice to my friends, I am then thought 
" to have done the quite contrary. But 
" don't let us thus charge one another at 
" random, but if poflible let us confider 
*' clearly what the injury is that I have 
** done. I will ftate then an agreement 
** for Us to come to, and fuch as is the jufl- 
•* efl that can be, between friends. If I 
" fhall appear to have done you mif chief, 
*' I vvill confefs that I have wrong'd you > 
^^ but if I neither appear to have done you 

" any 
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*V any harm, nor to have intended it; will* 
*^' nbt you then confefs that you have riot 
^^ been Wrqng'd by me ?" ** Imuft, faid 
t' he, of neceffity. " IF t plainly appear 
*' lo have done you fervice, aqd to have 
*^ been zealous to do you all the fervice 
^* that I was able, ftiall not t deferve your 
'^ commendation rather than your re-. 
^* broach?'' '' It is but juft, faid he." 
^V Come on then^ laid Cyrus^ let us conlider 
*J^ all thq things that I have done, one by 
** one, for by this it will appear the moft 
** evidently, which was good and which was 
** ill We Will take it from the beginning 
*^ of this affair, if this appear to you to be 
*' fufficient. When you perceived that the 
*' enemy were aflfembUng their forces, and 
^' were about making an attempt upon you^ 
•* and upon your country, you tnen fent 
*^ immediately to the publick council of 
*^ Peffia^ begging affiftance, and to me 
*^ In particular, defired me to endeavour 
*^ if any terjiam came to you, to come 
*^ as their commander. Was, not I by you 
** perfuaded to this ? Did not I come ? 
** And bring you as many and as brave 
*^ m?n as 1 was able ?" " You did come^ 
** faid he/' " Firft therefore, faid he, in 
*^ this particular tell me, whether you ac- 
^/ count it an injury or^a benefit that I did 

•^ you." '' It's plain faid Cy^?;c^r^j, that 

** in this you did what was a benefit to me. 
*^—T Well then, faid he, when the ene- 

I " mies 
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/* mies advanced, and we were to cngag e 
*^ them, did you perceive that upon this 
" occafion^ I fpared any pains or that I 
** balked any danger." '' No, by Jove I 
" faid he, not at all. And then, when, 
•* with the afiiflrance of the gods, we gain- 
*^ ed our viftory, and the enemy retreated^ 
'* I exhorted you, that we might jointly 
" purfue them, take our joint revenge up- 
^ on them, and if any thing good or ill 
** fhould befal us, that we might jointly 
•* Ihare it. And can you charge me with 
** any thing of ambition and delire of pow- 

** er in any of thefe things ?" . To this 

Cyaxares was filent ; and Cyrus again fpoke 
in this manner. " Since it is your plea- 
•* fiire, to be filent in this, rather than to 
*' give me a reply, tell me then, faid he^ 
*' whether you think yourfelf injured, be- 
*' caufe that when you were of opinion 
** that it was not fafe to purfue, I did not 
allow you to ihare in the danger, but 
only defired you to fend fome of your 
horfe ? For if I wronged you in alking 
this, efpeeially after I had given myfelt 
up to you, as an aflifl-ant and ally, kt 
this, faid he, be demonftrated by your- 
felf.'*-^ When Cyaxares kept himfelf fi- 

'^ lent to this too, « But, faid he, if you 
** will give me no anfwcr here neither, then 
" tell me this : whether I did you any 
" wrong, when you gave me for anfwer,^ 
'J that upon your obfcrving the Medes to 

*^ be 
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be indulging themfclvcs in pleafure, you 
** would not put a ftop to it, and oblige 
^' them to march and run themlelves into'* 
danger, and whether you think that I 
put a hardfhip upon you, when avoid- 
mg all at>ger and refentment to you, I 
thea again upon that, afked you a thing, 
than which I knew there was nothing 
that you could more cafily grant, and 
*^ that nothing more eafy could poffibly be 
" enjoined the Medes? For I afked you, 
** only to allow any of them that would, 
" to follow me. And when I had obtain- 
" ed this from you, there was nothing left 
^- but to perfuade them. I went to them, 
** I perfuaded them, and thofe that I 
^* prevailed with I took, and marched with 
*^ them at your allowance. If you reckon 
" this to be deferving of blame, then, to 
" take from you what you yourfelf grant, 
** is not it feems a thing void of blame. 
** Thus then we let forward. When we 
«f were marched, what was there, that we 
*^ did, that was not apparent ? Was not 
*^ the camp of the enemy taken? Were 
" there not many of thofe that made war 
*^ upon you, killed ? and of thofe that re- 
** mained alive, were there not a great 
•^ many ftript crf^ their arms? and a great 
•^ many of their horfes ? The fortunes and 
^' effcCTS of thofe that plundered and ra- 
5! vaged yoyr^ before, you fee now taken 
I z i' and

*': and ravaged hy yomr friends; Some of 
*^ them belong to you^ aod others of them 
«*^ to thofe that are under your dominion. 
•*: But what is the graiteft and noblcft 
". thing, and above all, is, that yoo fee 
**: your own territory enlarged, and that 
** of your enemies diminifhed, and iome 
*^ forts that were pofieiied by the enemy, 
*^ and iomt of your own that bad been 
*( taken and annexed to the Affyrian domi- 
•* nion, now, on the contrary, you fee 
*' yielded to you. Whether any of thefe 
** things be good or ill, I cannot fay,^ that 
•* I defire to learn. But nothing hinders 
** me from hearing what your opinion* is

CTRU& havii:^feid this, wasftlent and 
waited the reply. 

And Cyaxarei fpoke thus in anfwer. 
^^ Inxked Cyrusy I don't know how one ca^ 
" fay thajt thofe things you have performed 
*• are ill, but he it known to you, faid he, 
^^ that thefe good things are of ^h a kind, 
^ as the more they appear to be in number, 
" fo much the moi*c are they burtben^&qie 
^* upon me. I fhouki rather choofe to eur 
^ large your territory by i»y forces, than 
" fee mine thus enlarg«il by your?. For 

the& things, to yo«i thafi da them aref 
nious i bMt to jne, tiiey ap* fetfem^

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"i fort dtfgiptB^l? ^nd 1 anv «f opinion, 
*^ :that I Ifebttkl- hi better |)leafe<l tK> bdlow'

*« fhouM be pfeafed with this courtfhip ahd 
*^ ifefvice. But if this appear to you to be 
<^ but an ineortfiderabfe matter, then confi- 
*< der this. You have feivarits that you 
^^ have acquired as guards to you and for 
** 'fervice! If any .one Ihouki' manage thefe 
*^ in filch a manner,^ as that they fhould 
***bemore wiffing to (erve him than to ferve 
** you, fhould you think yourfelf obliged 
^ to this man in return of this benefit ? 
^* Tfe^ itt anoth^ concern, that men's 
* ' 1^ 9ffe£tion5 
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*' affeftions are greatly etlgiffcd in, and 
*« that they cultivate ifl the qaoft intinwrt^e 
*f manner j if any ooeftipuld make ftich 
*< court to your wife^ a?, to Biake her loye 
*VJhiro, better than fhe loved: you, (hould 
*^ : y<?u be delighted with t^bis benefit ? I 
^\ believe far from it, faid 1^ i ijay I 1uk>w 
<^ that in domg this, he would do you the 
cc greateft of injuries. But that .I may 
« mention what is moft applicable, to my 
«f own concern : If anyone ihpuld make 
*? fuch court to the Perfiant^ that yc*i have 
*V conducted hither, as fliould . make it 
" more agreeable to them to follow him, 
•* thai^ to follow you^ fliQuW yop think this 
*' nian your frJLwl?. I, believe ypu would 
^\ not, but you would rather think him yet 
" more yoiir enfimy, thanif he killed you- 
** agreatnjaay of them. , Well, then! fap-r^ 
*' ppfe any friend of yours,' upon your fay- 
*« mg to him in a friendly -way, take as 
H much of what belongs to me as you 
** pleafe, Ihould upon hearing this, go his- 
*' way, take all that he was aWe and enrich 
*< himjfelf, with what belonged to you, «nd 
'^ that you, mean while, (hould not haye 
wherewithal to fupply your own ufes in 
a very moderate way ; could you poffibly 
think fuch a one a blamelefs unexcepti- 
*^ onable friend? Now, Oh^^-^j I take my-^ 
*^ felf to have had from you, if not ^e 
^^ f^n^e uf^ge, yet fuch as i§ very like it. 
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♦* You fay tme, that when I bid you carry 
** off thofe that were willing to go, yod 
^« took my whole force, went ofF with tli6m, 
^^ and left me deftitute : And now yoU 
♦* bring me things that you have taken 
♦* with my own force ; and \vith my owd 
** force you enlarge my territory. But I, 
** as not having any hand in obtaining 
** thefe advantages, look as if I gave up 
** myfclf, like a woman, to be ferved by 
«' others as well as by my own fubjefts ; 
** for you appear to be the man, and I to 
•* be unworthy of rule, and do you take 
«« tiiefc things, C^r«j, to be benefits? Be 
** it known to you, if you had any concern 
*^ for me, there's nothing you would be fo 
«* careful not to rob me of, as of my dig- 
*^ nity and honour, what advantage is it 
** to me, to have my land extended and 
*' myfelf contemned ! I have dominion 
" over the Medes^ not by being [really the 
" beft of them all, but by means of their 
" thinking us to be in all refpe6b fuperior 
" to thcmfelvcs." 

Here Cyrus took up the difcourfe, while 
Cyaxares was yet fpeaking, and faid, '* I 
" beg you, uncle, faid he, by all the gods ! 
" if I ever before did any thing that was 
^* agreeable to you, gratify me now in the 
" things that 1 fhall afk of you. Give 
« over blaming me at this time; and when 
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", y<Hi hatfe had experience o^ usi how wc 
f,* are afie6kd towards ypu j if thft things 
f* ^at h^ve been done* Apptjardofie for 
" your fcrvice^ give me your embr^es in 
^« fetum of the aifedion I have for you « 
^« and thitik that I h^ve been of fervic^ to 
•* you. If things appear otherwife, then 
\^ blamtme/' 

•*^ Perhaps indeed, faid C^dxare^y you fay 
f* right! Weil then! faid <;j^ri^, ihall I 
f* kifs you ? if you jpieafe £5iid he* And 
^* will you not turn jroin nag, aa you did 
^^ juft now? I will not, faid be-"-*-! — Then 
be kifled liim^ 

. As foon as this was fefen. by the Medes^ and 
PerfianSy and many others, (for they were 
all urtd^r concern about the iffue of this af- 
fair,) they all p^efently becannre chearful and 
pleafed. 

Then Cyaxarrs and Cytus mountirig their 
horfes, led the way before : The M^des. fol^ 
lowed after Cyaxaresy (for Cyrus made a 
^n to tbem to do fo) and the Prrfians fol- 
lowed Csrm y and after tliefe, followed the 
reft. When they came to the camp, and 
had lodged Cyaxares in the terit that Was 
furnifhed for him ; they that were appointed 
to that fervice prepared all things fitting 
for him. And during the time that Cy^fAriir^i 

was 
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was at leifure before fupper, the Medes went 
to him, fome of themfelves, but moft of 
them in confequence of direftions from 
Cyrus ^y and they brought him prefents one 
a beautiful cup-bearer^ another an excel- 
lent cook, another a baker, anothier a mufi- 
cian, one brought him cups, and another a 
fine habit. And almoft every one prefented 
him with fomething out of what they had 
taken ; fo that Cyaxares changed his opini- 
on, and no longer thought either that Cyrus 
had alienated thefe men from him, or that 
the Medes were lefs obfervant of him than 
before. 

When the time of fupper came, Cyaxa-^ 
res invited Cyrusy and defired that fince he 
had not feen him of fome time, he would 

(up with him. But Cyrus faid, " I 

" beg, Cyaxaresy that you would not bid 
•^ me do this. Do not you obferve, that 
•* all thofe that are here with us, attend 
" here at our inftigat'ron ? It would not 
** therefore be well in me to appear negli- 
•^ gent of them, and mindful of my own 
" pleafure. When foldiers think themfelves 
*' neglefted, the beft of them become much 
" more deje6led, and the worft of them 
•* miich more infoler^t. But do you, efpe- 
•' cially now after you have had a long 
•' journey, take your fupper. And if peo- 
" pie come to pay 'you relpe6l, receive 

K them 
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^* them kindly and entertain them well, 
*' that they Ulcewife may encourage you. 
I will go Biy ways, and apply myfelf ta 
what 1 tell you. To-niorrow, faid he, 
in tlie mornmg, all the proper perfons 
^' fliall attend here at your doors, that we 
«' may confuk together, what we are to da 
^ henceforward. And you, being yourfelf 
*^ prefent, will propofe to i?s, whether it 
*^ be thought fit to go on with the war :; 
" or whether it be now the proper time ta 
'* feparate the army." •«.- — Upon this^ Cy- 
axares went ta fupper. 

And Gyrus affembJing fuch of his friends 
as were moft able to judge what was fit to 
fee done upon any occauon, and to aflift 
him in the execution of it*, l^oke ta this ef- 
itt\.-*^'' The things that we at firft wifti- 
** ed for, my friends, we now, with the 
^ alfiftance of the gods ! have obtained ; 
*^ for wherever we march, we are. matters 
** of the country, we fee our enemies 
^ we^en'd, and oumfelves increafed in num^ 
** bers and ftrength. And if they who are 
^ now our allies wilffl^ll continue with us, 
^^ we fhall be much more able to fucceed in 
^ our affairs, whether we have occafioft 
" to aft by force J or whether it be proper ta 
" proceed by perfuafion ; therefore that as 
" many of our allies, as i? poflible, may 
!5 be inclined to ftay, is not more my bu- 

'** linelsfe. 
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•^ finefs to effect than it' is yours. But as 
«« when fighting is neceffary, he that fub- 
«^ dues the greateft numbers, will be ac- 
*« counted the moft vigorous j fo where 
«« counfel is neceflary, he that makes the 
*^ greateft numbers to be of his opinion, 
*« ought juftly to be efteemed the moft elo- 
*' quent and beft Ikill'd in affairs. How- . 
" ever, do not be at pains, as if you were 
** to fhew us what fort of difcourfe you 
♦' made ufe of to every one ; but that the 
" people you prevail with may fhew it in 
" their aaions, let this be your bufinels to 
" efFe^. And that the foldiers, while they 
<* confult about the carrying on of the 
** war, fhall be fupplied with all things 
" neceffary and fit in as great plenty as I 
^< am able ; this I will endeavour to take 
^' care of/! 
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A V I N G paffed the day in 
this manner, and having 
taken their fuppers, they 
went to reft. The next day 
in the morning, all the al- 
lies came to the doors of Cy^ 
ax ares ; and while Cyaxares (who had heard 
that there was a great multitude of people 

. at 
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it his doors) was fettjng himfelf out, Cj^ . 
tus% friends prefented to him fevwal peo- 
ple who beg'd him to ftay ; fomc prefent- 
Cd the Cadujians^ fome the Hfrcanians. One 
jpref^nted Gobrias^ and another the Sacian ; 
and Hyjlalpes prefented the eunuch Gadatas ' 
who beg'd Cyrus to flay. Here Cyrus^ who 
knew betore that Gadatas had been almofl: 
killed with fear, * left the army fliould be fe- 

parated, laughed and fpoke thus. " O 

" GadataSy faid he, it's plain that you have 
*♦ been pcrfuaded by Uyjidjpis here to be of 
*' the opinion you exprefs." Then Gada^ 
tasy lifting up his hands to heaven, fwore, 
that " indded he was not perfuaded by Hy^' 
•* ftafpes to be of this opinioh ! but I know, 
faid he, that if you depart, my aflrairs 
fall intirely to ruin. Upon this account 
faid he, I came myfelf to this man and 
" alked him, whether he knew what your 
" opinion was concerning the leparation- 
" of the army." Then Cyrus faid, " It 
** feems then that I accufe IJyfiafpes unjuft- 
" ly.''— Then Hy^afpes fpoke, '' By Jove ! 
'' Cyrus! faid he, unjuftly indeed! becaufe 
*• I gave Gadatas for anfwer, that it wa$ 
** impoflible fo5r you to ftay, and told him 
^ that your father had fent for you.** 
** What! faid Cyrw, durft^ you affert this 
*^« whether I would or no ?" " Yes indeed, 
«* faid he, for I fee you are exceedingly 
defu'ous to be maklrig a progels abou^ 

among 
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^ among the Perfians to be fcen, and to fhew 
*« your father how you performed every 
^' thing." Then Cyrus faid, " Arid are not 
*^ you defirous to go home." ** No by 
^* Jove \ (aid Hyfiafpes, nor will I go ; but 
** ftay and difeharge my duty as a com- 
** mander, till 1 make Gadatas here mafter 

« of the Ajyrianr Thus did thefe 

•* men, with a mixture of ferioufnefs, jeft 
" with each other. 

Then Cyaxarts drefs*d in a magnificent 
manner, came out and fat himfelf on a 
Median throne ; and when all the proper 
perfon^ were pact, and filence made, Cyaxares 
Ipoke thus— H — " Friends and allies ! fince 
•* 1 am here prefent, and ani an older man 
^ than Cyrus, it is proper for me perhaps 
*' to begin the difcourfe : It appears there- 
<* fore to me, that now is the time to debate 
** whether it be thought proper to go on 
*^ with the war, or to feparate the army. 
" Therefore, feid he, let fome body fpeak 
^ what his opinion is concerning this af- 

** fair." Upon this the Hyrcaman firft 

i|)oke, *^ Friends and allies / I don't at all 
** know whether words be neceflai7 where 
^ h&s themfelves declare what is beft to 
be done ; for we aU know that by keeping 
together, we do more mifchief to our 
^* enemies than we fufFer from them ; and 
♦* when we are afunder, they deal by us 
. - '' as

" as is moft agreeable to them, and moft 

*' grievous to us." After him fpoke the 

Cadujian : " What can we fay, faid he, 
*^ concerning a general departure and fepa- 
*^ ration, when it is not for our intereft to 
** feparate, even while we are engaged in 
5* the fervice! , Accordingly we not long ago 
undertook a piece of fervice feparate from 
the reft of our body, and paid for it as 
" you all know." 

After him, Artabazus, he who had faid 
that he was related to Cyrus^ fpoke thus : 
*^ Cyaxares^ faid he, thus much I differ in 
•* my opinion from thofe who fpoke before. 
V They fay, that we ought to proceed in the 
«* war, remaining here together j and I 
*^ fay that we were in war when we were 
*' at home, for I was frequently forced to 
, *' run to the relief of our own country, 
" when the enemies were plundering what 
^' belonged to us ; frequently I had bufmefs 
** upon my hands, with refpeft to our for- 
** trefles that the enemies were faid to have 
^' form'd defigns upon ; and I was continu- 
*^ ally in fear, and kept myfelf upon my 
** guard. All this I did, and was all this 
*' while upon expence out of my own ftock 5 
«' but now I am in ppffeflion of the for- 
" trefles of the enemy, I am not in fear of 
'' them : I feaft upon what belongs to them, 
^''and I drink at the enemies expence; 

^* therefore 
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" tfeeificfare a^ being in one cafe at war, 

•' atld ift the other cale as at a feftival, I 

*< arm not of opiiiion to diflblve this public 

'^ affembly/' -After him fpoke Gobrius ; 

•* Friends and allies ! thus far I applaud 

'' the faith of Cyrus \ for he his bedn falfe 

•^^ in ftothing that he has promifed. But if 

*' he quit the country, it's plain that the 

•^^ Ajjjrian will be at reft^ an:d efcape the pu- 

^* ralhmfent due to him; for the injuries 

«* fhat he eAdeavoui-ed to do you, and that 

** he has m fa£t done me ; and I on my 

«^ fide (hall again fuffer puniQiment at his 

^* hanfds, and now, it will be, for having 

** h^vi a frieiid to you/*

After all thefe, Cyrui fpoke. •^ Nor 
am 1 igftofant, friends ! tnat if we fepa^ 
*^ rate the army, our own affairs will fink, 
" and the affairs of the enemy Will rife a- 
** gain : for* as many of them as have had 
** their arms taken from them, will mafke 
" others out of hand ; they that have loft 
** their horfes, will immediatety get others; 
*' in the room of thofe men that ard kill'd, 
*^ others will grow up and fucceed them % 
** fo that it wift not be to be wondered at, 
if they become able to give us difturbarice 
again very foon.-rWhy then did I defire 
Cyaxir^es to propofe the debate upon the 

leparation oi the aiiny. -Be it known 

to you, faid he, it was, becaUfe I was in 
L '' fear 
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*' fear for the future. For I perceive cer- 
^\ tain adverfaries advancing upon us, that, 
** if vve go on with the \yar upon the foot 
*^ we now ftand, we fhall not be able to 
*• ftruggle with. For the winter is coming 
*' on, and if we have roofs to cover our own 
** heads, we have them not, by Jove ! for 
** our horfes, nor for our fervants, nor for 
*' the common foldiers ; and without thefe 
^* we cannot proceed in the fervice. The 
*' provifions wherever we have come, have 
*^ been cohfumed by ourfelves, and where 
** we have not been, there, for fear of us, 
*' they have been carried off, and fecured 
** in fortrefles ; fo that the enemies have 
** them, and we are not able to procure 
V^ them. And who is there that has bra- 
*' very and vigour enough to go on with 
the fervice, and ftruggle at the fame time 
with hunger and cold ! therefore if we 
are to continue, the war upon thefe terms, 
I fay, that we ought rather to feparate 
the army of our own accord, than be 
driven away againft our wills by diftrefs, 
*' and by not knowing what to do. But 
*^ if we have a mind to go on ftill with the 
** war, I fay we ought to do this. We 
** fhould endeavour as loon as poffible to 
*^ take from the enemy as many of their 
" ftrong places as we are able, and to cre6t 
" as many places of ftrength as we can for 
" ourlelves. J: or if this be done, then they 

*« will 
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^* will have provifions in the greateft plen- 
** ty, who can take and fecure the moft of 
** them, and they that are inferior in ftrength 
" will be befieged. Biit now we are juft in 
*^ the fame cafe with thofe that are upon 
*' a voyage at fea; for the part that they 
'* have faird over, they do not leave fo'as 
** to make it fafer for them, than the other 
*^ part that they have not fail'd : But if we 
** have fortreffes, thefe will alienate the 
** territory from the enemy, and all things 
•* will be with us ferene and quiet. As for 
«* what fome of you may be apprehenfive 
" of in cafe you ar^ obliged to keep garri* 
•* fon at a diftance from your own territo- 
/* ry, do not let this be any concern to you ; 
^' for we will take upon us to guard thofe 
*« parts that are the neareft to the enemy, 
^^ fince we are at a great diftance from 
*« home. And do you take pofleflion of 
«< the borders between you and the JJfyrian 
" territory, and cultivate them. And i£ 
** we are able to guard and preferve thofe 
" parts that are in the enemies n^ighbour- 
** hood ; you who keep thofe other parts 
" that are at a greater diftance from them, 
" will certainly live in great peace and 
" quiet. For I do not believe that they 
" can think of forming defigns upon you 
" that are at a diftance, and negle«S dan-^ 
gers that are at hand," 

h z After 
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After this had been (aid, all the r-eft of 
them rifing up, (Jeclared that they would 
join heartily in putting thefe things in e^e^ 
cution. And Cyaxaresy GaJatas, apd Gobria^ 
faid, that if the allies would give Xhtffi le^ye^ 
they would each of thenji build a fort, t^at 
the allies juight have thofe places in their 
inte^eft. Cyrjas therefore, when he fiiv 
them all, fo zealous in the pxejcution of the 
thjings he had mentioAed* concliwied thfis. 
** If we intend therefore to effe6l >vh^t yve 
** agree ought to be done, \ye pught ^s fooi* 
" ^s poffibk to be fupply'd \yitj> es^gij^ps tQ 
" demdifh the forts of ^he ,enen)y, and 
** with builders to ere6t bulwarks of our 
" own." tJpon this (^yaxqres pronaifed to 
make and fupply them with Qj)e epgiae i 
Gadatas and Qobrias promis'4 gnowr j 
^ygranes another ; and another, Cjyry,^ f^id 
that he wpuld endeavour to m^e. \yheii 
they were d?termin'd japoji t^efe thifi^ 
they procured artii&cefs for the m?Jung of 
theie engines, and eyery one provided )th« 
materials necefiary for their fj^hflck, ^d 
they eftabjifti'd as prefideijts 9a4 pyerfpers 
bf the work, certain performs Jh^t |e^'4 
the moft proper for the employ^^pQt. 

CYRVS\ yvhen hp fpujid th^t Jhfrfi 
would be fome time taken' pp ii^ th^fe afr 
fairs, encamped the aripy ii) g^ (jtu^^ioji that 
he judged to be the moil healthy and moft 

eafily 
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cafily ^cceiTible, with re^6l to all thipg$ 
tl^it w^'^ Rjecei&ry to be t>Wi?ght thither. 
Ax?fl Jie dpi ^hjatcyer w.^s fiepe^ary jto thp 
ma^kv?g it ftro^^, tjiat they who alw^y? 
r,eiiiaiij'4 ^^^i*? ff^^ht ^e in fafety, tto* th^ 
V0t4ln ftrer^hi of th^e lafirjy Ihpuld at any 
time m^tjc^ ^ a dift^i^ce froifli the C9p)pj^ 
^nd {)efi4ps, h? piMj^ijirexi of thpfe h^ thought 
k^new the poupjtry be^, from wl^^t parts of 
i^ the army migtt be fuppli€4 with aH 
things that ^ycre of ufe to therp^ in the 
jgreateft plenty. He led them always abroa4 
to-get provilion and forrage, botn that he 
Sjijght procure thp ^-jeaitejft plejity of necef- 
%ifs fpr t^e arpiy j t)i^t l^is men inured to 
labour by the/e marcjbes ^ight gain health 
fiid vigQur; and that in rparching they might 
Prefer ve ip jheir menjpries the oixier t^ey 
yv^VQ jto keep^ , 

CTRUS was employed in thefe affairs, 
wjier) de/ertefs fropf) Babylon^ and prifoners 
t^kcp, ggv^ ap acGOjant that the JJfyrian 
w^ gone tp Ly^ia^ carrying with him mgny 
talefits pf goW and filver, and other trea- 
fjjfie?, and rich ornanients of all kinds, 
The hofiy of the foldiery fuppos'd that he 
yjras alreg^y pw^^ing his treafuies out of the 
way jFpf fegr: but Qyrus judging that he 
yFpnt ija ordief tp eplieft a force ^gainft him, 
^ hs w^r« ^ble tp effe6l if j prepared him- 
^\i 9S t|i? otj|>er haijd, wijth a gre^t deal 
• / '^^ ' of 
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of vigour, as thinking that he fhould be 
again forced to come to an engagement. 
Accordingly he compleated the Perfian bo- 
dy of horfe; fome horfes he got from the 
prifoners, and fome from his friends; for 
thefe things he accepted from all \ rejedling 
nothing, neither a fine weapon nor a horfe, 
if any one prefented him with it. Cha- 
riots likewife he fitted up, both out of thofe 
tliat were taken, and from whence-foevej: 
elfe he was able to get fupplied \yith what 
was neceffary towards it* 

The Urojan method of ufing chariots 
that was pracHfed of old, and that way of 
managing them that is yet in ufe amongft 
the Cyrenceans, he abolifhed. For former- 
ly the Medes^ Syrians^ and Arabians^ and 
all the people of AJia ufed the fame method 
with refpe6l to their chariots, that the Cy^ 
renceans do at this time 1 and he was of 
opinion, that the very beft of the men be- 
ing mounted upon chariots, they that pro- 
bably conftituted the chief flrength of the 
army, had the pait only of fkirmifhers at 
a diftance, and had no great fhare in the 
gaining of a vi6lory. For three hundred 
chariots afford three hundred combatants, 
and tlieie take up twelve hundred horfes ; 
then their drivers probably are fuch, as 
thefe men that are the beft of the army 
chiefly confide in ; and here again are three 

hundre4 
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hundred others, and they fuch as do the 
enemy no manner of mifchJef. Therefore, 
this fort of management with refpeiSl to 
their chariots, he abolifti'd ; and inftead of 
this, he provided a fort of wariike chariots 
with wheels of great ftrength, fo as not to 
be eafily broken, and with axle-trees that 
were long, becaufe things that carry breadth 
are lefs liable to be overturned. The box. 
for the drivers he made like a turret, and. 
with ftrong pieces of timber j and the high- 
eft of thele boxes reach'd up to the elbows 
of the drivers, that reaching over thofe 
boxes, they might drive the horfes. The 
drivers he covered all but their eyes with 
armour. To the axle-trees, on each fide- 
of the wheels, he added fteel-fcythes of 
about two cubits in length, and below, un- 
der the axle-tree, he fixed others pointing 
to the ground; as intending with thcfe cha- 
riots to break in upon the enemy. As, Cy- 
rus at that time contrived thefe chariots, fo 
to this day they ufe them in the king's ter- 
ritory. He had likewife camels in great 
number ; fuch as were colle6led from a- 
mongft his friends, and thofe that were 
taken from the enemy, being all brought 
together. 

Thus were thefe things performed. But 
he, being defirous to fend fome fpy into 
Lydiay and to learn what the JJfyrian did, 

was 
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ipt^as 6^ opmitert, that Arafpes, iht gnardian 
6f the beautiful woman, was a prbpef pcr-^ 
fon to go tipori that errand. For with 
Arafpti^ things had fallen out in this man- 
iier. 

Having fallen in I6ve with thtf ^ottfan, 
he was forced to make propofals to hei* 
Concerning a more intimate comtnerce with 
each other. But flte deiited him and was 
faithful to her hftihand, tho' he was abfent, 
for fhe loved him very mneh. Yet (fife' 
did riot accufe -^^^^x tftfCyfuSy being tiri- 
v(^illingto makcaquarrd 6etween tnen that 
were frierids; thhti Arafphy thinkirtgtd^f- 
Ward the fuccefs of his intlinations, thriiatnetP 
the woman, that if fhe W6uM not yield i6' 
the tliiiig willingly, fhe fhould fubmit to if 
rfgainft hef wilf. Upon this, the woihan 
being in fear of violation, concealed the' 
matter no longer j but fent an etirtucli to* 
Cyrus y with orders to tell him the wHoJe^ 
aftair. He, whfen he heard it, laughed at 
this man that had Yard he was above the 
power of love. He fent Artaba^ius with] 
the eunuch, and commanded htni to tetf 
Arafpes, that he fhould not do' violence to 
fuch a woman; but if he could prevail 
with her by perfuafion, he faid, that he 
would be no hindrance to him. fint Ar--, 
tabaztn corrting to Arafpesy reproached him/ 
calling the woman a; depofit tliat had beerf 

trailed 
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trufted in his hands ! and telling him oi 
his impiety, injuftice, and impotence of his 
paffion ! fo that^ Arafpes ftied many tears 
for vgrief, ' was overwhelmed with fhame, 
and almoft dead with fear, left he fhould 
fufFer fomc feverity at the hands of Oyr^x. 
C^rm being informed of this, fent for him, 
and fpoke to him by himfelf alone. 






^' I fee, Arajpes ! faid he, that you are 
very much in fear of me, and very much 
aftiamed. But give them both over, for 
I have heard, that gods have been con- 
quered by love ; I know how much ipen 
that have been accounted very wife, have 
fuffered by love ) and I pronounced up* 
on myfelf, that if I converfed with beau* 
*^ tiful people, I was not enough matter of 
*' myfelf, to difregard them. And I am 
*^ the caufe that this has befallen you, for 
" I fhut you up with this irrefiftible thing*" 
' ■ ^ Arafpes then faid in reply, " You are 
'^ in this too, Cyrus^ as you are in other 
*^ thiii^s, mild, and difpofed to forgive the 
" errors of men ! But other men, faid 
" he, overwhelm me with grief and con- 
" cern; for the rumour of my misfortune 
*^ is got abroad, my enemifs are pleafed 
*' with it, and my friends come to me and 
" advife me to get out of the way, left I 
!* fufFer fome feverity at your hands, as 
M " having 
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*« having been guilty of a very great in- 
•* juftice/* 

Then Cyrus faiti, ** Be it known to you 
** therefore, Arafpes ! that by means of 
** this very opinion that people have taken 
** up, it is in your power to gratify me in 
*« a very high degree, and to do very great 
*' fervice to our allies." ^* I wim, faid 
•* Arafpes^ that I had an opportunity of 
*' being again of ufe to you/' ^^ There- 
** fore, faid he, if you would make as if 
** you fkd from me, and would go over to 
** the enemy, I believe that the enemy 
would truft you/' " And I know, by 
Jove! faid Arajp^s^ that I fhould give 
ocxafion to have it faid by my friends 
that I fled from you/' " Then you 
might return to us, faid he, apprized of 
all the enemies aflfairs. * I believe that 
upon their giving credit to you, they 
would make you a Iharer in their debates 
*' and counfels, fo that nothing would be 
^' concealed from you, that I would defirfc 

** you fhould know. 1 will go then, 

^* faid hCj now out of hand, for be aflur- 
** ed, that my being thought to have made 
" my efcape as one that were juft about to 
** receive punifhment at your hands, will 
" be one of the things that will give me 
" credit."

*' And can you, faid he, leave the beau- 

« tiful Panthea? ^ ^ Yes Cyrus! for I 

*^ have plainly two fouls. I have now phi- 
^ lofophized this point out by the help of 
** that wicked fophiftcr love ; for a fmgle 
^* foul cannot be a good one and a bad one;, 
** at the fame time j nor can it at the fame 
** time affe£l noble adlions and vile ones. 
** It cannot incline and be averfe to the 
<• fame things, at the fame time. Bat it's 
«* plain there are two fouls, and when the 
«^ good one prevails, it does noble things ; 
<* when the ill one prevails, it attempts vile 
*' things. But" now that it has got you for 
" a fupport, the good one prevails, and 
'* that very much." ^ " If you think it 
«* proper therefore to be gone, faid Cyrus^ 
^' thus you muft do, in order to gain the 
*^ greater credit with them. Relate to them 
<* the ftate of our affairs, and relate it fo, 
** as that what you (ay may be as great a 
«v Hindrance as poffibleto what they intend 
** to do ; and it would be fome hindrance 
«* to them, if you fliould fay that we are 
*' preparing to make an incurfion into 
«* fome part of their territory ; for when 
«^ they hear this, they will be lefs able to 
*^ affemble their whole force together, every 
** one being in fear for fomething at home. 
** Then ftay with them, faid he, as long as 
•* you can. For what they do when they 
^^ are the neareft us, will be the moft for our 
M « ♦* purpofe 
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" purpofe to know. Advife them likewife 
" to form themfelves into fuch an order, as 
*' may be thought the ftrongeft, for when 
" you come away and are fuppofed to be 
*• apprized of their order, they will be un- 
** der a neceffity to keep to it, for they will 
" be afraid of making a change in it, and 
** if they do make a change, by their be- 
** ing fo near at hand, it will create confu^ 
•* fion amongft them/* 

jiRASPES fetting out in this m^nner^j 
and taking with him luch ot his fervants as 
he chiefly confided in, and teUing fomq 
certain perfons fuch things as he thoqgh^t 
mi^ht be of femce to his undertakings 
went his way. 

PAN7 HEA^ as foon as fhe perceiv'4 
that Arajpes was gone, fending to Cyrui^ 
told him thus. ** Do not be afflifted, Cy- 
•* rus ! that Arajpes is gone off to the ene;* 
" my, . for if you will allow me to fend tq 
«* niy hufband, I engage that there will 
•• come to you, one who will be a much 
«« more faithful friend to yOu XhznAraffeu- 
«* I know that he will attend you with all 
*< the force that he is able, for the fathor 
« of the prince that now leiens was hi$ 
«« friend 5 but he who at prefent reigns* 
** attempted once; to part US from each 
2 Other} and reckoning him therefore an 
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•• unjuft man, I know, that he would joy- 
<^ fully revolt from him to fuch a man as 
" you arc." 

CTRUS hearing this, ordered her to 
fend to her hufband ; fhe fcnt: and when 
Abradatas difcovered the figns from his 
wife, and perceived how matters ftood as 
to the other particulars, he marched joy- 
fully away to Cyrus^ having about two 
thoufand horfe with him. When he came 
up with the Perjian fcouts, he fent to Cy- 
rus to tell him who he was. Cyrus imme- 
diately ordered them to condu6t him to his 
wife. 

When Abradatas and his wife faw cacH 
other, they mutually embraced, as was na- 
tural to do, upon an occafion fo unexpefl- 
ed. Upon this, Panthea told him of the 
fanftity and virtue of Cyrus, and of his pi- 
ty and compaffion towards her. Abradatai 
having heard of it, faid, *' what can I do, 
<« Panthea^ to pay my gratitude to Cyrus fbi* 
^' you ancj for myfelf :'* " What clfe, faid 
*^ Panthea^ but endeavour to behave to- 
«« wards him as he has done towards you.'' 

Upon this, Abradatas came to Cyrus^ 

and as foon as he faw him, taking him by 
the right-hand, he faid; *' In retufn of 
f* the benefits you have beftow'd upon us, 
f* Cyrusl I have nothing of more confe^ 

"quence 
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" quence to fay, than that I give myfelf to 
«* you as a friend, a fervant, and an ally. 
** And whatever defigns I obferve you to 
** be engaged in, I will endeavour to be 
«* the beft aAiftant to yop in them that I 
" am able/* Then Cyrus faid, " I accept 
" your offer, and difmifs you at this time 
«' to take your fupper with your wife ; but 
*« at fome other time you muft take a meal 
«' with me in my tent^ together with your 
" friends and mine." 

After this, Jlbradatas obferving 0)rm to 
be employ'd about the chariots armed with 
fcythes, and about thofe horfes and horfe-^ 
men that were cloathed in armour, endea- 
voured out of his own body of horfe to fit 
him up a hundred fuch chariots as his were, 
and he prepared himfelf, as being to lea4 
them, mounted upon a chariot himfelf. 
His own chariot he framed with four per-r 
ches and for eight horfes, His wife Pan-f 
tbeay out of her own treafures, made him 
a corfelet of gold and a golden head-piece, 
and arm-pieces of the fame ; and the horfes 
of his chariot, flie provided with brafs-de^ 
fences. Thefe things Abradatas performed.^ 
And Cyrus obferving his .chariot with four 
perches, confider'd that it might be poflible 
to make one with eight, fo as to draw the 
lower frame of thefe machines with eight 
yoke of oxep. This engine, together with 

irs 
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its wheels, was upwards of fifteen feet 
from the ground. And he believ'd that 
turrets of this kind following in the line, 
might be of great help to his own pha- 
lanx, and do great prejudice to the line of 
the enemy. Upon thefe frames he made 
open places to move about in, and ftrong 
defences ; and upon each of thefe turrets he 
mounted twenty men. When all things 
with refpe6l to thefe turrets were compleat- 
ed to his hand, he made an experiment . 
of their draught, and eight yoke of oxen 
drew a turret ahd the men upon it, with 
more eafe than each yoke drew the com- 
mon baggage-weight. For the weight of 
baggage was about five and twenty talents 
to each yoke ; but the draught of a turret, 
whofe wooden frame was as broad as a 
tragick ftage, together with twenty' men, 
and their arms, amounted but to fifteen 
talents to -•ach yoke. When he found that 
the draught was eafy, he prepared for the 
marching tVefe turrets with the army, 
reckoning, tiat to take all advantages was 
both fafe an|l jufl, and of happy confe- 
quence in war. 

At this tinV':?, there came from the In- 
dtan certain pej]bns who brought treafure, 
and gave him an account that the Indian 
fcnt him word thus.-—*' I am pleafed, Cy- 
>* rus ! that you gave me an account of 

" what 
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«' what you wanted j I have a mind to engage 
^* in friendfhip with you, and I fend you 
" treafure. If you want any thing elfe, 
^* fend me word. They that come from 
** me, have it in charge to do whatever you 
" order them/' 

CTRUS hearing thi^, faid, " I order 
*^ then, that fome of you remaining here^ 
^J where you have pitched your tents, may 
€^ guard the treafure, and live as is molt 
c« agreeable to you. But let three of you 
<* go on to the enemy, as coming from the 
c« Indian^ to treat of an alhance; and get- 
«^ ting yourfclves informed of what is laid 
<< and done there^ give me and the Indian 
<^ an account of it, as foon as is poiUble* 
«' And if you ferve me well in this, I fliall 
i< be •yet more obliged to you, than for 
«* your coming hither, and bringing m^e 
«* treafure. For fuch fpies as appear men 
«« of lervile condition, are not able to know 
<« or give an account of anything more 
«' than what all people know. But fuch 
" men as you, are often let into the know* 
•« ledge of defigns and counfels." — — The 
Indians hearing this with pleafure, and be- 
ing upon that occafion entertain'd by Cy- 
rusy made all things ready > and the next 
day went away, promifing faithfully to get 
informed of as many of the enemies con?- 

cerns 
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cerns as they were able, and to come away 
as foon as poflible. 

CTRUS made all other preparations 
for the war, in the moft magnificent man- 
ner, as being a man who projefted to per- 
form no inconfiderable things, and withal, 
did not only take care of fuch things as he 
thought proper for his allies, but raifed 
amongft his friends, an emulation to ap- 
pear armed in tbfe handfomeft manner, to 
appear the moft fkiird in horfemanfliip, at 
throwing of the javelin, and in the ufe of 
the bow, and the moft ready to undergo 
any fatigue. This he cffefted, by leading 
them out to hunt^ and rewarding thofe that 
were the ableft in the fevcral performances. 
And thofe commanders that he obferved to 
be moft careful to make their foldiers excel, 
thofe he animated by praifing them, and by 
gratifying them in all that he was able. If 
at any time he made a facrifice, or folem- 
nized a feftival, he appointed games upon 
the occafion, in all the feveral things that 
men pra6life upon the account of war, aod 
gave magnificent rewards to the conquerors j 
and there was a mighty chearfulnels in the 
army. 

All things that Cyrus had a mind to 
have with him for the fervice, were now al- 
moft compleated to his hands, except the 

N engines j' 
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eiigirteis; for thfe Perjran hot-fe mfen wetfe 
fiird up to ten thoufand. The chariots 
armed with feythes that he himfelf provid- 
ed, were now a hundred cotnpleat, Thbfe 
thit Ahradirtas the 'Sufidn undertook to pro-^ 
vidte, iike thofe bf Cytusy w«i^ likewife 
cottipleat a hundred. And thte Medim 
chariots thAt KJi^us had perfuaded Cyaxa^ 
fes to change h-om the ^rojafi and Lybiart 
form And method, were likewife rftade u^ 
to another hundred. Tfee <:&ittels Wert 
4fto\lhted by tlvto ajrchers upon tiach ; and 
ttioft of the army flood difpofed, as if they 
fcad already 'con^uer^d, and the aflkirs m 
Hie enemy weife lieduceld H!o nothing. 

WftiLE ^tJiey wei^ iti this difpcfitioh, thfe^ 
%dians thkt'd'yn/j hM felt to get intelli- 
gence, came back from the ^letey, an^ 
faid tJia* Crcejus tvas dhofeti general and 
feader xrf all the eitemy% forces. Tliat all 
Tiie p^rincfes iti ifefeir alliance 5iad deteiwrin'd 
^o attend each Xvtth htS wliole force, to co*b. 
-tribute Wiighty fotfts of money, and to lay 
ttlem^cfut in ffip^ends to ^ thofe tliat they 
tbtrld hire, and in prefcnts where W w^ 
>propcr. That thfey had already hired a 
great number of T^hracians arm'd with large 
Iwords, that the Mgytiam were under fail to 
>come to thetli, atid ^the rtuftrbier of ^liefe^ 
T!hcy faid, atnbtmted to 'a lidndfed arift 
twenty thoufartd, a^rrfi'd -writh latrgfe Ihielfls 

that 
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that readi'd 4Qwn to their f?et, with migh- 
ty fpears fuch as they ufe at this day, and 
with fwords. They f^id, that a body of 
Cyprians was under fail; to join them, and 
that all the QilicianSy the men of both the 
Pbrygias^ the Lvcaonians^ Papblagmi^nSy Ca'p^ 
padocians^ ^rai^ianSy Phceniciatis and yijjy^ 
riansy with the prince of Bahylqn^ were al- 
ready joined ; that the hniansy the Moli^m^ 
and all the Greek colonies in AJ^a were oblig-. 
ed to attend C^ceJuSy and that Crcefus had 
fent to Lacedamon^ to tre^t of an alliance 
with them , That this army aflfembied about 
the river PaSiolus^ and was about tp ad- 
vance to Thybarray where all the barbarian? 
of the lower Syria^ that ^re fubie6ls to the 
Jcing, aflemble at this d4y. That orders 
were given out to all, to convey provifions 
^nd all things thither as to the general mar^ 
ket. The prifoners likewife related almoft 
the fame things, for Cyrus took care that 
prifoners fhoulcj be taken in prder to get iur. 
formation, ^nd he. fent out fpie?, that 
feemed to be gf feryile conditipn, as de^* 
ferters. 

When the army pf Cyrui came tp hfar 
all this, every body was under concern, as 
it was natural for them to be. They went 
up and dpwn in a fedater way than they ufed 
to do, and the multitude did not appear 
cheerful. Bijt they got togetj^er In circles. 
In 3 and 
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aiid all places were full of people, afking 
each other queftions concerning thele m^t-' 
ters, and difcourfing together. When Cy- 
rus perceived that tenor was fpreading apace 
thro* the army, h? called together the com-r 
manders of. the feveral bodies, together 
with all fuch whofe dejeflion might prove 
to be any ways prejudicial, or their alacrity 
of ufe: and told his fervants beforehand, 
that if any other of the foldiers attended to 
hear his difcourfe, they fhould not hinder 
thenj. When they were aflembled, he faid. 

" Friends and allies ! I have called you 
** together, becaufe I obferved, that fince 
" thefe accounts are copie from the enemy j^ 
•* fome of you appear like men that are 
" terrified. For to me it appears flrange, 
" that any of you fhould be really terrified 
•* at the enemies being faid to ^ifTemble their 
*^ forces, becaufe we are at this time met in 
** much greater numbers than, we were 
•* when be beat then^, and with the help 
** of the gods, are now better prepared 
*' than before: and when you lee this, 
dpes it npt give you courage? In the 
name of the gods ! faid he, if you are 
" afraid now, ^hat had you done if peo- 
" pie had given you an account that the 
** enemies were advancing upon you ^^ith 
** all the advantages on their fide, that we 
f ' Jiftve QT\ ours ? And in the firfl place, 

'' f^i4 
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*f faid he, had you heard that they who had 
*^ beaten us before, were goming uporr us 
'^ again with minds full of the vi6lory they 
*^ had obtained! that they who, at that 
" time flighted the diftant difcharge of ar- 
" rows and javelins, were coming with 
*^ multitudes more armed like themfelves \-^ 
*^ And then that as thefe heavy-armed men 
*' at that time conquered our foot, fo now 
*^ their horfemen, provided in the fame 
*' manner, advanced againfl our horfe ! and 
'^ that rejeding bows and javelins, each of 
•* them armed with one flrong lance, had 
*^ it in their intention to pu(h up to us 
^^ and engage hand to hand! that there 
** are chariots coming that are not to be 
planted as heretofore, and turn'd away 
'* as for flight, but that the horfes of the4 
** chariots are covered with armour; the 
** drivers ftand in wooden turrets, and all 
** upwards are covered with their corfefets 
** and helms, and fl:eel-fcythes are fixed to 
^* to the axle-trees, and that thefe are rea- 
** dy to drive in immediately upon the 
*' ranks of thofe that fl:and in oppofition 
*' to them ! Befides that they have camels 
•^ upon which they ride up to us, and one 
«* or which a hundred horfes will not bear 
" the fight of ! And yet farther, that they 
*' advance with certain towers, from whence 
f* they can fupport their own people, and 
^i by difcharging their weapons upon you, 

*' hinder 
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<^ hinder you from fightittg upon even 

tf ground with them ! «Had any one 

^ told you that the enemies were poflefs'd 
•^ of all thefe things, if you are afraid 
<« now, what had you done then! But 
*^ when you have an account that Cra^fus 
& is chofen the enemies general, he wha 
t* behaved himfelf fo much worfe than the 
«' Syrians^ that the Syrians were beaten be- 
<< fore they fled, but Crcefus, when he faw 
« them beaten, inUead of fupporting his 
«< allies, fled and made his efcape ! And 
<< when it is told you that the fame enemies 
M are not thought fufficient to engage us, 
<« but that they hire others that they think 
^ will fight their battles for them better 
*^ than they do for themfelves !— — If thefe 
♦• are fuch things as appear terrible to any, 
«* and that the fl:ate of our own affairs ap- 
** pears mean and contemptible to them ! 
-^ — Thefe men, my friends ! I fay, ought 
to go their ways to the enemy ! for by^ 
being there they will do us more fervice 
" than they will by being amongft us !" 

WuEii Cyrus had faid this, Chryfantas the 
Terfian fpoke thus — r-" O Cyrus ! do hot 
*' wonder that fome people carry fid couh- 
•' tenances upon having heard thefe ac- 
^^ counts 5 for it is not fear that affe6ts 
^ them thus, but it i^ griefs For, faid he, 
^* if peo|ie th^t had a mind to get their 

^* dinners. 
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** dimncns, aftd were juft in fexpefbation of 
•* it, were told of fbme wotk that was ne- 
^ ceflary to be done before tbey dined"; 
^ rto body, I belkve, wouid be pleas'd with 
** hearing it. Juft fo therefore while wfc 
*^ are in prefent expectation of enriching 
^ ourfelves, And then hear that there is 
^* ftill forae work left that of i^eeeffity maft 
^ be done, we look fed, not out o£ fe^, 
*' but becaufe we want to have that worft 
*• already over. But fince we are notoniy 
" contending for Syria y where there is com 
^ in afoaindance, flocks and fruitful palftis, 
** but for Lydia too, where wine and ligs 
*' and oil abound, and a land whofe fhores 
^* the fea wafhes; by which means focH . 
*' numbers of valuable things are brought 
'* thither as no one ever faw. Gonfidering 
'^ thefe things, we are no longer dejected, 
*' but havse full ^(Mifidence that we #iall 
^ foon ^oy thefe valuable pmduftions of 

^' Lydiar -Thus he Jpoke ; and all the 

allies were pleafed with his 'dJfeourfe, and 
applauded k. 

** And iftdeed, my friends I faid Cyrus ^ 
^ my opiliion is to march up to them as 
'^* foon as poflible, thaft if we can we maj 
y^ ^prevent them, and firft reach thofe places 
"^^ where all their conveniencies are got'to- 
**^ gether for them ; and then the foonerwe 
^<^* march to them, the fewer things wefhaTl 

• " find 
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*^ find them prdvided with, and the more 
*^ things we fhall find them in want of. 
" This I give as my opinion : if any one 
" think any other courfe fafer and eafier to 
** us, let him inform us/' 

After a great many had expreffed their 
concurrence in its being proper to march as 
foon as poffible to the enemy, and that no 
body faid to the contrary -, upon this, Cy- 
rus began a difcourfe to this effeft. 

** Friends and allies! our minds, our 
" bodies, and the arms that we are to ufe, 
*^ have been, with the help of the gods^ 
*^ long fince provided to our hands. It is 
** now our bufinefs to provide neceflaries 
♦^ upon our march for not lefs than twenty 
" days, both for ourfelves, and as many 
«^ beafts as we make ufe of. For upon cal- 
" culation, I find that the way we are to 
"go, will take us up more than fifteen 
*^ days, and upon the road we (hall find 
" no fort of neceflaries; for every thing 
*^ that was poffible has been taken and car- 
*♦ ried off, partly by ourfelves, and partly 
" by the enemy. We muft therefore put 
" up a fufficient quantity of food, for 
" without this, we can neither fight, nor 
" can we live > but of wine, as much as 
«^ is enough to accuftom us to drink wa- 
^^ ter ', for great part of the way that we 

" are 
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«* are to take^ i$ entirely unprovided with 
** win?, and were we to put up a very 
•' great quantity of it, it would not fufficc 
^^ us. Therefore, that v\re piay not fall in- 
«* to diftempers by being deprived of wine 
«* all on a fuddeuj we muft do thus, we 
«' mull begin now immediately to drink 
«' water with our food : for by doing this 
*^ now, we fhall make no very great change ; 
*« for whoever feeds upon things made of 
*' flour, eats the mafs mixed up with wa- 
*' ter, and he that feeds upon bread, eats 
** the loaf that is firft moiftned and work- 
.*' ed up with watery and all boil'd meats 
^V are made ready with a great quantity of 
•' water, ,But if after our meal we drink 
*« a little wine upon it, our ilomach not 
** having lefs than ufual, refts fatisfied. 
*^ Then afterwards we muft cut off even 
" this allowance after fupper, till at lafl: 
" we become infenfibly water-drinkers. For 
*^ an alteration little by little, brings any 
** ;iature to bear a total change. God him- 
♦^ felf, teaches us this, by bringing us, lit- 
" tie by little, from the midft of winter to 
*^ bear very great heat, and from the heat 
. ", to bear very great cold. And we, in 
** imitation of him, ought by cuftom and 
" practice to reach the end we ftiould at- 
«' tain to. Spare the weight of fine quilts 
** and carpets, and make it up in neceffa- 
<* ries i for a fuperfluity of things neceffary '

pens his fpew* fharpeos hi? foi^l at the. 
l^me time ; for there is a fort qf ihame 
in it that one who (harpcn? his lan<:e> 
flionld himfelf be cowsrdjy and dull. W«. 
oijght likewiie to have pknty of timber 
with n.s, for the chariots and carriages j 
for in many aifairs many things will of 
neceffity be defe(9:ive. And we ought ta 
be provided with, the tooU and inftru,* 
ments that are, the moft neceffary for aU 
thefe things, for artificers are not every 
where to pe met with -, nor will a few of 
them be fufHcient for our daily work* 
To every carriage, we (hould have a cntf 
ting-hook and a (pade j and to each beafl: 
of oprthen, a pi<:k-axe and a fcythej 
for thelie things are ufcful to every one 
in particular* and are often ferviceabte 
to the publid;, Therefoie with refpedk 
to the things that are neceflary for food^ 
do you that are commanders of the foU 
diery 1 examine thofe that are under you j 
for m whatever ^f thele things any one 
is 4efeSive. it muft not he paffed ^y* 
For we llxajl he in want of thefe. And 
as to thofe things that I wder to hs car- 
ried by the beaits of bwrtben j do you 
that are the commande^^ of ^oft ^at 
belong to the baggage-train ! e^camine in* 
to them; and the man thait l^s them 
not, do you oblige to provide th«ra. 
And do you that are the «Qi9igand€r$ of 
2 " Uofe 
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** thofe that clear the ways ! take down in 
** a lift from me, fuch as are turn'd out 
^ ixovfi among the thrawers of the javelin, 
** the archers and the (lingers. And thole 
** that are taken from amongft the throw- 
** er of the javelin, you muft oblige to 
** ferve with an axe, for cutting of wood. 
*' Thofe that are taken from the archers, 
** with a fpade ; and thofe from the fling- 
*' gers, with a cutting hook. Thefe muft 
** march in troops before the carriages, that 
'^ in cafe the way wants to be mendecU you 
" may prefently fet to work, and that if \ 
^\ want any thing to be done, I may know 
*'* from whence to take them for my ufe. 
** And I will take with me fmiths, carpen- 
** ters, and leather-cutters, with all their 
** proper tools, and who fhall be men of an 
age fit to attend the fervice j that nothing 
of what is liecefTary to be done in the' 
** army, in the way of thofe arts, may be 
*' wanting. And thefe fhall all be exempt 
*' and difengaged from the military ranks, 
but fhall be placed in their proper order^ 
ready to do fervice for any one that will 
hire them in the ways that they are fe- 
*' verally fkilled in. And ^f any tradef- 
^* man has a mind to attend, with inten- 
** tion to fell any thing, he miift have ne- 
^^ cefTaries for the days before mentioned y 
'' and if he be found to fell any thing dur- 
ing thofe days, all that he has fhall be 
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^^ taken from him; but when thefe day^ 
«^ are paft, he maiy fell as he pleafes. ' And 
** Avhoever of thefe traders mall be found 
*^ to furnifti the greateft plenty of the 
** things that he deals in?, he fhall meet 
** with) reward and honour from our allies 
*' and from. me. If any one thinks that he 
«* wants money to. purchafe: things, let him 
•* bring people that know him, and will be 
*' refponfible for him that he will certainly 
** attend, the army ; and then let him take 
*' of what belongs to us." 



" These are the things that I order. If 
*'* any one knows of any other thing that 
'Vis proper, let him fignify it to me. Do 
V you go your ways and put up every 
^* thing.-— I intend to make a facrifice, on 
** our letting forward: and when our di- 
*^ vine affairs ftand right, we will give the 
*' fignal. All muft attend with the things 
** before ordered, in their proper pofts^ 
^' under their feveral commanders. And 
^* do you commanders ! each of you, put- 
«« ting his divifion into good order, all come 
*' and confer with me, that you may learn 
^* your feveral pofts." — Thy hearing this, 
made their preparations ; and he made a 
facrifice. 

And when the facred rites were per- 
forn^e^ in a happy mannen he fet forward 

with 
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with the army, andthefirft day encamped 
tt as fmall a diftance a^ he could, that in 
cafe any one had forgot any thing he might 
letch it ; and that if any 6ne found himfelf 
in want of aay thing, he might 'provide it/ 
Qaxares therefore with the thir4 part of the 
Medes^ ftaid behind $ that affairs at home 
night not be left deAitute* 

An0 Cyrus marched with the utmoft di(^ 
patch, having the horfe at the head of the 
whole, but always making the dilcoverers 
and fcouts mount up before to fuch places 
as were moft proper to take their views 
from. After the horfe, he led the bag* 
gage-train; and where the country was. 
open and }^n, he marched the can'iage^ 
and beafts of burthen in feveral lines. The 
phalanx marched after, and if any of the 
baggage-train was left behind, thofe of the 
commandcrj that were at hand, took care 
of it i that they might not be hindered in 
their march. But where their road was 
more contraded, he ranged the train in the 
middle, and the foldiers marched on each 
lidc; and if they met with any hindrance, 
thofe of the foldiers that were at hand took 
care about it» The feveral regiments march^ 
ed for the moft part with their own bag*. 
gage near them, for it was given in ^charge 
to thofe of the train, to march each part 
of them by thfi regiment tiiey bebng<p^ to,.

Btji" afrftiort w the advanced fdonti 
HittUght that they faw mch in the plain> 
gettiftg^forage and woodj a«d faw* beafts 
of burthen laden with fuch kittd of thingii 
and feeding j. and then again taking a view 
it a |fea«*f ^iftanee, they thob^t that 
thfey c*ferv'd ftnoak or duft I'tfirtg up into 
Wie air. From all thefe things they con- 
tliidtd Hiat ^ enemies ^fftiy was fome-» 
where Wear Jrt hand. The commander ol" 
the fcoiits theiicfere immediately fent one t» 
C^fus to tdl latk- thefe tlrings. 

• H«having%fearat!ieft things, commanded 
them to remaih in the fame viewing places^ 
aftd whatever new thing they faw, to give 
iwm an«ftccoai«t of it. He ^nt a regimsnt 
^af horfe fdrwai^, and <x)tnmtlnded them to 
tiideavour %o tiike feme ttf-the mren that 
■' ' ■' - ■ ' were 
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wer^;W th& pifiin, th^t they might get 
^ clearer in/ight into the . matter • ' They 
that were thus, ordered, did accordingly. 
He made a (^ifpofition of the reft of ^is ar«^ 
my in fuch ^manner, that they might be 
provided with whatever he thought fitting 
pcfore they came up clofc to the enemy j 
and firft he made it be proclaimed^ that they 
fhould take tl^eir dinners and then wait in 
their ranks, attentive to their farther or- 
ders. ;Whcn they had dined, he called to- 
gether the feveral commanders of the horfe, 
foot and chariots, of the engines, baggage, 
trail;!' and carriages, and they met accord- 
ingly. They that made an excuf fipn into 
the plain taking certain people prifoners^ 
brought them; 9ff. . : \ • 

These that were taken being afked by 
Cyrusy told him that they came off from 
their army, and pafling their advanced 
guard, came out, iome for foiage and fome 
for wood ; for by means of the multitude 
that the army confifted of, all things were 
very fcarce.

/* hand advancing upon them." ". Well

*' ^i^eic froj» y<W." " Thm Cyrus faid, O

^r^OM this he ordered th«*n to carry .off 
libe jH"ift>iiers, as^ turned to the people ,th^ 
)»{e«-e p<€}feflut a^ 3if he were going? to jfey 
(ojjjietii.ing. At Jthat inftant there caoje m^e^ 
ther 9>ai> t^qm the«Qomraander of ,th« fcouts, 
who toW bim that there appeared a great 
\^^qi horft in ,^he pkio, *' And we guels, 
" laid he, that they are marching wim in- 
♦' :<e<»tio^:tO'|tii^e a view of theHnwyi for 
1' before thi» body, tliere is another party 
^V of abo^t .^irty horfe, that .march with 
^< greiat diiUgfOP^* Aqd dire^ty againft us, 
♦* tpjerhi^ wilh intention to feize our fta- 
*■' tjioaior .ifipfviag if they can, ^d we are 

P « but 
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<* biit a fingle decad upon that ftation.** 
Then Cyrus order'd a paFty of thofe horfe 
that always attended him to mareh and pat 
themfelves in a place under the viewing- 
ftation, and keeping themfelves concealed 
from the enemy, to be quiet. *' And when 
** our decad, faid he, quits the ftation,. 
*« then do you rufh out and attack thofe 
^ that mount it, and that the enemies. 
^^ greater body may not do you mifchief^ 
*^ do you Hyjiajpes ! faid he, march with a 
*^ thoufand horle, and appear in oppofition 
** to the enemy's body ; and do not purfue 
*^ up to any undifcovered place ; but when 
*^ you have taken care to maintain the pof- 
^' feffion of your viewing flations, then 
*' come back to me. And if any men ride 
** up to you with their right- hands extend- 
^' ed, receive them as friends/' Hyftafpes^ 
went away and armed himfelf. Thofe that 
attended Cyrus, marched immediately ; and 
on this fide the viewing - places, Arafpet 
i;^rith his fervants, met them, he that had 
been fome time fince fent away as a fpy,. 
and was the guardian of the Sujian woman- 

' CTRUS therefore, ^ foon as he faw^ 
bim leaped from his feat, met him and 
received him with his right-hand. The 
i^ft, as was natural, knowing nothing of 
the matter, were ftruck with the thing ; till 
Cyrus '{d^idy V My. friends! Here comes- ta 

" us, 
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" us a brave man ! for now it is fit that all 
*' men fhould know what he has done, 
*^ This man went away not for any bafe 
*' thing that he was. loaded, with, or for 
^* any fear of me, but he was fent by me; 
^^ that kamiog the flate of the enemy's af-? 
^^ fairs for us, h^ might make us ^ clear 
*^ report of them. What I promised ypu,^ 
^^ therefore, -^^^i, I remember 5 andwitb 
** the afliftancje of , all thefe that are herC) i 
*' will perform^ it , And it i§ juft that.att 
*' you, my friends! fhould pay him ho^ 
** nour as a brave man ^ for to do us fer- 
'> vice, he has thrown himfejf into dangers,^ 
*^ and has born that load of reproach that 

** fell fo heavy upon him/' Upon this, 

they all embraced Ara^es^ and gave him 
their right-hand, 

Thejj Cyrus telling them that there was 
enough of this,.faid, '' Give us an ac- 
** count, Arafpes, of thefe things 5 and da 
" not abate any thing of the truth, with 
^* refpe^l to the enemies affairs; for it is 
*^ better that we fhould think them grea- 
" ter, and fee them lefs, tl^an hear them* 

" to be lefs, and find them greater/' ^ 

** I afled, faid ArafpeSy in fuch a manner 
" as to get the clearefl infight into them ; 
** for I affifled in prfon at the making 
*« their difpofition/' ^^ You, therefore, faid 
^^ Cyrus^ know not only their numbers, but 
Pa !! their 
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«* their ofder too." «« tfes by 5*0^^ •' ^ai^ 
*< Jrajpesy and 1 khcW?^ the manne'r tKat 
** thef intend to engage in/'-^^*' But in 
«* tlie firft piace tell us nowever, faid C^rus, 
« in gericral, What their numbers ^tt V — . 
WeW then ! fiid he, " They are ^\\ ratiiged 
" thirty in depth, both fobt and ho'rfe, ex- 
*.*■ cept the Mgyptiani; atid they exterided 
•* in front forty ftades, for I took vfery 
* peii eare to knov^ What grddrtd they 

<« took up." . " And then as to the 

" Mgyptidtti, faid C^ruh telt Us Hox^ they 
♦^ dre ranged, for yoti faid, extept the 

" Miyptitihs.'* ' «« 1" he tdrrihi;ihdefs, of 

** ten th6u&iid forhied each of their bttdies 
*• itito a hundred every ^ay j fbr this they 
« fiiy is tlieir order actoidihg tb their ^sut. 
** torn at home : but Cr^fiii j(lit)Wed theh< 
** to torm in this manner very much againft 
•* his will, |or he was defitbus t6 ov^er- 
« frOrit y6ur firrriy as much ^s {)pffiit>le.*^ 
♦♦Arid whyi faid CyrUs^ ddes he defire 
« this?" *' Why, hyyove! faid he, in

« fftid. " But let thdrti look tb it, that 
<^ the encompaiJers be not themfeWfes en- 
«t co«i|>afle^— — But we have heard what

•* and ydiii my friends, faitlft ad in tni^

f* that great dfepth?'* ; . 

AwD CVfcx replied. *? Phalanxes that 
f * are deeper than to be able to reach the 
f' cnfemy with their Weapon^; what irtjufy, 
f* faid he^ do you think, they will do to 
ff the ehfeifayj or what lehricJe to their feU 

^* lOWr 
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'* low-cpmbatants ? For my part, (aid he, 
!* thofe foldiers that are ranged a hundred 
" in depth, I would rather qhoofe ,to hiive 
" ranged ten thouland hi depth; for by 
'* that means we ftiould have the fewer to 
" engage :, but by the numbq^of men that 
form our phalanx in depth, r I reckon to 
make the whole aft and fupport itfelf. 
The throwers of the j^yelin 1 will range 
** behind the corfelet men j and behiiwi the 
«* throwers of the javeUn, the archers. . For 
*' who would place thole in front tvho 
<* themfelves confefs that they . cannot bear 
** any engagement hand to haiid ? But 
•* when the corfelet-mei> arp interpofed be^ 
" fore theip, then they ftand. And the 
*V one calling their javelins, and the other 
" difcharging their arrows over the heads 
*• of thofe that are ranged before them, do 
*' execution upon the enemy. And as much 
** mifchief as any one does the enemy, it's 
*' plain that fo far he gives relief to his 
" fellow-combatants. Laft of all, I will 
*^ place thofe that are called the rear; for 
** as a houfe without a ftrong ftone-work, 
*' and without men that have the ikill to 
" form the roof, is of no value ; fo nei- 
" ther is a phalanx of any value without 
*^ fuch as are ferviceable both to the front 
^^ and rear. Do you then, laid he, form 
^' as I order you. And do you, conunan-- 
^* ders of the javelin-nien ! form your feve-» 

" ral 
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** ral companies in the fame manner behind 
** thefe. Do you, commanders of the ar- 
^* chers ! form in the fame manner behind 
** the javelin-men 5 and you, who command 
** the rear ! with your men placed laft, 
^ give orders to thofe under you, each of 
•* them to keep his eye to thofe before him> 
** to encourage thofe that do their duty, 
^^ to threaten fevereiy fuch as behave cow- 
*^ ardly, and if any one turn away with 
^ intention to defert his ftation, to punifh 
** him with death. For it is the bufineis 
^♦^ of thofe that are placed before, both by 

V ^ words and aftions to encourage thofe 

V that follow; and you that are placed in 
** the rear of all, muft infpire the coward- 
*< ly with greater terror than the enemies 
** themfelves give them. Thefe things da 
*« you do i And da you, Ahradatas ! who 
^* command thofe that belong to, the en- 
** gines, take care that the oxen that draw 
^* the turrets and men belonging to them, 
** follow up as clofe to the phalanx as pof- 
*' fible. And do you, Daouchus f who com- 
mand the baggage, train, lead up all that 
kind of people behind the turrets and 
engines, and let your attendants fevereiy 
punifh thofe that are either more advan- 
ced or more behind than they ought to be. 
And do you, Cardouchus ! who com- 
mand the waggons, that carry the wo- 
men; place thefe laft, behind the bag- 

'' gage^ 
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*'' gage-^rain* For ail t^fe foUffwing vCach 
<^ other, will in^ toe appar^ance of a 
<^ gnea(t Qiultitude ; and will give us an op* 
** portuAHty of forming an ^mbuicaile ; and 
«* m fajfe the -efl^njy J>av« a mind to cn- 
<> compafs uSb will oli^ge thegn to take a 
** greater circu^j apd the more ground 
" they icacompafe, ip much the weaker 
" myli they o^ ncceflky ^, And thus <lo 
** you 1 J^ut ypm, Ariaba^zm aod 4rtsggr^ 
^^ f(^l each ot you, with the tbotufand 
« foot that attended you, keeip bctoid

<< chariots ! let that ^an range hi^ hundred 
" chariots \xi fr^njt before the phalanx who 
" obtains that ftation rbyilot, .apd Jet the 
" othejr hundreds ^tend the phfllanK rang- 
" ed vipQ9 the w^pgs, one (^ the rigfat- 
*' fidp and the pthei' on ^e hft/' ^ 

Thus Cyrm prdei-c^. -^ — r Bllt jibratatat^ 
king of the Sufians^ faid, ** I take it voldn- 

" tarily 
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** tarily uponmyfelf, Cyrus ^ to hold to that 
«* ftation in front, againft the oppofite pha- 

** lanx, unle;fs you think otherwife. 

♦* Then Cyrus being ftruck with admiration 
*' of the man, and taking him by the 
^* right-hand, afked the Perjians that be-r 
*^* longed to others of the chariots, " Do 
** you, faid he, yield to this ?" When they 
replied, that it would not be handfome in 
them to give it up, he brought them all to 
the lot ; and by the lot, Abradatas obtained 
what he had taken upon himfelf j and he 
flood oppofite to the Egyptians. Then go- 
ing their way and taking care of the things 
that were before mentioned, they took 
their fuppers, and having placed their guards 
they went to reft. 

The next day in the morning, Qi^es 
facrificed. But the reft of the army, after 
having taken their dinners, and made their 
libations, equipped themlelves with fine coats 
in great number, and with many fine cor- 
felets and helmets. The horfes likewife they 
armed with forehead-pieces and breaft^ 
plates > the fingle horfes with thigh-pieces, 
arid thofe in the chariots with plates upon 
their fides; fo that the whole army glitter'd 
with the brafs, and appeared beautifully 
Recked with fcarlet habits. 

Q^ The 
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Thk chariot of Jbradatas, that had four 
|jei*ches and eight horfes, was complcatly 
ailorncd for him. Atid when he was going 
to put on hi^ linnen-corfelet, which was a 
iort of armour uted by thofe (rf hid coun- 
try ; Pambea brought him a golden helmet 
and arm -pieces, broad bracelets for his 
wrifts, a purple-habit that reached down to 
iii? feet and hung in folds at the bottom ; 
and a creft dyed of a violet colour. Thefe 
things fhe had made, unknown to her huf- 
bind^ and by taking the meafure of his ar- 
mour. He wondered when he faw them^ 
and enquired thus of Panthea. " And 
« have you made me thefe arms^ woman ! 
«* by deftroyiftg your own ornaments ?** 
" No, by Jove ! faid Panthea^ not what is 
** the moft valuable of them ; for *tis you, 
" if you appear to others to be what I 
^* think you, that vnll be my greateft oma- 
«* ment."— And faying this, (he put him 
on the armour J and tho' (he ehdeavoilreil 
to conceal it, the tears poured down hef 
cheeks. When Ahrnddtas^ who was befoft 
a man of fine appearance, was fet out in 
thefe arms, he appeared the moft beautiful 
and noble of all, ei^cially being likewift 
fo by nature. Then taking the reins frofti 
the driver, be was juft preparing to. mount 
the chariot ; upon this, P^ntkeu^ after ih# 
had defired all that were there prefent to re- 
tire, faid — 

*^ O 
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•^ O Abradatas ! if ever there W9S ano- 
ther woman who had greater regard t9 
her hufband, than to l>er own foul, J 
believe^ you know that I am one, of 
them ! What need \ therefore fpeak of 
things in particular ? for I reckon that 
my aftions have convinced you more than 
any words I can now ufe. And yet tho' 
I ftand thus affefted towards you, as ypij 
know I do, I fwear by this friendftiip of 
mine and yours ! that I certainly would 
rather chufe to be put under grpnn4 
jointly with you» approving yourfelt ^, 
brave man, than to Uve with you in dif*. 
^race and ihame ; ib much do I think you 
and myfelf worthy of the nobleft things | 
Then I reckon we both lie under a great 
obligation to Cyrus^ that when I was a 
captive and chofcn out for bimfelf, h« 
tfiou^ht fit to take me neither as a flave, 
nor indeed as a freie- woman of mean ac* 
count ; but he took and kept me for you, 
as if I were his brother's wife. Sefides, 
when Arafpes who was my guard went 
away from him^ I promifed him that if 
he would allow me to fend for you, you 
would come to him, and approve your- 
felf a much better and vxo^x^ faithful 
friend than ArafpeC 

Thus fhe fpoke. AnA Abmdaffls feeiiig 

ftruck with admiration at her difcourfe, lay- 

C^z ing 
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ing his hand gently upon her head and lift- 
ing up his eyes to heaven made this prayer. 
'' Do thou, O greateft Jove I grant 
** me to appear a huiband worthy of Pan^ 
«* tbea ! and a friend worthy of Cyrus^ whp 
•' has done us fo much honour !" 

Having faid this, he mounted the char 
riot by the door of the driver's feat. And 
after his being got up, when the drivef 
Ihut the door of the feat, Panthea^ whp 
had now no other way to falute him, kifled 
the feat of the chariot. The chariot thei^ 
moved on \ zxA fhe unknown to him fol- 
lowed, till Abradatas turning about and fee- 
ing her, faid, — — • " Take courage, Parir 

** thea! Fare you happily and well! 

" and now go your ways !" — i — Upon this 
her eunuchs, and women-fervants took and 
conduced her to her conveyance, and lay- 
ing her down, concealed her by throwing 
the covering of ^ tent over her. The pfeo- 
ple, tho' Abradatas and his chariot made a 
noble fpedlacle, were not able to look at 
him, till Pantbea was gone. 

But when Cyrus had happily facrificed, 
the army was formed for him according tq 
his orders, and taking .pofTefliori of the 
viewing-ftations one before another, he cal- 
led the leaders together and fpoke thu?. 

*' Friends 
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" Friends and fellow- foldiers ! The 
*^ gods in our facred rites have expofed to 
^' us the fame happy figns they did before, 
*« when they gave us vi6lory! and I am 
•^ defirous to put you in mind of fome fuch 
*« things, as, by your recolleding them, 
*« will in my opinion make you march w;th 
•* much more courage to the enemy. For 
•* you are better pra6tifed in the affairs of 
*' war than our enemies are ; and you have 
*' b^en bred up together in this, and form- 
" ed to it a much longer time than our 
** enemies have been. You have been fel- 
•* low-conquerors together 5 whereas many 
" of our enemies have been fellow- fharcrs 
'* in a defeat ; and of thofe on both fides 
♦* that have not yet been engaged in a6lion 5 
" they that are of our enemies fide know 
•* that they have for their fupports men 
^* that have been deferters of their ftation 
♦' and run-aways ; but you that are with 
f * us, know that you a£l with men zealous 
** to affift their friends. It's probable then 
^* that they who have confidence in each 
^* other will unanimoufly fland and fight, 
** but they who diftruft each other will ne- 
" ceffarily be every one contriving, how 
" they fhall the fooneft get out of the way. 
*y Let us march then, my friends ! to the 
** enemy with our armed chariots againft 
" thofe of the enemy unarmed ; with our 
?f cavalry in like manner, both men and 

" horfes 
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" hodcs armed, againft thofe of the ene- 
•^ my unarmed, in order to a clofe engage- 
•^ ment. The reft of the foot are fuch as 
•• you have engaged already. But as for 
*• the Mgyptiansj they are both armed and 
*• formed in the fame manner, both equal-^ 
•vlyill; for they have fliields larger than 
** they can a^ or fee with ; and being 
<« formed an hundred in depth, it's evident 
«^ they will hinder one another from 6ght* 
** ing, except only a very few. If they 
^« think by their might in rufhing on t^ 
«• make us give way, they muft firft fuftain 
** our horfe and fuch weapons as are driven 
^« upon them by the force oi horfes ; and 
<« if any of them make {hift to ftand this, 
^« how will they be able to engage our 
•^ horfe, our phalanx and our turrets at the 
« fame time ? For thofe muounted on the 
M turrets will come up to our afliftance, 
♦^ and by doing execution upon the ene- 
<< my, will make them, inftead of fighting, 
** be confounded and not know what to 

<• do.- If you think that you are ftill in 

«« want of any thing, tell me ; for, with 
«* the help of the gods ! we will be in want 
<♦ of nothing. — - — And if any one have a 
«* mind to fay any thing,' let him fpeak* if 
*< not, go your ways to facred affairs ! And 
^ having made your prayers to the gods to 
^ whom we have facrificedj then go to 
« your ranks! And let every one of you 

*^ remind 
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remind thofe that belong to him of the 
things which I have put you in mind of. 
And let every one make it appear to thofe 
whom he commands, that he is worthy 
of command j by fliewing himfelf fear- 
lels in his manner, his countenance and 
his words !" 
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; H E S E men having made 
their prayers to the gods, 
went away to their ranks. 
And the fervants brought 
meat and drink to Cyrus^ ai d 
to thofe that were with him, 
while they were yet taken up in their holy- 
rites, Cyrus^ Handing as he was, and be- 
R ginning 
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feinning with the offering to the gods^ took 
his dinner and diftributed around alwaj^ 
to the man that moft wanted. Then hav- 
ing made his libations and prayed ; hp 
drank, and the reft that were with him did 
the fame. After this was done, and he 
had made fupplication to Jove-Pcternaly to 
be their leader and fapport, he mounted 
his horle, and ordered thofe about him to 
do the fame. Ail they that were with Cyrus^ 
were armed with the fame arms that he was j; 
5n fcarlct-habits> brafscorlelets, brafe-hel- 
mets, white crefts, fwords, and every one 
with a fingle fpear made of the corneUtree^. 
Their horfes were armed with forehead- 
pieces, breaft-plates and fide-pieces, and 
thefe ferved as thigh-pieces to the riden 
Thus much only did the arms of Cyrus dif- 
fer from the others, that thele were done 
over with a golden -colour, but thoie of 
Cyrus caft a brightnefs^like a mirrour. Whea 
he was mounted and flood looking which 
way he was to go, it thunder 'd to the 
right. He then faid, ** We will follow 
** thee, O gfeate^ Jove r And he fet for- 
ward with Cbryfantas a commander of horfe, 
and his body of horfe upon his right-hand -^ 
and jirajamhas with his body of foot, upon 
hLs Ipft. He gav^ orders that all' ihould 
Jiave their eyes to his enfign, and follow on 
In an even pace. His enfign was a golden 
eagle held up upon, the top of a long launce. 

And 
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And this remains the enfign of x\x^ Perjian 
king to this day. Before they got fight of 
the enernvt he made the army halt three 
times. When they had marched on about 
twenty ftadea, they began then to obfcrv^ 
the enemies army advancing ; and when 
they were all in view of each other, and 
the enemies found that they exceeded very 
much in front on both fides \ then making 
their own phalanx halt (for otherwife there 
was no fetching a compafs to enclofe the 
bppofite army) they bent themfelvcs in or- 
der to take that compafs ; that by having 
difpofed themfelves into the form of the 
letter Gamma r on each fide, they might 
engage on every fide at once. 

^ CrRtlSy feeing this, did not flackea 
his pace for it, but led on juft as before. 
And taking notice at how great a diflance 
on each fide they took their compafs and 
extended their wings around, <* Do yoii 
'* obferve, faid he, Chryfantas! where they 
*' take their compafs ?" " Yes, faid Cbry^ 
" fantas ; and 1 wonder at it, for to me 
*^ they feem to draw off their wings very 
*^ far from their own phalanx.*' " Yes, 
•* hy Jove! faid Cyrus ^ and from ours top, 
*^ and what is the meaning of this ? It; ig 
** plainly, faid he, becaufe they are afraid, 
** m cafe their wings get near to us, while 
^^ their phalanx is yet at a diftaiKe, that 
R 2 " we 
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** we (hall charge them/' Then faid Cbry- 
** y^;7/^5 ** How will they be able to be 
** lerviceable to one another when they are 
** at iuch a diftance from each other ?'' 
•* It's plain, faid Cyrus, that when their 
*' wings have gained fo much ground as to 
** be over againft the fides of our army, 
then turning themfelves and forming in 
front, they will march upon us on every 
fide, that they rhay engage on every fide 
at once." " And, do not yovf think then, 
faid Chryfantas, that they contrive well ?" 
^' Yes, with refpei5l to what they fee, but 
*' with refpect to what they do not fee, 
*' they contrive worfe than if they advan- 

" ced upon us by their wings. But do 

** you, Arfamas ! lead on quietly with your 
^* foot, as you obferve that I do. And do 
** you, Chryjantas! follow on with your 
^* horfe in the fame even pace. I will march 
" away to the place where I think it pro- 
** per to begin the engagement, and as I 
" pafs on, I will view how we ftand dif- 
" pofed in every part. After I get to the 
" place, and when vsre are marching up 
** againft each other, I will begin the hymn, 
" and do you follow me. When we are 
*' engaged with the enemy you will per- 
*' ceive it, for I reckon there will be no 
** fmall noife and rout. Then will Abra- 
daias fet forward to charge the enemy 
with his chariots 3 ' for fo it fhall be told 

" him 
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" him to do. You muft follow up imme- 
«^ diately after the chariots, for by this 
** means we fhall fall upon the enemy 
*« while they are the moft in diforder. I 
^« will be myfelf at hand, as foon as I can, 
** to purfue them ; if the gods fo pleafc!" 

Having faid this, and tranfmitted the 
** word, which was this, ** Jove our Sa- 
** viouR AND Leader!" he then marched. 
And taking his way between the chariots 
and corfelet-men, and looking upon fome 
of the men that were in the ranks, he then 
faid, ** My friends ! how pleafing is it to 
** fee your countenances !" Then to others 
he faid, " Confider, my friends ! that our pre- 
** fent conteft is not only for viftory to-day; 
*' but to maintain the vidory we gained 
** before, and for all manner of happy 
*^ fuccefs hereafter!" Then coming up with, 
others, he faid : ** From henceforward, my 
** friends ! we fhall have no caufe to blaoM^ 
" the gods 5 for they have put it in our 
•* power to acquire many great advantages 
** to ourfelves. But then, my friends! let 
** us be brave!" To others he fpoke thus: 
My friends ! to what nobler fociety of 
friendfhip can we ever invite one another 
than to the prefent ! For it is now in 
our power, by being brave men, to con- 
*^ fer upon each other benefits in great num« 
^^ ber." And toothers again thus. "^ 
• " believe 
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*• believe you know, my friends ! that the 
*• prizes now lie before you* And to the 
** viftors> they are thefe , to purfue, to 
«^ deal their blows, to kill, to reap great 
^* advantage, to gain praife, to be free and 
" to rule. But the reverfc of thefe it is- 
•« plain will be the lot of the cowardly. 
^ "Whoever therefore has a kindnefs for 
** himlclf, let him fight after my example; 
*• for 1 will not willingly admit of any 
•* thing mean or bafe in my behaviour/' 
When he came up with others that had 
been^ inf the engagement with him before, 
-hefaiid: ♦' And to you, my friends ! what 
*• fhould 1 fay ? for you know how thofe 
" that are brave in adion pafs the day, and 
•* how thofe do it that arc cowardly." 

Wh'en he was got over a^nft Abtada* 
tOSi as he paifod along he ftoppied. And 
Abtadatus delivering tlie reins to the driver, 
came to him \ and levclal others that were- 
pofl?ed near, and belonged both to the foot 
aand to the chariots, ran to him^ And when 
they were coiwe, he ipoke to them in this 
mani^en ^* As you defired AbraiaUs I 
** Ood has vouchfafed to grant the printi- 
** pal rank amongft all us allies to thofe 
*• that are vrith ;^ou. And when it comes* 
*^ to your part to engage, rchicmber ! that 
•^ the Ptrfians are to fecyouv and to follow 
•' you,, and not ftrfFeryou tcrefagage alone.** 

Then 
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Then Abradatas faid. *^ Affairs here with 
" us, Cyrus ! fecm to ftand upon a good 
*^ foot; but our flanks difturb me For 
.** along our flanks, 1 oblerve are extended 
** the enemies wings that, are very ftrong, 
*' and cqnfift of chariots and all other mi- 
^' litary ftrength : but of ours there's no- 
** thing oppofed to them but chariots ; fo 
" that, faid he, had not I obtained this 
^^ poll by the lot, I {hould he afliamed to 
** be here. So much do I think myfelf in 
** the iafefl ftation." Then Cyrus faid, 
*' It things are upon a good foot vy^ith you, 
** be at eafe as to tbem : for, with the help 
^* of the gods 1 I will fliew you our flanks 
*^ entirely ckar of the enemy. And do not 
** yovi attack the enemy I charge you, be- 
^* lore you lee thofc people flying that you 
*^ are now afraid of." (Thus prefum^u- 
oufly did he talk of the approaching en- 
gagement, tho* at other times he was not 
prefumptuous in his difcourfe.) ^' But 
" when you fee thefe men flying, then count 
** upon it that I am at hand and begin 
^' your attack, for you will then deal with 
^^ the enemy, while they are in the greateft 
^' confternation, and your own men in the 
** inoft heart. But while you have leifure, 
^^ Abradatas ! drive along by your own 
'' chariots^ and exhort your people to the 
*' • attack. Give them courage by your 
" countenance, raife them with hopes, and 

[[ infpire 
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" infpire them with emulation to appear 
•^ the braveft among all that belong to the 
*' chariots. — For be alTured, that if things 
** fall out thus, they will all iay for the fu- 
" ture, that nothing is more profitable 
*' than virtue and bravery." Abradatas 
mounting his chariot, drove along, and put 
. thefe things in execution. 

But Cyrus moving on again ; when he 
trame to the left, where Hyfiaft>es was with 
Jialf the Perjian horfe, calling him by his 
name, faid. *^ Hyftafpes ! you now fee work 
" lor your quicknefs in^the execution of 
" bufinefs ; for if we are before-hand with 
'* the enemy in charging artd doing execu- 
*^ tion upon them, we fhall not lofe a man/* 
Hyjiafpes laughing at this faid, " We will 
" take care of thofe that are over againft 
*^ us : do you give fome others the charge 
** of thofe that are upon our flanks, that 
" they likewife may not be idle/' Then 
Cyrus faid, ** I am going to thofe myfelf. 
J^fftff remember this, Hyftafffsl • which- 
^'^er of us it is that God favours with 
« vi^ory, if the enemy make a (land any 
" where, let us always join in with our 
" forces and charge where the fight con- 
«^ tinues/' Having faid this, he moved on j 
and when in his palTage he got to the flank, 
and to the commander of the chariots that 
were there polled, he faid to him -, ** I am 

" come 
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•* coftie to your afHfl-arice. But when you per- 
** ceive ns to have rhade our attack at the 
^* extremities, then do you endeavour at the 
fame time to make your way thro' the 
enemy, for you will be much fafer when 
*^ you are afc large, than while you are en- 
" clofed within them." Then paffing on, 
when he got behind the waggons, he or- 
dered jirtagerfas and Pharnoucbm^ each with 
his thoufand men, one of, foot, and the 
other of borfe, there to remain* " And 
** when you perceive, fajd he, that I have 
made my attack upon thofe that are pofted 
over againft oi*r right wing, then do 
you charge thofe that are over againft 
you. You will engage them by theif 
^ wing and in flank where an army is the 
•^ weakeft ; and with your own men form- 
** ed into a phalanx ; that you yourfelves 
•^ may be in that form and difpofition which 
^^ is the ftrongeft. Then the enemy's horfe, 
** as you fee ate the hindmoft. By all 
** mekris therefore, advance the ix)dy of 
" camels upon them, and be affured, tb^it 
** before you come to engage, you will fee 
•* the enemy in a ridiculous condition." 
Cyrus having finifhed thele affairs^ went on 
to the right wing. 

And Crcefus judging that his phalanx 
that he marched with, was now nearer to 
the enemy than his extended wiigsj gave 

S the 
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the (ignal to the wings, to march no hs^ 
ther on, but to turn about in the ftation 
they were in. And as they all flood facing 
the army of Cyrus, he gave them the fignal 
to march to the enemy. . And thus three 
phalanxes advanced upon the armv of Cy^ 
rus : one in front j and of tht otner two^ 
one upon the right fide, and the other up- 
on the left : fo that a very great terror feiz- 
cd the whole army of Cyrus. For juft hke 
a little, brick placed within a large one ; fa 
was the army of Cyrus furrounded by the 
enemy, with their horfe, their heavy-armed 
men, their fliield-men, archers and chariots 
on every fide, except upon the rear. How- 
ever, when Cyrus gave the fignal, they all 
/turned and faced the enemy. And there 
was a deep filence on every fide, in expec- 
tation and concern for the event. As looa 
as Cyrus thought it the proper time, he be^ 
gan the hymn ; and the whole army fung 
It with him. After this, they all of them 
together made a ihout to the God of battle* 

Then Cyrus broke out, and inftantly 
with his horfe taking the eneniy in flank, 
fell in upon them as foon as poffible. The 
foot that were with him in order of battle 
followed immediately, and they enclofed 
tlie enemy on each fide -, fo that they had 
very much the advantage ^ for with a pha- 
lanx of their own, they charged the enemy 

upon 
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upon their wing, fo that the enemy pf efenti 
ly fled with the utmoft (peed. As foon as 
Artagerfas perceived that C'^rm was engaged; 
he attacked upon the left, making the ca- 
mels advance, as Cyrus had ordered. And 
-the enemy's horfes even at a great diftarice 
were not able to lland them 5 but fome of 
them run madly away, fome ftarted from 
their ranks, and others fell foul on onfe 
another, for thus are horfes always fcrved 
by camels. Artagerfas with his men form*i 
«d, charged in good order, the enemy that 
?wcre in confufion. And the chariots, both 
to the right and left, fell on at the fame 
time. Many of the enemy that fled from 
the chariots, were killed by thofe that pur* 
ffued the wing ; and many of them in theiir 
flight from thefe were met by the chariots, * 

. ABRADATAS then delayed no 
longer, but crying out with vehemence^ 
" Follow me, my friends !*' rqfhed on; 
without fparing his horfes in any fort, but 
with the fpur fetched a great deal of blood 
t>f them. His other charioteers broke out 
with him. The chariots of- the enemy im- 
mediately fled before them, fome of them 
taking up their men that mounted th^m, 
and fome leaving them behind. Then A^ 
bradatas making his way diredtty through 
thefe, fell in upon the Mgyptian phalanx, 
and they that were placed in order near 
^ S a himt ' 
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him, fell on with hira. Upon mtny otl^ 
occafions, it has be?n pwade (evident, thit 
no phalanx can be of greater ftr^ngth, than 
when it is m?ide up of joint-CPmb^^nl», 
Ithat are triends. And it was mftde evident 
upon this. For the compjinions *nd table- 
licquaintance ot Abrad^ta$ attacked jointly 
with him ^ but the other drivers, when ttey 
faw the Egyptians in a compaft body ftaiid 
their ground, turned oif to the t:hariQt$ 
that were flying and purfued them: the 
Mgypttam not being able to make way, be^ 
caule they who were on every fide of thrm 
flood their ground. They that were with 
^bradatas therefore in that pajt where they 
fell on, running upon thofe that ftood ii- 
gainft theip, overturned thepi by the rapid 
CQurft of the horfes. And thole that feH^ 
they tore to pieces, both men and arms i; 
horfes and wheels ; ?ind whfitcver the fcythesi 
caught hold of, they cut their way tbm^ 
by force, whether arpis or bodies <^ men. 
Jn this inexprefiible cqnfufion, the wheial* 
making their way by ]o\%^ over heaps of all 
kipdSf Abradatas felj, ^s did likewife the 
r^ft that broke in with hira. And hew 
were thefe bi^ve ii>ep wt 4oWn 'and killed. 

Thp ferjians who followed Up after tbemj 
falling upon thofe that were in diforder^ 
where Abradatas and his ipen bad bi»oke in, 
di4 ejceputiou upon thfm? S\Jt wh^ the 
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.^y^Ham were undifturbed, (an4 of tfeefc 

tber^ w()ere great numbers) they marched 

i?p agamft the Perfian$.^ Here began a terr 

*;jWe combat of launces, javelins. an4 fwords; 

incljbe M^tiam had the advantage both 

l>y their mwltiiude, and by.,theif .arnjji for 

^heir lawnee* Svefc very Uropg and of great 

length, (foch as they yet ufc at this day^ 

and their lar^e fhields were a better defence 

to tWm than corfelets, and the. lefs fort ^ 

thield ; and bejn^ faftned to, theV fhoulders^ 

wer« of fervJcf to tTiem, to make the ftrongcr 

ppfli. Thergfore clofihg their large fliieUls 

together, they moyed and puflied on. The 

^P^^tf^^holdting their lefs fort, of ,fljields ia 

jhejx Ixands at arms4ength, were not ablf 

to iUftain them, bnt retreated gradually 

dealing ancl receiving blovys jiU they came 

%Q .the engin?*?. When the^_got thith^^ 

ihp M'iyftiam were again galled from the , 

jwrrets- , And thfjr that were m the rear of 

afl, wopld not fnfFer either the _ archers or 

i^velin-men to fly 4- but holding their fwords 

gt them> forced them to fhoot ai^djo tbrpwr 

And great havQck'and diftrwSlio.ii ^q-e was 

p( men, great (clalbing of arms and. ytt» 

pons of alU^iijdfi,, and great noi^eof peo* 

pje, |om|B cabling to each other, fome roak-' 

4ng c>diftrt«ittpn«< and <piw eallmg upoA the 
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Upon this, Cyrus purfuing thofe that 
were oppofitc to him, caffie up : and when 
he faw the Perfians fofced from their Jfta- 
tion, he was grieved ; and knowing that 
he could by no other means fooner ftop the 
progrefs of the enem^ forward, than h^ 
riding round and gettmg to their rear, hfe 
iJommanded thofe that were with hini' to 
follow. He rode round and came up With 
their feaY, where his men charging them^ 
fell upon them as their backs tsrerc! turned, 
and killed a great toany.' Tht ^gyptiaHs 
'as foon as they perceiv'd this, dried out, 
thdt the enemy was behind thenx; and in 
this diftfefs faced about. Here foot and 
hoffe ' fought promifcuoufly, and a taan 
falling under Cyruses horfe, and being trartj- 
pled upon, ftruckhis fword into the horie's 
belly 5 th6 horfe thus wounded, trifled aAd 
ilaggereti and threw Cyrus off. , Upon this 
occafion one itiight fee of what adv'arita,ge 
it was, for a ruler t6 h^ve the fove of th6fe 
that are under his cojnmand. For all imi 
mediately cried out, fell on, and fought) 
they ^Ufhfed, and were themfelvcs pufh^d 
in th^ir turn V th'ey gave blows, and re-^ 
eeived tlietif V and one (A ttieV attendants' of 
Cyrus leapiYijj from his hoi-ie^ mounted Cy 
ru^^w^oa him. When Cyrtis was iJhoum^; 
he perceived that tht Mgyptians "Wtrt now 
hard-prefled on every fide, for Hy/iajpes was 
come' up with th^ Ferjian horfe, and Cbry^ 

Jantas 
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Jantas in like m^i^nery But he would not 
now fufFer thero to fall in upon the Mgyp^ 
tian phalanx, but to gall them with arrows 
and javelins at a diftance; this he gave 
them orders to do. Then in riding round, 
as he came up to the engines, he thought 
it proper to mount a turret, to view whe- 
ther any body of the enemy made a fland 
and fought. When he was got up, he faw 
the whole plain full of horfes, men and 
chariots, fome flying, fomepuifuing, fome 
vidorious, fome defeated, the enemy fly*^ 
ing, and his own men conquering. But 
be was no longer able to dilcover in any 
part, any that flood, but tht jEgyptiansf 
and thefe, when they ^ere at a lofs what-to^ 
do, forming themfelves irtte a circle, with^ 
their arms turned to the viewj of their eoe^ 
my, fat qw^etly under the fhelter of their, 
ihiclds, no longer afted, but fufFered in a 
cruel manner. 

CTR US being ftruck with admirations 
of thele men, and touched wiih pity, that? 
fuch brave men fliould perifh, made all* 
thofe retreat that were engaged againfl? 
them, and fuffeied none to continue fight*> 
ing. He then fent to them a herald to.aflc* 
" whether they intended to be all deftroy'd 
" for men that had deferted and betrayed 
" them, or whether they chofe to be faved 
" with the reputation of being brave njen/' 

Their 
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TbeU- reply was thus : •* How tan we ob- 
** tain fefety and be reputed brtfve ?" Thett 
Cjftm again faid, '^ fieeaufe we fee, that 
«« you are the only men that ftatid your 
^* grotttid and dare fight/' " But then, 
•* feid the jEgyf^ians, what is It that we can 
«^ handibmely do, and obtain fafety ?'' Cy^ 
rus to Ais fiud, •^ If you can obtain it with- 
•* out betraying any of your allies and 
<* friends ; if you deliver tip your arms to 
_^ us, and become friends to thofe who 
" choofe to fave you, when it is in their 
« power to deftroy you " Having heard 
this, they aiked this queftion. " If we be- 
♦* come your fiends, Cfrus! how will you 
« think fit to deal With us ? Cyrus replied, 
^ Both to do you good offices, and to re- 
^ ceive them from you/' Then the JSgrf>^ 
tians again afkcd, ^* What good offices ?" 
And to this Cyrus &id, ** As long as the 
•' war continues, I will give you larger pay 
*^ than you now receive; when we have 
<^ peace, to every one of you that will ftay 
*« with me, I will give lands, cities, women 
** and ftrvants/' The jEgyptians hearing 
" this, '* begged that they might be exempt-* 
*• ed from engaging in war with him agairtft 
*^ Crajus. For he was the only one, they 
«^ faidj that they forgave " But confent- 
ing to all the reft, they on both fides pledged 
their faith reciprocally. The jEgyptians 
that then remained continue (till to this day 

faifhful 
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faithful to the king. And Cyrus gave them 
the cities, Larijfa and Cyllene^ that are call^ 
-ed the cities of the Egyptians, and lie up in 
the country in the neighbourhood of Cumay 
ifcar the fea; and their pofterity have 
them at this day in their poffeflion. 

CTRUS having performed all thefe 
things, and it now growing dark^ retreat- 
ed 'y aiKl he encamped at Thybarra. In 

this battle, th^ jEgytiam only of all the 
enemies people gained reputation. And of 
thofe that were with Cyrus, the Perjian-ca^ 
nmlry were thought to have been the beft. 
So that the fame fort of arms that Cyrus at 
that time equip'd his horfe -men with, con- 
tinue yet in ufe. The chariots that carried 
fcythes gained likewife great fame. So that 
this remains yet the chariot for war in ufe 
with the prince ftill reigning on in fuccef- 
fion. The camels did no more than fright 
the horfes ; they that mounted them did no 
execution upon the horfe-men, nor were 
they any of them themfelves killed by the 
horfe-men, for no horfe would come near 
them. This was then reckoned of ufe. But 
no brave man will breed a camel for his own 
mounting, nor exercife and manage them, 
as intending to ferve in war upon them y lo 
that taking up their old form again, they 
keep in the baggage-train. Cyrus's men 

T having 
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having taken their fuppers and placed their 
guards as was proper, went to reft. 

But Crcefus immediately fled with his 
army to Sardes. The other nations retreat- 
ed as far as they could in the night, taking 
their fcveral ways home. As foon as it was 
day, Cyrus^ led the army to Sardes. And 
when he got up to the walls of the place, 
he raifed engines, as intending to form an: 
. attack upon the walls, and provided lad- 
ders. Whilft he was doing thtte thiags, 
the next night he made the Chaldaam and 
Perfiam mount that part of the Sardian 
fortifications that was thought the moft in- 
acceffible y and a certain Perjian kd them 
the way, who had been a flave to one of 
the garrifons in the citadel, and had learnt 
the defcent down to the river and the af- 
cent fromr it. As foon as it was known 
that the heights above were taken, all the 
Ijydians fled from the walls, every one fhift- 
ing for themfelves as they were able. Cyrus^ 
as foon as it was day, entred the city, and 
gave out orders, that no one fhould ftir 
from rank. Cra^fus fhut up in his palace, 
called out upon Cyrus^ but Cyrus leaving a 
guard upon Crsefusy turned off and mount- 
ed up to the calile that was taken. 

And when he faw the Perjians keepii^ 
guard there, as became them 5 and the arms 

of 
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of the Chaldceans left alone ; (for they them- 
felves were run down to plunder the houfes) 
he prefently fummoned their commanders 
and bid them quit the army immediately^ 
*^ For I cannot bear, laid he, to fee difor- 
derly men get the advantage of others. 
And be it known to you! faid he, I was 
^^ providing to manage fo, as to niake all th? 
^* Chaldceans pronounce thofe fortunate and 
** happy that engaged with me in the war^. 
^* But now, faid he^ do not wonder if 
** fomebody fuperior to you in ftrength, 
*^ happen to meet with you as you go off." 
The ChaMceans hearing this, were in great 
terror, " begged him to allay his anger, 
** and faid, that they would reftore him all 
*« the rich effefts they had taken." He 
told them, " that he was not in any want 
'^ of them ; but faid he, if you would 
*^ eafe me of my trouble a^ concern ; giv^ 
'* up all that you have gOT, to thofe that 
•* keep guard in the caftle. For when the 
*^ r^ of the foldiers find that the orderly 
** are the better fbr their being fo, all will 
^ ba well with me/: The Chaldaeans did 
as Cyrus had commanded them, and they 
that had been obedient to their orders, got 
at great many rich effedls of all kinds. Then 
Gyrus having encamped his men towards 
that part of the city that he thought the 
moft convenient, gave th^m all orders to 
ftand to their arms, and take thdi* dinners; 

T 2 and 
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and having done this, he order'd Crcefus to 
be brought to him. 

CROESUSy as foon as he faw Cyrus, faid, 
** Joy and happinefs to you ! my Sovereign 
*' Lord ! For from hence forward, fortune 
*' has order 'd you to receive that name, and 
** me to give it you." '' The fame I wifh to 
** you, Crcejus \ faid he, fmce we are men 
** both of us. But Crcefus \ faid he, would 
*' you giveme aUttle advice." '^ I wiih, Cyrus \ 
** faid he, that I were able to find any good 
*/ for you ; for I believe it might be of ad van- 
<^ tage to myfelf." Hear then, Croe^fusK 

** faid he, obferving that the foldiers 

«* after having undergone many fatigues, 
•« and run many dangers, reckpn themlelves 
" now in poffeflion of the richeft city in 
<* AJiay next to Babylon ; I think it fit that 
" they fliould receive fome profit in return. 
^« For I make account, laid he, that unlefs 
" they receive fome fruit of their labours, I 
*' fhall 'not have them long obedient to my 
*^ orders. But I am not willing to give 
*^ them up the city to plunder. For I be- 
** lieve, that the city would be deftroyed by 
^^ it; and in a plunder, I know very well, 
*' that the worft of our men, would have 

" the advantage of the beft." -^ Crafus 

hearing this, faid, ^' Allow me-, faid he, to 
** fpeak to fuch of the Lydians as I think 
^^ fit, and to tell theqi, that \ h^ve prevailed 

^' with 
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V with you, not to plunder nor to fufFer 
*^ our wives and children to be taken from 
** us ; but have promifed you that in lieu of 
/ *^ thefe, you fhall certainly have from the 
^^ Lydiam of their own accord, whatever 
** there is of worth and value in SarJes. 
*^ For when they hear this, I know they 
^^ will bring*' out, whatever there is here of 
^* value in the pofleflion either of man or 
^^ woman. And yet by that time the year 
^' comes about, the city will be again in like 
*' manner full of things of value in great 
*' abundance. But if you plunder it, you 
^^ will have all manner of arts, that are 
** called the fprings of riches and of all 
** things valuable, deftroyed. And then 
^' you are ftill at liberty after you have feen 
*' this, to come and confult, whether you 
^^ fhall plunder the city or no. Send faid 
^* he, in the firft place to my treafures, and 
** let your guards take them from thofe that 
have the keeping them for me.*' 



(( 



CTRTJS agreed to aft in all things, as 
Crcefus faid. ^« But by all means, faid he, 
*• tell me, how things have fallen out, in 
\^ confequence of the anfwers you received 
^^ upon your application to the Delphian 
^' ora<;le ? For you are faid to have paid the 
♦^ utmoft devotion to Apollo^ and to have 
<^ done everything at liis perfuafion." ** In^ 
♦^ deed, Cyrus \ faid he, 1 could wifh, that 

*' things 
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** things flood thus with roe. But now 
^* have I gone on immediately from the 
•* beginning, doing things in dire6l oppofi- 
*' tioii to Apolhr '' How fo ! faid Cyrus^ 
*' pray inform me ; for you teU me things 
** that arc unaccountable**' ** Becaufe, 
" faid he, in the firft place, ncglc6ling to 
•^ confult the God in what I wanted, I made 
" trial of him whether he was able to tell 
" the truth. Now not only a God, but 
" even men that are of worth, when they 
*^ find themfelvcs diftrufted, have no kind- 
** nefs for thofe that diftruft them. And 
** after he had found me doing things that 
" were abfurd, and knew that I was at af 
" great diftance from Delphi^ then I fent to 
coafult concerning my having fons. He 
at ikrft made me no anfwcr > but by my 
fending him many prefents of gold, and 
many o& filvcr, anai by making multitudes 
*^ of fecrifices, I head rendered him propiti- 
*' ous to me as I thought, and he then upon 
" my confulting him what I fhould do that 
*.* I might have fony, aniwered, ** that I 
** fliould have them." y And Ihad them i 
" for neiliier in this, did he deal fafly with 
*^ me. But when I had them, they were 
*^ of no advantage to me, for one oi them 
** Qcmtinues dumb, and he that was the be/t 
** of them perifhed in the flower of his age. 
" Being afflifted with the misfortune of my 
** fbnsj Ifeat again,, and enquired of the 
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*^ God, " what to cio, that I might pafe the 
*' remainder of my life in the happieft man- 
*^ ner r And he made anfwer^ " O CROE-^ 
** SUS \ By the KNOwiiEDGEOj' THY Selij*, 

" THOU WILT PASS. THY DAYS IN HaPPI- 

" NESS !'* *' When I heard this orack, I 
*' was pleas'd with it, for I thought he ha<l 
*^ granted me happincfs, by conw»anding 
** me to do the eafieft thing that could be. 
** For of the reft of men, fomc I thought, 
" it was poiSbk for one to know, aild fonie 
** not ; but that every man knew.what he 
** was himfeif. After 4iis, during the whole 
" time thatl continu'd in j^ace, awd aftei- 
5* the death of my fon^ I accufed my for- 
"tune in nothing. Bitt when I was per- 
" fuaded by the Ajfyrian to make war upon 
*« yOu, I fell into all manner of dafngers, 
** but came off fafc without gettmg any 
" harm. Now neither in this, can I lay 
" any thing to thfe Gods charge ; for after 
<* I knew myfelf nd: to be fufficient to make 
war with you, with the help of the God! 
1 came off with fafety, both myfelf and 
thofe that attended me. But then» again, 
being as it were diffolved, by the risch^ I 
wa&poffcfied:of, by thofe that begg'd^e to 
be their chief, by the prefents they made 
me, and by men that in flattery told me, 
that if I would take upon me the com- 
mand, all men would obey me, and I ftiould 
be thei greateft of men ; and being puffed

** up by difcourfes of this, kind, as all the 
"-Kings around chofe me their chief in the 
" war; I accepted the command, as if I were 
*' fufficient to be the iirft of men, ignorant 
" of myfelf, in. imagining that I was able 
" to make war with you ! you, who in the 
*^ firft place are defcended from the Gods, 
*' are born of a race of Kings; and have 
** been from a boy, exercifed to virtue. But 
" of my own anceftors, the firft that reign- 
** ed, I have heard became a King and a 
" free-man at the fame time. Having been 
" therefore, faid he, thus ignorant, I am 
" juftly punifh'd for it. But now faid he, 
•* Cyrus ! I know myfelf ! ■ And can you 
'' yet think that the words of Jpollo are true, 
" that bv knowing myfelf I fhall be happy ?*' 
'* —- Of^^^ you I make the enquiry, for* this 
^* reafon, becaufe you feem to me to be the 
^^ beft able to guefs at it at this time, for 
you can make it good." . 
Then Cyrus iz\d. " Do you give me 
your opinion, Crcefus ! upon this ; for tak- 
ing into confideration your former hap- 
pinefs, I have compaffion for you, and 
now give up into your pofTeffion the wife 
that you have,'together with your daugh- 
ters, (for daughters I hear you have) your 
friends, fervants and table that you ufed 
to keep ; but combats and wars 1 cut you 
off from." • By Jove ! then, faid Croefus^ 
" CQufult no farther to make me an anfwer 
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*'*: concerning my happinefs, for I tell you 
^\ already^ if you do thefe things for mc 
*' that you fay you will, that then I ant al- 
** ready in pofiefRon of that courfe of life 
** that others have by my confeffipn tiiought 
the happieft, and I fhall continue on in 
it." Then Cyrus faid, " Who is he that 
is in poffeflion of that happy courfe of 
" life ?'* <^ My own wife, Cyrus ! faid he. 
" For fhe ftiared equally with me in all 
^* tender good, pleafing and agreeable things, 
*' but in the cares about the fuccefs of thefe 
*' things in wars and battles, fhe fhared not 
*^ at all. So that, in my opinion, you pro- 
*' vide for me in the manner that I did for 
** the perfon that of all mankind I loved the 
'* moft ; fo that I think myfelf indebted to 
*-' :Afollo in fome farther prefents of grati- 

*.*' tude and thanks." Cyrus hearing his 

difcourfe, admired his good humour ; and 
he carried him about with him wherever he 
went, either thinking that he was of ufe,' 
or reckoning it the fafeft way to do fo. 
Thus then they went to reft. 

The next day Cyrus calling together his 
friends and the commanders of the army, 
ordered fome of them to receive the trea- 
fures 5 and fome to take from amongft all 
the riches that Crc^fus fhbuld deliver up, 
firfl for the gods, fuch of them as the mages 
fhould direft j then to receive the reft, put 

U it 
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k into chefts and pack it up in the wag- 
gons, putting the waggons to the lot, andr 
fo tf) convey it wherever they went, that 
when opportunity ferved, they might every 
one receive their dcferved fhart. Thcfe men: 
did fo accordingly. 

And Cyrm callir^ to Ibaie of his fervantsf 
that were there attending him; *' TdJ me, 
^ faid he, has any of you feen Abradsatasy"^ 
** for I admire that he who was fo frequent- 
•'^ ly in our company bieforc, now does aot 
«f appear." One of the feivaats therefore 
Fepliied. *^ My fovereign !: it is^ becaufehe 
^ is not living, but diedi m tie battle^ as 
** he broke in with his chariots upon the 
*<* Mgyptians. AH the reft of them^ except 

V his particular companions, they fay, turn^- 
^ ed off when they fow the Egyptians c<ianr- 
^ paft body. His wife is no(w feid to. have 
" taken up his dead body, to. have placed 
*,* it in the carriage tiiat fhc kerfelf wa» 
*y conveyed in, and to. have brought it hi^ 
♦' ther to fome place upon the river PaMoi^ 
«' lusj and her eunuchs and fervants, they 
^^ fay, are digging a grave for the deceafed 
*^ upon a cei^taia elevation. They fay that 
^' his wife after having fet him. out wkh all 
^* the ornaments flke has, is fitting upon 

V the gf ound witk his head upon her kne«^" 
Gyrus hearing Ais, gave himfctf a blow up- 
on tl)e thigh^ mounted his.hprie prefbntly 

at 
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at a leap, and taking with him a thoufand 
horfe, rode away to this fcene of affiiftion ; 
but gave orders to Gadat as and Gobria^ to 
take with them all the rich ornaments pro- 
per for a friend and an excellent man de-* 
ceafed, and to follow after him. And who- 
ever had herds of cattle with him, he or- 
dered them to take both oxen and horfes, 
and fheep in good number, and to bring 
them" away to the place where by enquiry 
they fhould find him to be; that he might 
facrifice there to Abradatas. 

As foon as he faw the woman fitting up- 
on the ground, and the dead body there 
lying ; he ihed tears at the affliding fight, 
and fiaid, ^* Alafs ! thou brave and faith- 
«' fill foul ! Haft thou left us ! and art 
*^ thou gone r* —— At the fame time, he 
took him by the right-hand 5 and the hand 
of the deceafed came away, for it had been 
cut off with a fword by the Egyptians. He 
at the fight of this, became yet much more 
concerned than before. The woman fls.riek'd 
oiit in a lamentable manner, and taking the 
-hand from Cyrus^ kifs'd it, fitted it to its 
proper place again, as well as flie could, 
and faid ; " The reft Cyrus ! is in the fame 
*' condition ! but what need you fee it ? 
" And I know, that I was not one of the 
^/ leaft concerned in thefe fufferings! and 
** perhaps you were not kfs to \ For I !— -— 
U 2 ^' Fool 
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• Fool that I was ! frequently exhorted 

^^ him to behave in fuch a manner, as to 
'* appear a friepd to you ! worthy of no- 
" tice ! and I know, he never thought of 
" what he himfelf (hould fufFer, bvjt of 
** what he Ihould do to pleafe you !-^^ — He 
" is dead therefore, faid fhe, without re- 

** proach! i and I who urged him on, 

*^ lit here alive !" — Cyrus fhedding tears 

for fome time in filence, then fpoke.— " He 
*' has died woman ! ,the nobleft death ! for 
" he has died viftorious ! Do vou adorn 
*'* him vvith thefe things that I rurnifh yoq 
*« with !" (And Gobrias and Gadatas were 
then come yp, and had brought rich orna- 
ments in great abundance with them.) 
" Then, faid he, be affured, Jie {hall not 
*« want refpeft and honour in all 'other 
*' things ! but over and above, multitudes 
fhall concur in railing him a monument 
that fhall be worthy of us ! and all the 
facrifices fhall be made him that are pro- 
per to be made in honour of a brave 

man ! You, faid he, fhall not he left 

deftitute, but for the fake of your mo- 
defly and every other virtue, I will pay 
** you all other honours, as well as place 
*^ thofe about you, who fhall convey you 
*^ wherever you pleafe. Do but you make 
*' it known to me who it is that you defire 
** to be conveyed to/' And P^;^//?^^ reply 'd, 
" Be confident, Cyrus ! faid fhe, I will not 
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*^ conceal from you, who it is that I define 
•^togotdr-; — 

He having faid this, went away with 
great pity for the womaHj that (lie fhould 
have loft fuch a hufband, and for the m^ 
that he fliould have left fuch a wife behind 
him, never to fee. her more.- The wo- 
man gave order to her eunuchs to retire, 
^* till fuch time, faid ftie, as I have lamen- 
•^* ted my hufband as I pleafe !" Her nurfe 
Che bid to ftay, and gave her orders, that 
when fhe was^ dead, fhe fhould wrap her 
and her hufband up in one mantle together. 
The nurfe after having repeatedly begged 
her not to do thus, and meeting with no 
fuccefs, but obferving her to grow angry, 
fat herfelf down, breaking out into tears. 
She being before -hand provided with a 
fword, killed herfelf, and laying her head 
down upon her hufband's breaft, fhe died. 
The nurfe fet up a lamentable cry, and co- 
vered them both as Panthea had direfted. 

CTRUSj as foon as he was informed of 
' what the woman had done, being ftruck 
with it, went to help her if he could. The 
eunuchs, being three in number, feeing 
what had been done, drew their fwords and 
killed themfelves, as they ftood at the place 
where (he had ordered them. And the mo- 
liument is now faid to have been raifed by 

conti- 
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continuiiig the mount on tp ^he eunuchs ; 
and upon a pillar above they fay the names 
of the man and of the woman were written 
in Syriack letters. Below, they fay, there 
were three pillars, and that they were infcrib* 
«d thus, of the eunuch. Cyrus when he,<:*aie 
tp this melancholy fcene, was ftruck with 
admiration of the woman, and having la- 
mented over her, went away. He took care 
of them as was proper, that all the funeral 
rites fliould be paid them in the nobleft 
manner. And the monument they iay was 
raifed up to a very great fize. 

After this, the Cariam falling into fac- 
tions, and the parties making war upon each 
other, and having their habitations in places 
of ftrength, both called in Cyrm. Cyrus 
remaining at Sardesy made engines and bat-^ 
tering-rams, to demoliih the walls of thofe 
that fliould refufe to fobmitj and fent Adu^ 
Jius a Perjian^ one who was not unable in 
other refpei^s, nor unikilled in war, and a 
very agreeable man, into Carta, and gave 
him an army. The Cilicians and Cyprians 
very readily engaged with him in that fer- 
vice ; for which reafon he never fent a Per^ 
fan as governor over the Citiciam or Gy^ 
priam , but contented himiUf with their na^ 
tional kings, only receiving a tribute from 
them, and appointing them their quotas for 
militaiy fcrvjcc whenever he ihaukl waat 

them. 
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them, ^i^ftratthe bead dt hisf army canue 
into Carta. And from both parties of the 
Canansy there were people that came to 
him^ and were ready to admit him suta 
their plaees^ of ftrength, to the prejudice of 
thdr c^pofite faflktttt. ; - 

f ADlfSIU& behaved to both in this nwti- 

ircr. Which e^er of the parties he codfca-red 

withr he told them that what they faki waS 

jaflr, he faid that they muft needs keep it 

concealed hom their autagonifts ; that he 

acid they were friends ; that by this meatis 

he HUght fallniposi thei^ a/ntagontfts whilft 

they were the moft unpreparedl As tcfti- 

iwriiials of their faith, be required, that the

done this, then privately and unknowrt «tf 

each other, he appointed them both the fame 

night: and tfiat night he got within their 

wa^ and f(^«ed tlui forti&ations of both. 

As foon as day came, he fat himfelf between 

them with his army about him^ and funi'* 

mmied the proper perfons* on both fides ta 

attend; Thefe men, when they fjiw each 

other, were aftoniftied^ and thought them-* 

My^es; ttath deceivedi And Aikfiui fpoke to 

this 
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this effeft. ; "^ I fworc to you; m&i of Carta/' 
** that I would without fraud enter your 
*^ fortifications, to the advantage of thofe 
M that admitt^ me. Therefore, if I deftroy 
*^ jeither of yQU, I reckon that I have made 
^^ this entry to the damage -of the Cartons 4 . 
** But if I procure you peace, and liberty 
*i to you both 'to fcultivatc your lands with 
•Viecurity, 1 then reckon I am come for: 
*i your advantage. From this day thereforcy 
" it is your part, to join in correfpondence 
*^ withe^gh other, in a friendly manner, 
" to cultivate your lands, to .give and receive 
" each other's children ufwtually in raar- 
" riage, and if any one attempt to deal un*i r 
** juftiy in' any of thefe matters, to all fijch,^ 
" Cyrus and we will be enemies/' After , 
this the gates of the lortrefles were thrown" 
op^i the ways were full of people, paffing 
from orte. to another, the lands were full of 
labourers, they celebrated feftivals in com-; 
mon, and all was full of peace and fatisfac- 
tion. 

Mean while, there came people: from 
Cyrus], to enquire whether he wanted either 
a reinforcement or engines, -.Adufius returned' 
anfwer, that f6r the : prefent he might turn ^ 
his forces another way. And at the fame: 
time that he made his anfwer, he led the 
army away, leaving garrifons in the cafHes. 
The Carhns prayed him to ftay, and upon 

his 
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his refufai they fent to Cyrus^ Pegging hiiii , 
to fferid Adiijim to them as their governor. 
Qyrus mean while had fent Hyfiajhes away 
Syiih an army to Phrygia on the Bellefpont% 
And. \yheri Adujim arrived, he ordered hin* 
to lead his army oh the way that Hyjiafpes 
was gone before, that thofe people might 
the more readily fubmit to Hyjiafpes^ when 
they heard that there was another army ^d* 
Varicirig. Irhe Greeks that inhabited upon 
the lea- fide, prevailed by many prefents not 
\b admit the Barbarians within their . walls^ 
but they engaged to pay a tribute, and ferve 
m w^r where Cyr^i mould coriimand them. 
The king of Phryg^ia jprepared himfelf as 
iptendipg to keep polteffion of his plapes of 
J^rength, and not to fubmit^ and he fent 
Vv^ord accordingly. But when the commandr 
ers yride'rhim revolted frora him, he became 
deftitutei and at laft fell into the hands of 
fiyjiafpesy to receive the punifhment that Cy- 
riis mould think ^t to inflift upon him. 
tiyftafpes then leaving Itrong Perfian garri- 
fons in the caftles, wetit away, and together 
with his own men, carried off confiderable 
jiumbers of the PbrygianSy both horfe and 
fhiefd -men. Cyrus fent orders to Adufius to 
join ByjlafpeSi and to take fuch of the Phryr 
gians as took part with tnem,*and bring them 
sway with their arms; but fuch has had 
fhown an incUnation to make war upon 
thefti, to take both their horfcs and arms from 
X then). 
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them, and command thepi all to attend them 
With flings. Thefe men did accordingly. 

CTR US then fet forward from Sardes, 
leaving there a numerous Perjian garrifon, 
and taking Crcefus with him and a great 
many waggons loaded with abundance of 
rich efFe6ts of all kinds. And Crcefus came 
to him with an exaft account in^writing of 
what was in each waggon, and delivering 
the writings to C'^rm^ faid. "By thefe, Cy- 
^* rus ! faid he, you will know who it is that 
*' juftly delivers the things that he takes 
*' iwith him into his charge, and who it is 
•^ that dqes not." Then C^^rus faid, « You 
*' do extremely well, Crcefus ! in being thus 
** provident and careful : But they that 
" have the charge of thefe things for me, 
" are fuch as deferve to have them, fo that 
*' if they fteal any of them, they fteal what 
" belongs to themfelves." At the fame time 
he delivered the writings to his friends and 
chief officers, that they might know which 
of thofe that were intrufted with thefe things 
delivered them up to them fafe, and which 
of them did not. Such of the Lydiansz^ he faw 
fetting themfelves out handfomely in their 
arms, horfes and chariots, and ufing all their 
endeavours to do what they thought would 
pleafe him, thefe he took with him in arms. 
But from thofe that he faw attended with 
diflatisfadion, he took their horfes and gave 

' them

them to the Perfians that firft engaged in 
the fervice with him ; he burnt their arms, 
and oWiged them to follow with flings. And 
all thofe that he difarmed of the feveral na- 
tions that he fubjefted, he obhged them to 
praftife the fling, reckoning it a fervile fort 
of arm. For there are occafions, when 
flingers accompanied with other forces are 
of very great ufe, but when a force confifts 
all of flingers, they are not able of themfelves 
to fl:and againfl: a very few men, that march 
up clofe upon them with arms proper for 
clofe engagement. 

In his msivchto Babyloriy he overthrew the 
Phrygians of the greater Phrygia. He over- 
threw the Cappadociansy and he fubje6ted the 
Arabiam. And out of all thefe he armed 
no lefs than forty thoufand P^ry?^« horfe- 
men. Abundance of the horfes that be- 
longed to prifoners taken, he difl:ributed 
amongfl: all his allies. He came at laft to 
BabyloUy bringing with him a mighty multi- 
tude of horfe, a mighty multitude of archers 
and javehn-men, but flingers innumerable. 

When Cyrus got to Babylon^ he poflred 
his whole army round the city, then rode 
round the city himfelf, together with his 
friends and with fuch of his allies as he 
thought proper. When he had taken a view 
of the walls, he prepared for drawing off 

X 2 the 
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the army frpm before the city, an4 ^ cer4ai» 
deferter coming off, told him, that tl^ey in- 
tendecl to fall upon him when he drey^ off 
t*he army- " For as they took their view 
** from the w^ls, faid he, yowr phalaw 
«* appeared to them to be but weak." And 
ifx> wonder that it really was fo. For bis^ 
men encompaffing a great extent of wall, 
the phalanx was of neceffity to be drawcL 
out into but little depth. Cyrus having beard 
this, and (landing in the center of his^ a^piy 
\vith thof^ that were about him, gave orders 
that the heavy-armed men, frpm both the 
extremities folding up the phalanx, ihould 
move away, along by that part of the ar- 
my that ftooid ftill, tiU each extremity came 
up, and joined in the center. Upon, their 
^Qing this therefore, it gave the greater 
courage to thofe that flood ; becaufe th^y 
weie now of double the depth they were cS 
before; and it gave courage in like maanier 
to thofe that moved away^ for th?y that 
flood their ground were immediately upoft 
the enemy. When both the extremities 
march^ed and joined up to each other, they 
flood ftill, being now much the ftronger j 
they that moved off, by means of thofe 
that were before them* ^ and they that wer€f 
in front, by means of thofe that were now 
behind them. The phalanx bei^g thus fold- 
ed Uipi the beft men canae of ni^c^ffity to be 
ranged firft, aad Iftftjj ^^nd: th? w<P^'ft irv^* 

middle. 
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middle,-- — Arjci a cjifpofition of this kin^ 
fgemed to be the beft adapted both for fight^ 
ing, and to .prevent flight. Then the hqrle 
and light^armed men upon the wingSy came up 
nearer always to the c6mmanaer in chie£ 
as the phalanx became lefs extended by be- 
iijg thus doubled in depth, When they 
vvere thus collected together, they retreated^ 
by falling back till they got perfectly out of 
wgapons^caft from the walks when they 
were gotten out of weapons caft, they turn- 
ed > and moving forward a few fteps, they 
turned again to their (hields about and flood, 
facing the walls ; And the greater diftancQ 
they were off, fo much the feldomer they 
faced about; and when they thought them- 
felves fafe, they made off in a continued 
iparch till they reached their tents. 

When they were encamped, Cyrus {[im- 
moned to him the proper perfons, and faid. 
" Friends and allies ! we have taken a view 
" of the city round, and I don't find that 
" I can difcover how it is poflible for one 
^[ by afcy attack, to make one's felf matter 
" of walls that are fo ftixmg and fo 
"high. But the greater the numbers of 
" men in the city are, (fince they venture 
•* not out to fight,) fo much the fooner in 
" my opinion they may be taken by famine. 
*« Therefore unlefs you have fome other 
" tnethpdto.prppofei J fay, that thefe men 

'' muft 
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'* muft be befieged and taken in that man* 
^' ner/' Then Chryfantai faid, *« Does not 
** this river, that is above two ftades over, 
«• run thro' the midft of the city r Yes, 
" by "Jove ! faid Gobrias^ and it is of fo 
" great a depth, that two men, one ftand- 
** ing upon the other, would not reach 
** above the water, fo that the city is yet 
*• ftroiiger by the river than by its walls." 
Then Cyru$ faid, Cbryfantas ! let us lay afidc 
•« thefe things that are above our force. It 
** is our bufinefs, as foon as poflible, to dig 
*' as broad and as deep a ditch as we can, 
** each part of us meafuring out his pro- 
** portion, that by this means we may want 
'* the fewer men to keep w^tch." 

So meafuring out the ground around 
the wall ; and from the fide of the river, 
leaving a fpace fufficient for large turrets i 
he dug round the wall on every fide, a very 
great ditch; and they threw up the earth 
towards themfelves. In the firft place, he , 
built the turrets upon the river, laying their 
foundation upon palm-trees that were not 
lefs than a hundred feet in length. For 
there are thofe of them that grow, even to 
a yet greater length than that, and palm- 
trees that are preffed, bend up under the 
weight as affes do, that are ufed to the pack- 
faddle. He placed the turrets upon thefe, 
fgr this reafon, that it might carry the 
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ftronger appearance of his preparing tQ 
block up the city, and as if he intended, 
that if the river made its way into the ditch, 
it might not carry off the turrets. He raifed 
likewife a great many other turrets upon 
the rampart of earth, that he might have 
as many places as were proper for his 
watches. Thefe people were thus employed. 
But they that were within the walls, laugh- 
ed at this blockade, as being themfelyes 
provided with neceflaries for above twenty 
years. Cyrus hearing this, divided his army 
into twelve parts, as if .he intended that 
each part Ihould ferve upon the watch one 
month in the year. And when the Babylo-^ 
fiians heard this, they laughed yet more than 
before j thinking with themfelves, that they 
were to be watched by the Pbrygians^ Ly^ 
cianSy Arabians', and Cappadocians, men that 
were better afFedted to them than they werfe 
to the Perjians. The ditches were now fi« 
nifhed. ' 

And Cyrus^ when he heard that they were 
celebrating a feftival in Babylon, in which 
all the Babylonians drank and revelled the 
whole night 5 upon that qccafion, as fooii 
as it ^rew dark, took a number of men. 
with him and opened the ditches into the, 
river. When this was 4one, the water run. 
off in the night by the ditches, and the pafr, 
fagc of the river through the city became 

paflable. 
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thm managed, Cyrus gave orders to the P^r- 
yfef^-commandets of thoufartds, both foot and 
Wfc, to attend him, each with his thoU- 
hxtd drawn up two in front, and the reft 
ef the allies to follow in the rear, ranged 
as they ufed to be before. They edttle ac- 
cordingly. Then he making thofe that at- 
tended his perfoh, both foot and hoife, to 
go down into the dry part of the river, off- 
dered them to try, whether the chaftttet 6f 
the river was paflablc. And when they 
brought him word that it was paffable. he 
then called together the commanders both 
of foot and horfe, and fpoke to them ill 
this manner. 

•* T tt K river, mv friends \ ' has yielded 
" us a paffage into the city. Let us boldly 
^ enter, and not fear any thing within, 
** confidering, that thefe people that we afd 
*^ now to march againft, are the fame t\iiait 
** we defeated while they had their allies 
^ attending them, while they were awake, 
<« fober, armed, and in order. But now 
^\ we march to them at a time, that many 
«* of them are ifleep, many drunk, and all 
«^ of them in confufion, and when they 
*^ difcoter that we are got in, they will 
" then^ by means of their dotfternation, 
^ be yet more unfit for fervice^ than they 
*^ ire now. But in tafe any one appreheiKl, 
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'* (what is faid to be terrible to thofe that 
** enter a city) left mounting to the tops of 
" their houfes, they difcharge down upon 
*^ us on every fide : as to this, be ftill more 
" at eafe. For if they mount to the tops of 
'* their houfes, we have then the God Vulcan 
*' for our fellow-combatant ; their porches 
** are eafily fet fire to, their doors are made 
*' of the palm-tree, and anointed over with 
** bituminous matter, which wjill nourifh the 
" flame. We have torches in abundance, 
♦'that will prefently take fire: We have 
*• plenty of pitch and tow, that will imme- 
** diately raife a mighty flame; fo that they 
'^ muft of neceffity fly from off their houfes 
** immediately, or immediately be burnt. 
'* Come on then ! take your arms, and with 
** the help of the gods ! Til lead you on. 
*' Do you, faid he, Gobrias and Gadatas ! 
*' ftiew us the ways: Foryou are acquainted 
*' with them, and when we are got in lead 
** us the readieft way to the palace." — ,' it 
" may be no wonder, perhaps, (faid they 
*' that were with Gobrias^) *' if the doors of 
*' the palace are open^ for the city feems to- 
" night to be in a general revel, but we fhaU 
" meet with a guard at the gates ; for there 
" is always one fet there." " We muft not 
** then be remifs, faid Cyrus ^ but march, that 
" we take them as much unprepared as is 
" poflible." 

Y When 
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When this was faid, they marched ; and 
of thofe that they met with, fome they fell 
upon and killed, fome fled, and fome fe^ up 
a clamour. They that were with G^^r/^j, 
joined in the clamour with th€;m, as if they 
were revellers themfelves, ^nd marching on 
the fliorteft way th^t they could, tliey got 
round about the palace. Then they that 
attended Gadatas and Gobrias in military 
order, found the doors of the palace fhut ; 
and they that were pofted oppofite to the 
guards fell in upon them, as they were 
drinking with a great deal of light around 
them, and ufed them immediately in a hofr- 
tile manner. As foon as the noife and pla- 
mour began, they that were within perceive 
ing the difturbance, and the king commapdr 
ing then^ to examine what the matter was> 
^•dn out throwing open the ^tes. They 
^hat were with Gadatas^ as foQo as they faw 
^he gates loofe, broke in, prefling forwai'd 
upon the run-away s, and dealing their blows 
atnongft them, they came up to the king 
and found him now in a ftanding pofture 
with his fword drawn. They that were 
with Gadatas and Gobrias, being many in 
number, maflered him ; they likewife. that 
were with him were killed, one holding 
up fomethirig before him, another flyipg, 
and another defending himfelf with any 
thing that he could meet with. Cyrus fpnt 
a body of horfe up and down thro' the 

ftreets. 
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ftreets, bidding them kill thofe that they 
found abroad, and ordering fome who un- 
derftood the Syridn language to proclaim it 
to thofe thit were in trie houfes to remain 
within, and that if any were found abroad 
they ihould be killed. Thefe men did ac- 
cordingly. Gadafas and Gobrias then came 
up, and having firft paid their adoration to 
the gods for the revenge they had had upoh 
their ihipious king, they then kifs'd thfe 
hands and feet of Cyrus^ (bedding maiiy 
fdars ill the midft of their joy and fatisfac- 
tion. 

When day camfe, and they that guarded 
the caftles perceived, that the city was takeA 
arid the king dead ^ they gave up the caftles. 
Cpiis immediately tbok poffeffiori of th6 
caftles, and ferit commanders with ^arrifons 
into them. He gave up th6 deadtobebury'd 
by their relations, and ordered heralds to 
make proclamation, that the Babylonians 
fhould bring out their arms, and made it be 
declared, that in whatevfer houfe arty arms 
fhould be found, all the people in it fliould, 
fufFer death. They accordingly brought 
but their arms, and Cyrus had them depofit- 
dd in the caftles, that they might be ready 
in cafe he fhould want them upon any fu- 
ture occafion. 

Y 2 When 
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When thefe things had been done, then 
firft fummoning the mages ; he commanded 
them, to choofe out for the Gods, the firft 
fruits of certain portions of ground for fa- 
cred ufe, as out of a city taken by the fword. 
After this, he diftributed houfes and palaces 
to thofe that he reckoned had been (harers^ 
with him in all the aftions that had been 
performed. He made the diftributions in the 
manner that had been determined ; the beft 
things to the beft deferving ; and if any 
one thought himfclf wronged, he ordered 
him to come and acquaint him with it. I. c 
gave out orders to the Babyloniansj to culti- 
vate their land, to pay their taxes, and to 
ferve thofe that they were feverally given to* 
The Perjians and fuch as were his fellow- 
fliarers, and thofe of his allies that chofe to 
remain with him, he ordered to talk as 
mafters of thofe they had received* 

After this, Cyrus defiring now to fet him- 
fclf upon fuch a foot as he thought becoming 
a King, that he might appear but feldom 
and in an awful manner, with" the leaft envy, 
that was pofTible ; was of opinion to effe^Sl 
it with the content of his friends, he con- 
trived it therefore in this manner : As foon 
a$ it was day, taking a ftation in fome place, 
where he thought it proper, he admitted any. 
one that had a mind to Ipeak with him, and 
after having given hini his anfwer, difmif- 
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fed him. The people, as foon as they knew 
he gave admittance, reforted to the place in 
diforderly and unmanageable multitudes, 
and by their prefling round about the en- - 
trance there was a mighty ftruggle and con- 
tention, and the fervants that attended, 
diftinguifhing as well as they could, let them 
in. When any of his friends, by preffing 
their way thro' the crowd, appeared before 
him, Cyrus holding out his hand, drew them 
to him and fpoke to th^m thus. " Wait 
^/ here, my friends ! till we have difpatched 
" the crowd, and then we. will confer at 
" leifure.^' . His friends waited and the 
crowd flocked in more and more, till the even- 
ing came on upon them, before he could be 
at leifure to confer with his friends. So Cy- 
rus then fpoke. " Now good people ! faid 
*' he, it's time to feparate, come again to- 
'^' morrow morning, for I have a mind to 
*^ have fome difcourfe with you.*' His 
friends, hearing this, run off and went their 
way with great fatisfadion, having done, 
penance in the want of all kind of necefTaries. . 
Thus they went to reft. The next day, / 

C^rus, atttended at the fame place; and a 
much greater multitude of people that were 
deiirous to be admitted to him, ftood round 
about, attending mucn fooner than his 
friends. Cyrus therefore forming a large 
circle of Perfian lance-men, bid them let 
none pafs, but his friends, and the Perjian 

commanders 
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eommatlders and the commanders of his al- 
lies. When thefe men were met, he fpoke 
to them to this efFeft. 

" Friends and allies ! we have nothing 
*^ that We can lay to the charge of the gods, 
^* is not having hitherto efFefled whatever 
^^ we.have wifhed for. But if this be the 
** corifequence of performing great things, 
'^ that oni cannot obtain a little leifure for 
•* one's felf, nor enjoy any latis^affion wilfh 
** one's friends ; I bid farewel to fuch hap- 
•* pinefs. You obferved, faid he, yefterday, 
•* that beginning in the morning to give 
•^audience to thofe that cara^, we did not! 
*« make an end before the evening. And; 
*' now y6u fe6 that thefe and rrt^any more^ 
•* than thofe that attended yeflferday ai'e' 
*^ here about, intending to give Us ti'ouble. 
•Mf one fubmit 6ne's felf therefore to ttes, 
•* I reckon that but a very little part of ihe' 
•^ will fall to your (hare, and but a little of* 
'* you to mine. Arid in myfelf,^ I know 
•^ very Well, I fliall have ncJ (hare at all/ 
•* Befides, faid he, there's another ridicu- 
••^lous thing that I take nbtice of. I ftand 
♦* aflb£ted to vou, as it isnahiral for me to 
"* do. ' But ot thofe that ftand here around, 
"' I niay know here and there one; or per- 
••' hat)s none at all; and thefe nlen ftand 
•^ fo aifpofed, as to think, that if thi^ e^n 
•* get the better of you in ci'owdihg, they 
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" (hs^ll cSc0k vfh^ they dffii'e at my hands 
" fooijer than you ftiall. Yet I ihould 
-** .think it proper, that jif any of tjhem wartt 
*^ me, tjiey jiwvild ma)ce their court to you 
that are njy frie;ids, and ;hcg to be intro- 
*^ dviced. But fomebody then peihaps may 
*' fay. Why did not I fet myfejf upon this 
*^ foot frpm the beginning, and why did I 
^* ^ve miyfell up fo in common? Why, 
V becaqfe I knew that the affairs of war 
'« were pf fuch a nature, that the com* 
*^ nfiand^r ought npt to be behind-hand el- 
*^ ther iQ knowing y^hdA was fit to ) be 
'V Hnpwii, or in executing what the ooca- 
'* lion required. And fuch commandcx^a as 
*^ vjrere feldow :to Ije feon* I thought, let 
f * (Up ip^y things that were proper) to be 
*« dqn?. 9jist luice war that recjuires the 
^' utipoft la|>qur and diligence is now ceaf- 
^« edi ; nyr ow^i ^ind feems to me to require 
«r fome sj^* As I am therefore at a lofe 
«* what tQ do, that JO\ir own affairs and 
" thofe of others that it is our part to take 
^* care pf, np^ay be eftablifhed upon the heft 
^^ foot • let fome one or other, give us fuch 
" advice, as he thinks the molt advantage- 
« aus."~-r-Thu8 Cyrus fpoke. 

Tjh»h Artebazus, he who had faid here- 
^fore, that he wasjtiis relation, rofe up after 
\s\f^ and fpoke. " You have done vary 
" well, Cyrus \ 4aid he, in j^eginning this 
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** difcourfe. For while you were yet very 
" young, £ fet out, with a defire to be your 
" friend ; but obferving that you were not 
" at all in want of me, I negle6ted coming 
" to you. When you came afterwards to 
" want me as a zealous deliverer of Cyax- 
«* ares's orders to the Medes, I counted upon 
«* it, that if I undertook this for you with 
5* zeal, I fhould become your intimate friend 
<* and converfe with you as long as I pleafed. 
«^ Thefe things were fo effeftually done, that 
'^ I had your commendation. After this, 
«* the Hyrcanians firft became oiir friends, 
«* and this while we were in great diftrefs 
** for affiftants. So that in the tranfport 
** we. almoft carried them about with us 
*' in our arms. After this, when the ene- 
" my*s camp was taken, I did not think 
"that you were ^ at leifure for me, and I 
** excufed you ; after this, Gobrias became 
*^ your friend, and I was rejoiced at it. 
*^ Then Gadatas too, and it became a down- 
right labour to (hare of you. When the 
Sacians . and CadufiaAs became your allies 
and friends, it was probably very fit for 
" you to cultivate and ferve them, for they 
" had ferved you. When we came back 
" again to the place from whence we fet 
*^ out, then feeing you taken up with your 
** horfe, your chariots and your engines, I 
" thought that when you were at leifure 
^^ from all this, then you would have leifure 
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" for me. But when the terrible meflage 
" came, that all mankind were aflembling 
" a^ainft us, I determined with myfelf, that 
** this was the decifive affair ; and if things 
*' fucceeded well here, I thought myfelf fare 
^* that we (hould then plentifully enjoy each 
^« other's company and converfe. Now we 
*^ have fought the decifive battle and con- 
*^ quered) we have SarJes and Crafusm our 
" hands 5 Babylon we have taken 3 and we 
^* have born down all before us. And yet 
^* by the god Mithres ! yefterday, had not I 
" made my way with my fift thro' the mul- 
^^ titude, I had not been able to get to you. 
" And when you had taken me by the 
^' hand and bid me ftay by you, then there 
^^ I flood to be gazed at for pafling the 
** whole day with you, without either meat 
** or drink. J^ow therefore if any means 
^^ can be found, that they who have been 
^^ the moft deferving, Ihall have the greatefl: 
^^ ihare of you 'tis well: if not, then would 
^* I ^gain give out orders, from you, that 
^^ all fhould depart, excepting us that have 
^* been your friends from the beginning." 

At this Cyrus ^nd many others laughed, 
1 — - Theii Cbryfantas the Perfian rofe and 
fpoke thus. *^ Heretofore, probably, Cyrus ! 
^* you kept yourfelf open to the eyes of all, 
^^ for the reafons you have yourfelf expreff- 
f ^d i and becaufe we w^re not the people 
Z ' « that 
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'* that you were chiefly to cultivate ; for we 
•^ attended for our own fakes, but your 
bufinefs was by all methods to gain the 
multitude, that they might with all pofli- 
hle fatisfadlion be ready to undergo la-

** hours and run dangers with us. But 
** lince you are not only in circuinftances 



** to do this, but are able to acquire others, 
^* that you may have occafion for, it is now 
** very fit that you have a houfe yourfelf. 
*' Or what enjoyment can you have of your 
** command, if you are the only one, that 
*' does not fhare at home? than which 
*^ there's no place that to men is more fa- 
** crcd, none more agreeable to them, and 
*^ none nearer to them in their afFe6lions, 
** And then, faid he, do not you think, that 
^* we muft be afhamed to fee you abroad 
*^ faring hard, when we ourfelves are in 
^^ houfes, and feem to have fo much the 

*\ advantage of you ? When Chryfantds 

had faid this, many more concurred with hirti 
in it, 

After this he entered the royal palac6, 
and they that conveyed the treafures from 
Sardes delivered them up here. When Cyrus 
entered, he firft facrificed to the goddefs 
vefta, and then to regal jove, and to what- 
ever other deity the mages thought proper. 
Having done this, he now begah to regulate 
pther affairs. And confidering what his 

bufinefs 
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buiinefs was, and that he was taking upon 
him the government of great multitudes of 
men, he prepared to take up his habitation 
in th^ greateft city of all that were of note 
in the world, and this city had as great en- 
mity to him as any city could have to a man. 

Taking thefe things into his confidera- 
tion, he thought himfelf in want of a guard 
about his perfon ; and well knowing, that 
men are at no time fb much expofed as 
/While they are eating, or drinking, or bath- 
ing, or upon their bed, or alleep, he exam* 
.in*d with himfelf, what fort of people he 
might have about him, that might be befl 
trurted upon thofe- occafions. And he was 
of opinion, that i;iq man could ever be truft- 
ed, who fHould love another more than the 
perfon wJio wanted his guard. Thofe men 
therefore that had fon^ or wives that were 
agreeable to thejii, or youths that they were 
fond of, he judged to be under a natural 
iieceility of loving them heft* And obferv- 
ing that eunuchs were deprived of all thefe 
things, he thought that they would have the 
greateft afFe6lion for thofe that were able to 
enrich them the moft, to redrefsthem in cafe 
of any wrong done theiH, and to beftow ho- 
nours upon them. And in his bounty to thefe 
Seople, he thought that no one could exceed 
imfelf. Belides all this, eunuchs being the 
objeil of other mens contempt, are, for this 
Z 2 Veafon, 
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reafon, in want of a maftcr to countenance 
and iupport them For there*s no man that 
c)oes not think it his due to affume the up- 
per-hand ot an eunuch in every thing, unlefs 
fome fuperior power controul him in it. But 
nothing hinders an eunuch from having the 
upper-hand of all in his fidelity to his maf- 
ter. That eunuchs were deftitute of all 
vigour, which is what moft people think; 
this did not appear to him to be fo : And 
he grounded his argument upon the exam- 
ple of other animals; for vitious horfes, 
when they are cut, give over biting indeed 
and being vitious, but arc not at all the lefe 
fit for fervice in war. And buUs^ that are ft> 
ferved, throw off their infolence and untradl- 
ablenefs, but they are not deprived of theif 
ftrength and fitnefs for labour. Dogs in 
like manner that are cut, give over the trick 
of leaving their mafters, but for watching 
and for their ufe in hunting they are not at 
all the worfe. And men, in the fame man- 
ner, become the more gentle by being de- 
prived of this defire. But they are not the 
lefs careful of things that are given them in 
charge, nor are they worfe horfe-men, nor 
lefs able at throwing of the javelin, nor left 
dcfirous of honour. And they have madi 
it evident that both in war and in hunting, 
they flill preferve emulation in their minds. 
And with refpeft to their fidelity upon oc- 
cafion of their mailers being deftroyed, they 

have 
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have floo4 thegreateft trials. And no men 
have ever fhewn greater inftances of fidelity 
m the misfortunes of their mailers, than 
eunuchs have done. But if they may be 
thought to have loftfomething of the ftrength 
of theiir bodies ^ arms perhaps make it up, 
and put the weak and the ftrong upon the 
fame level in war. 

JiTDGiNG things to be thus, he began 
from his door-keepers, and made all thofe 
that officiated about his perfon to be eunuchs^ 
But then being of opinion, that this was not 
a fufficient guard againft the great multi- 
tude of people that were difafFeSed towards 
him, he confklered whom he fliould take 
from amongft all the reft, as the moft faith- 
ful for his guard around the palace. Ob^ 
ierving therefore, that the Ferfiam while at 
home, were thofe that fared the hardelt 
upon the account of thefa: poverty, and lived 
in the moft laborious manner, becaufe then: 
country wa^ rocky and barren, and they 
themfelves forced^ to work with their own 
hands ; he thought thefe would be the moft 
pleafed with th^t fort of life that they lived 
with him. Out of thefe therefore he took 
ten thoufand fence- men, who kept guard 
both night and day round about the palace, 
whilft he kept quiet at hcwne* And when 
he went abroad^- they marched with him, 
ranged in order on *very fide of him. Then 

think- 
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thinking it neceflary that thertf fhould be a 
guard fufficient for the whole city, whether 
he were there prefent himfelf or abfent a- 
broad, he eftablifhed a fufficient garrifon in 
Babyloriy and appointed the Ba^lonians to 
fupply thefe men likewife with their pay^ 
intending to diftrefs them as much as he 
could, that they might be i educed to the 
loweft condition, and be the. moft eafily 
managed. This guard that was then efta- 
blifhed about his own perfon, and in Baby^ 
loHy continues upon the fame foot at thi» 
day. 

Then taking into his confideration, hov^ 
his whole dominion might be maintained, 
and more might be acquired; he was of 
opinion, that thefe mercenaries were not fo 
much better than the people fubje6led as 
they were fewer in number. He determined 
therefore, that he ought to retain thofe brave 
men, who had with the aififtance of the 
gods helped him to his conqueft ; and to 
take care that they fhould not grow remife 
in the praftice of virtue. And that he 
might not feem to order and direft them ; 
but that as judging of themfelves what was 
befl, they might perfevere in virtue and cul- 
tivate it ; he called together the alike-ho- 
noured and all fuch as were proper, as well • 
as thofe whom he thoqght worthy to fhare 
with him, both in his /feibours and advanta- 
ges • 
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ges ; and when they were met, he fpoke to 
this effefit. - 

«^ My friends and allies ! we owe the 
^* greateft thanks to the gods, for having 
^' granted us the things of which we thought 
^* ourfelves worthy. For we are now poF- 
^' fefs'd of a very large and noble country, 
^* and of people^ who, by their labour in 
^^ the culture of it/ will maintain us. We 
-*' have houfes ahd furniture in them. And 
^* let hone of you imagine that by his pof- 
*' feffion he holds things that are foreign 
** and not belonging to him. For it is a 
** perpetual law amongft all men, that 
^< when i city is taken from an enemy, both 
^* the perfons, and treafures of the inhabi- 
** tants belong to the captors. Whatever 
^Mt is therefore that you poffefs, you do 
<< not poffefs it unjuftly ; but whatever you 
^' fuffer them to keep, it is in benignity and 
^'' love to mankind, that you do not take it 

*' away. *' As to the time to come, my 

^* judgment is this. — — If we turn our- 
^^ felvesto a negligent and abandoned courfe 
•^ of lite, and to the luxury and pleafure of 
^* vitious men, who think labour to be the 
^* greateft mifery, and a hfe of eafe to be a 
^* pleafure ; then, I /ay, we fhall prefently 
^* become of lefs value in ourfelves, and 
^* (hall prefently lofe all our advantages. 
^^ for to have been once brave men, is not 

^* fufficient 
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*' fufficient in order to continue brave vmen, 
" unlefs one continue- caretul of one's felf 
*' to the end. But as all other arts, when 
" neglefted, fink in their worth 5 and as in 
" the cafe of our bodies, when in good con- 
** dition, if we abandon them to a courfc of 
«* lazineis and inaflivity, they become again 
•* faulty and deficient 5 fo a difcreet temper 
*< of mind, temperance and the command 
" of our paffions, and courage, wheQ n 
*« man remits the praffcice of them, from 
" thenceforward turn again into vice. Wc 
«^ ought not therefore to be remifs, ncn: 
«' throw ourfelves immediately upon every 
" prefent pleafure. For I think it a gre^ 
" thing to acquire a dominion, and yet a 
«* greater to preferve it when acquired. For 
" to acquire, often befalls a man who con- 
** tributes nothing towards it but boldn^ 
" in the attempt. But to preferve an ac- 
<< quifition, that one has made; this cannot 
*' be done, without difcretion, nor without 
" the command of one's paffions, nor with- 
•' out care. And knowing things to be 
'* thus, we ought to be much more careful 
^* in the practice of virtue now, than before 
f' we made thefe valuable acquifitions 5 well 
•* knowing, that when a man has mpft in 
*^ his poffeffion, he then raofl aboutids \n 
" thofe that envy him, that form defigns 
** againfl: him, and that are his enemies $ 
<* e^cially if he hold the pofleffions and 

<* fervice 
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** fervice of men as we do againft their 
** wills. The gods, .we ought to believe, 
'* will be with us ; for we are i)ot got into 
'* an Uhjuft poffeffion of thefe things, by 
^^ defigns and contrivances of our own to 
^* get them 5 but upon defigns thathav^ 
** been formed againft us, we have revenged 
*« ourfelves in the puniftiment of the con-^ 
•< trivers.^^The next beft thing after this, 
'' is what we muft take care to provide 
*^ ourfelves with ; and that is, to be better 
" than the people that are fubjeited and to * 
" deferVe to rule. In heat therefore, and 
*/ in cold, in me^t and drink, in labours 
*^ arid in reft,, we muft of neceffity allow 
*^ out- fervahts a fhare. But while we fharp 
^^ with fhem in thefe things* we fhould en- 
*^ deavourto appear fuperior to them in all 
" of them. But in the knowledge and 
^* practice of military affairs, we aje not to 
*^ allow any fhare at all, to fuch as we m- 
•^ tehd to have as labourers and tributaries 
'* to us } but in all exercifes of this kind,. 
*' we muft preferve the afcendantj det^r-^ 
^^ mining within ourfelves, that the gods^ 
*^ have fet thefe things before men, as the 
^' inftruments and means of hberty and^ 
*^ happinefsL^ And as we have taken arms 
•' away from them, fo ought we never to 
*^ be without them ourfelves ^ well know-^ 
" ing, that they who have always their 
'^ arms the neareft at hand, have what they 
A a defire. 
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«« defire the moft at their command. If 
<^ any one fuggefts to himfelffuch things as 
«* this ; as, what advantage is it to us to ef- 
<« feft what we defire, if we muft ftill bear 
«' hunger and thirft, labour and applicati- 
«* on ? This man ought to learn, that good 
«* things give fo much the more delight, as 
«* one takes the more pains before-hand to 
«^ attain them. Labour and pains are what 
<* gives a relifti to all good thmgs. With- 
<« out being in want of a thing, there's 
•* nothing that can be acquired, tho' never 
*« fo noble, that can be pleafant. If fome 
*« divinity have afforded us the things that 
*< men the moft defire ; in order to have 
*« them appear the pleafanteft, every one 
«« will make them fo to himfelf . And Aich 
^' a man will have as much the advantage 
** of thofe that live more neceffitous, as he 
*• will get the pleafartteft food when he is 
** hungry, enjoy the pleafanteft drink when 
" he is thirfty, and when he wants reft, can 
" take it in the pleafanteft manner. Upon 
^* all thefe accounts, I fay, we muft charge 
*' ourfelves with the part of brave and 
" excellent men, that we may enjoy our 
*^ advantages in the beft manner and with 
'* the moft pleafiire, and that we may nevef 
" come to experience the greateft hardftiip 
" in the world. For it is not fo hard a 
" matter to gain advantages, as it is afflifl- 
" ing to be deprived of them, after one has 

" obtained 
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«' obtained them. Confider then, what 
«* pretence we can have to choofe to be 
*^ worfe than before. Is it becaufe we have 
** obtained dominion ? But it does not be- 
** come a prince to be more vicious than 
*« thofe that are under his command But 
^* perhaps it may be, becaufe we feem to be 
*' more profperous and happy than before. 
*' Will any man fay then that vice is to be 
** indulged to profperity ? But perhaps fince 
** we have acquired flaves, if they are vici- 
^'ous we will punifh them ; and how does 
** it become one that is vicious himfelf, to 
*^ punifti others for vice and floth ? Confi- 
^* der this farther, that we are preparing to 
^^ maintain abundance of men, as guards to 
" our houfes and perfons. And how can 
*• it be other wife, than bafe in us, to thirik 
<* it fit, to have others as guards of our own 
** fafety, and not to be guards to purfelves ? 
*^ And you ought to be well affured that 
^* there is no other guard fo fecure, as to 
^' be one's felf an excellent and worthy 
** man. This muft keep you company. 
«' For with one that is deftitute of virtue, 
^« nothing elfe ought to go well.- What then 
«* do I fay ypu fliould do ? Where pradlife 
*^ virtue ? Where apply to the exercife of 
" it ?— r-Nothing new, my friends, will I tell 
" you. But as the alike -honoured among 
" Perfiam, pafs their time about the courts; 
^* fo \ fay it is our part, being all alike-ho* 
A a 2 ^^ noured 
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«* noured here, to praftife the fame things 
** that are pra6lifed there. It's your part to 
•* attend hcrej keeping your eyes upon me, 
** to obferve, if 1 continue careful of the 
*« things that 1 ought to be careful of. I 
** will keep my eyes intent upon you, and 
^* fuch as 1 fee praftifing things good and 
*' excellent I will reward. The fons that 
*« we have we (hall here inftrufl ; we fhall 
** be ourfelves the better, by being d^firous 
*' to fhew ourfelvfes thebeft examples to 
" them that we can. And the boys will 
** not eafily become vicious, not even 
** tho' they incline to it, when they neither 
" fee nor hear any thing that is mean or 
•• bafe, and pafs their whole time under 
" excellent mftitutions." 



CrRQ^ 
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H U S then Cyrus fpoke ; after 
him, Chryfantas rofe and fpoke 
in this manner. '' I have fre- 
" quently at other times obferv- 
" ed, my friends ! that a good 
*^ prince is not at all different from a good 
^* farther. For fathers are careful to pro- 

" vide 
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" vide that their children may never come 
" to fail of what is tor their advantage; 
** and Cyrus feems now to me, to advife us 
" to fuch things as will make us pafs our 
** days in the moft fortunate ^nd happy 
" manner. But what I think he has been 
" defective in laying open, this I will en- 
" deavour to explain to thofe that are pot 
•^ apprized of it. For have you confidered 
" what city belonging to an enemy can 
** poflibly be taken by men that are not 
^* obedient iq command? And what city 
*' that belongs to thofe that are friends, 
'' can be preferved by men that are not 
" obedient ? And what army confifting 
** of men difobedient and refraftpry, can 
•* be viftorious ? How can men fooner 
" be defeated in battle, than when eveiy 
•• one begins feparately to confult their own 
" particular fatety ? of what other valuable 
" thing ,can be performed by fuch as do 
" not fubmit to die direction of their bet- 
•* ters ? What cities are they that are juftly 
** and wifely regulated ? What are thofe 
" families that prefervc themfelves in fafety ? 
" And how come fhips to arrive whither 
" they are bound ? By what other means 
" have we obtained the advantages we 
" have, more than by obedience to our 
" commander ? By this we have been pre- 
" fently ready at our proper pofts; and by 
** following our commander in compaft 

** order^, 
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*« order, we have been irrefiftiblej and of 
'* things that have been given us in charge, 
** we have left none executed by halves* 
^\ Therefore, if obedience to command be 
*« of the greateft advantage, with refpedt 
/* to the making acquifitions ; be you af- 
'^ fured, that it is in the fame manner of 
•' the greateft advantage, with refpcft to the . 
*^ preferving what is fit for us to preferve. 
*^ Heretofore we were fubjeft to the com- 
** mands of many, and commanded none 
** ourfelves ; but now you are all upon a 
** foot of bearing rule;, fome over more, 
** and fome over lefs. Therefore, as you 
^^ defire to rule thofe that are under you, 
*^ fo let us all fubmit to thofe that it be- 
** comes us to fubmit to. We ought to 
*^ diftinguifh ourfelves fo far from flaves, 
5* as that flaves do fervice to their mafters 
** againft their wills; and it we defire to 
^ be free, we ought willingly to perform 
** what appears to be moft excellent and 
^^ worthy. You will find, faid he, that 
** where a people are under a government 
*« that is not monarchical, and are moft 
*' ready to pay obedience to their rulers,^ 
*' they are always leaft liable to the necef- 
^^ fity of fubmitting to their enemies. Let 
'* us therefore attend about the palace as 
** Cyrus orders ; let us pra6life thofe things 
** that will beft enable us to hold what we 
ought ; and let us yield ourfelves to 6y- 



u 
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•* rusj M make ufe of us in what is proper* 
*« For you ought to be well affured, that it 
*^ is not poffible for Cyrus to find any thing 
** that he can make an advantage of to 
** himfelf, and that is not fo to us* fihce 
** the lame things are alike Serviceable to 
** us both, and we have both the fame ehe- 
«* mies." 

Whek Chryfantas had faid thi^, Miny 
more, both Terfiam and allies, rofe up and 
fpoke to the fanie efFeft. Aiid it was de- 
termined, that the men of note and quality 
ftiould always attend at Cyrus's doors, and 
yidd themfelves to his fervice, in whatever 
bethought fit, till he himfelf difmifled them. 
And according as it was then determineci, 
fo ^lo thofe in yija, that are under the king, 
do yet at this day. And they attend at the 
doors of their princes. Arid as in this dif» 
courfe it is mewh, how Qirus eftablilhed 
tbings in order to fecure the dominion to 
himielf, and to the Perjians ; fo dothekihgs 
his fuGceffors contiune to put the fame things 
in practice as kws to this day. But it is 
in this, ias in other things ; vvhen there is a 
better direftor, theeftabliKhed rules are exe- 
cuted more ftriftly, and when there is a 
worfe, more negligently. The men of note 
therefore frequented the gates of Cvfus, with 
their horfes and lances ; this being the joint 
determination of all the beft of thofe that 

concurred 
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concurred with him' in the overthrow, oi 
this empire. ^ 

CTRVS then cbnilrituted different offii 
fcers to take care of different affairs. He 
had his receivers of the revenues ; his pay- 
mafterS, overfeers of his works, keepers of 
his treafures, and ofHcfirs to provide things 
that were proper fbr his table. He ap- 
pointed as matters of his horfe and of his 
dogs, fuch as hi thought would provide 
him with the beft of thefe kinds Of crea- 
tures for his ufe. * But as to thofe whom he 
thought fit to hav?*as joint-guardians of hi$ 
power and grandeur, he himfdf took care 
to have theih the beft ; he did not give this 
in charge to others, but thought it his own 
bufiriefs. He knew that in cafe he were at 
any time obliged to come to a battle, 'they 
that were to ftahd by him on each fide, and 
to fupport him in the rear, were to be 
taken from amongft thefe ; with thefe he 
was to engage in the greateft dangers. Out 
of thefe he knew he was t6 conftitute the 
tommartders of his feveral bodies^ of foot 
and horfe, and if he were in Want of ge- 
nerals to ferve any where in his own ab- 
fence, out of thefe he knew they were to be 
lent. Some of thefe he knew he was to 
ufe as guardians and fatraps of cities and 
Whble nations ; and forne of them y/ere to 
be fent out as embafTadorss and this he 

B b thought 
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thought a thing of die grcatcfl* confequence 
with refpeft to the obtaining what he de- 
fii ed without a war. If they therefore that 
were to be entrufted with the management 
of moft affairs, and of affairs of the great- 
eft confequencct were not fuch as they ihould 
he ; he thought inatters would go very ill 
with him -, but if . they were fuch as they 
jfhould be, he reckoned that affairs would 
go very well. 

This being his judgment, he therefore 
took this care upon him, and he reckoned 
that he himfelf was to engage in the fame 
exercife of virtue. For he thought it not 
poflible for one who was not himfelf fuch 
fts he ihould be, to incite others tp ffreat 
and noble anions. Upon thefe confidcra* 
tiona, he thought Jeifure in the firft place 
fiecefiary, if he intended to have it in his 
power to take care of the principal affairs^ 
lie reckoned it therefore irnpoffible for him 
to be negfigent of his revenues ; forefeeing 
that upon a great dominioh, he muft of ne- 
ceitity be ^t a great expence. But then, on 
the other fide, his pofTeflions being very 
great, to be himfelf always taken up about 
Siem, he thought would leave him no lei- 
sure to take care of the fafety of the whole. 

I 
S o taking into his confideration how his 
oeconomy might be iettkd upon a good foot^ 

and 
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and he, at the fame time, might have ki- 
fare j he obferved the order of an army. 
For as the commanders of tens take care of 
their fevcral decads J the captaiijts, of the 
commanders of tens) the commanders of 
thoufands, of the captains : the command- 
ers of ten thoufand, of the commanders of 
thoufands^ by which means, no one is left 
without care, tho' an army confifts cf many 
times ten thoufand men ; and when a ge« 
xieral has any fervice for the army to do, it 
is enough for him tp give his orders to the 
commanders of ten thoufand. In like man- 
ner as thefe affairs were regulated, Cyrus ac- 
cordingly ranged the affairs of his houfhold 
under certain heads: and thus Cyrus by 
difcourfing with a few people wag enabled 
to have the affairs of his ow:onQmy takm 
care of; and atter this, he had yet mor^ 
leifure than another man who had but a 
fingle houfe or fingle (hip in charge. Hav- 
ing thus fettled his own affairs, he? taught 
others to ufe the iame method; and io pro- 
cured leilure both for himfelf and for thofe 
about him. 

He then b^an to take upon him the hur 
fineis of making his companions in power 
fuch as they Ihould be. And in the firft 
place, as many as were able to fubfift by 
the labour ot others, and were not attend* 
ingat his doors» thefe he enquired into > 
B b 2 reckon* 
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reckoning, that they who did attend would 
not be guilty of any bafe and vile aflion, 
both by reafon of their being near their 
prinee, and that in whatever they did they 
would be obferved by the moft excellent 
men. They that did not attend, he rec- 
koned ab(ented themfelves, either out of 
their indulgence of lome vicious paffion, or 
upon the account of fome unjuft practice, 
or out of negligence. Being firft therefore 
convinced of thisf in his judgment, he 
brought all fuch men under a neceflity of 
attending. For he ordered fome one of 
thofe about him that were his chief friends 
to feize what belonged to the perfpn that 
did not attend, and to declare that it be- 
longed to himfelf. When this was done, 
they that were difpoffefled immediately came 
and complained, as perforis that had been 
wronged. Cyrus of a great while was not 
at leifure to give fuch men a hearing ; and 
when he had heard them, he deferred the 
decifion of the matter a long while. By 
a6fing thus, he thought he accuftomed 
them to make their court, and with lefs ill- 
will to him, than if he himfelf had forced 
them to attend, by infiidling puniftiments 
upon them This was one method of inV 
ftruflion that he ufed, in order to make 
men attend upon him. Another was, to 
command thofe that attended upon fuch 
fcmces, as were moft eafy to execute and 

moft 
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moft profitable. Another was, never to al- 
low the abfent a Ihare in any advantage. 
But the chief method oF all that he ufed to 
neceffitate men to attend, was this, that in 
cafe a man did not yield obedience tp thefe 
other methods, he then to9k what he had 
from him, and gave it to another man that 
he thought would be able to attend upon 
the proper occafions. And thus he gained 
9 ufcful friend, inftead of a ufelefs one. 
And the prefent king ftill makes enquiry, 
whether any one of thofe be abfent whofe 
P^rt it is to attend. 

In this manner, did he carry himlfelf to 
thofe that did not attend upon him. But 
thofe that afforded him their attendance 
and fervice, he thought he fhould beft ex- 
cite to great apd noble actions ) it he, being 
their prince, fhould endeavour to fhew him- 
felf to thofe whom he governed, the mofl 
accomplifhed of all in virtue. For he thought 
he obferved, that men were the better for 
written laws, but a good prince, he rec- 
koned, was to men a feeing-law ; becaufe 
he was able both to give dirediions, to fee 
the man th^t ^6ted irregularly, and to pu- 
nifh him. 

This being his judgment, he fhew'd him- 
felf^ in the firfl place, the more induftrious 
\o difcharge himfelf in all dues to the gods, 

at 
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at that time when he was in the moft for- 
tunate circumflances. And then were firil: 
appointed certain mages to fing a hymn to 
the GODS, always as foon as it was day, 
and every day to facrifice to fuch deities as 
the mages ihould dircdt. And the efta- 
Wifhments that were thus made at that 
time, continue in ufe with the king that 
ftill fucceeds in the government, on to this 
day. The reft of the Perjians therefore 
were the firft that followed his example in 
thcfe things ; reckoning, that they fhould be 
the more fortunate if they feryed the gods 
as he did, who was the moft fortunate of 
all, and their prince. And they thotight 
by doing thus they ftiould pleafe Cyrus. 
But Cyrui accounted the piety of thofc a* 
bout him, an advantage to nimfelf; rec* 
koning as they do, who choofe to under- 
take a voyage in company with men of pie- 
ty, rather than with fuch as appear to have 
been guilty of any thing impious. And be- 
jfides this, he reckoned that if all his affo- 
dates were religious, they would be the lefe 
apt to be guilty of any thing impious to- 
wards each other, or towards him, -who 
thought himfelf their benefador. Then by 
ihewing himfelf to be under great concern 
and fear of doing injury to any friend or 
ally, and keeping fteadily to the rule of 
juftice, he thought that others would ab- 
ftain the more from bafe gains> and would 

take 
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take care that their revenue fhould arife to 
them by juft methods. And he was of opi- 
nion that he fhould the better inrpire other 
men with reipedi: and awe, if he himfdf 
appeared to pay fo great a refped: to all, as 
never to fay or do any tning fliameful and 
vile. And that it would fall out thus, he 
grounded His argument upon this ; that not 
only in the cafe of a prince, but evea of 
fuch as men had no fear of, they paid more 
refpedt to thofe that behaved refpeft fully 
than they did to the impudent. And fuch 
women as they obferved to be modeft and 
re(pe£lf ul, they were the more ready to pay 
relped: to. And he thought that a temper 
of obedience would be the more firmly efta- 
bliftied in thofe about him, if he appeared 
to beftow greater rewards upon the obedi* 
ent, than upon thofe that feemed poflefled 
of the greateft and moft elaborate virtues. 
In this opinion and in this praftice he aU 
ways continued. And then by fhewing his 
own goodnefs and modefty of temper, he 
made all others the more ready to pra6life 
it ; for when men fee one that has it moft 
in his power to behave with haughtinefs 
and infolence, behave with this modefty 
and goodnefs of temper, then, even thofe 
of the loweft degree, arc the more willing 
to be feen afting without any manner of 
infolence. He diftinguiftied that refped: 
and awe £rom^ this goodneis of temper in 

this 
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this manner. That they who were poflcfs'd 
with this awe, avoided things that were 
Ihamehil and Vile, while they were cxpofed 
to the eyes of others ; but that the modeft 
and good-femper'd did it even in the dark. 
Be thought likewife to make nien pradifc 
a command of then paffions beftj by (hew- 
ing that he himl'elf was not drawn away^ 
by prefent pleafures, from the purTait of 
good and excellent things * and that he pre- 
ferred toil and labour in the put fuit of a 
noble end before all delights. Being there- 
fore fuch a man hinifelt, he eftabliihed an 
Excellent order at his doors* The meanef 
fort fubmitting to the better, arid all be- 
having with great awe and decency, on6 
towards another* You fliould ndt fee any 
one there in anger, breaking out into noif^ 
and clamour, nor exprefling an infulting 
pleafure in infolent laughter. But to fe^ 
them you would think that they really lived 
in the moft comely and noble manner. Iri 
the pra6tice of fuch things as thefe, and 
with fuch things always before their eyes, 
they pafled their days at the doors of Cyrus. 

But then in order to inure them to the 
pra6tice of military affairs ; ' he led out all 
thofe to hunt that he thought proper t6 
exercife in that manner y reckoning this the 
beft method of praflifing all fuch things as 
relate to war. as well as the truefl exercife 

of 
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of the art of riding : for this helps them 
the moft of any thing, to fit firm on horfe- 
back, in all forts of ground, by means of 
their ^purfoing the wild beafts in their 
flight ; and this the moft of any thing 
makes them capable of ailing on horfebacfc, 
by means of their love of praife and defire 
of taking their game. And by this he chiefly 
accuftomed his aflbciates tp gain a command 
over their paflions, and to be able to bear 
toil, to bear coW and heat, hunger and 
thirft. And the king th^t now reigns toge- 
ther with thofe that are about him, continue 
ftill the fame pra6lice. 

It is evident therefore, by what has been 
before faid, that he thought dominion be- 
came no one, that was not himfelf better 
than thofe whom he governed. And that 
by thus exercifing thefe about him, he in- 
ured himfelf the moft of all to a command 
of his paflions, and to all military arts and 
exercifes. For he led out others abroad to 
hunt, when there was n6 necefllty that ob- 
liged him to ft ay at home ; and when there 
was any fuch neceflity, he then hunted the 
beafts that were maintained in his parks. 
He never took his fupper before he gave 
himfelf a fweat, nor did he ever throw food 
to his horfes before they were exercifed. 
And he invited his eunuchs abroad with 
him to this hunting. He himfelf therefore 

C c greatly 
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greatly excelled in all noble performances> 

.and they that were about him likewife did 

fo, by means of their continual exercife. 

In this manner he made himfelf an exam- 

Elc to otherl And befides this, whofoever 
e faw the mod zealous in the purfuit of 
generous aftions, fuch he rewarded with 
prefents, with commands, with placing them 
m the principal feats, and with all other 
honours. So that he raifcd a mighty emu- 
lation amongft all, to try by what means 
every one might appear to Cyrus the moft 
deferving. 

And, I thinly, I have likewife heard con- 
cerning Cyrus ; that he was of opinion, that 
princes ought to excel thofe that are under 
their dominion, not only in being better 
than they, but that they ought likewife to 
play the impollors with them. He chofe 
therefore to wear the Median robe, and per- 
fuaded his affociates to put it on; for in 
cafe a man had any thing defe«5live in his 
perfon, he thought that this concealed it, 
and made thofe that wore it appear the 
: handfomeft and the talleft. And they have 
2l fort of fhoe where they may fit in fome- 
thing under their feet, without its being 
ieen, fo as to make themfelves appear taller 
than they really are. He allowed them al- 
fo to colour their eyes, that they might 
feem to have finer eyes than they redly had 5 

and

and to paint themfelves, that they might 
appear to be of better complexions than 
they naturally were of. He took care like- 
wife to ufe them not to be feen to fpit, or 
blow the nofe, or turn afide to gaze at any 
fpeftacle, as if they were men that admired 
nothing. And all thefe things he thought 
contributed fomething to their appearing 
the more awful to the people that were fub* 
Jeft to his dominion. 

Those that he thought the proper per-^ 
fons to fhare by his own means in the do- 
minion with him, he difcipliqed in this 
manner ; and by ading himfelf at the head 
of them, in the fame venerable and majef- 
tick way. But thofe that he managed for 
fervitude, he never encouraged to the prac- 
tice of ingenuous labours, nor allowed them 
the poffeffion of arms, but took care that 
they (hould never go without their meat and 
drink for the fake of thefe liberal exerqifes ; 
for when with their horfe they drove out 
the' wild beafts into the plains, he allowed 
meat and drink to be carried for the ufe of 
thele people during the hunt, but not for 
any of the ingenuous. And when he was 
upon a march, he led them t6 water as he 
did the beafts of burthen, and when the 
time for dinner came, he waited till they 
had eat fomething that they might not be 
4iftreffed with hunger. So that thefe peo- 
C C 3. pie. 
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pie, as the better fort lifcewile did, called 
hira their father, for taking care that be- 
yond all doubt they ihould always continue 
flaves. 

Thus he provided for the fecurity ci the 
whole Perfian dominion. But he was very 
confident, that he himfclf was in no dan- 
ger of meeting with any mifchief from the 
people that were conquered, for he reckoned 
them weak and difpirited, and he obferved 
them xieflituteof all order, ^nd befidesifK>ne 
of them ever came near him by night or 
day. But fuch as he reckoned the better 
fort, that he faw armed and in compact or- 
der ; fome of them, commanders of horie, 
and fome of foot, and mariy of them that 
he perceived with fpirits equal to rule, that 
were next to his own guards, and many of 
whom were frequently in compai^ with 
himfelf, (for there was a aiecdiity thai it 
fhould be fo, becaufe he -was to make ufe 
of them,) from thefe there was the moft 
'dangler of his receiving mifchief many ways. 
Therefore taking into bis confideration how 
matters might be made fafe for faxm in this 
xej|)e£l; to take away their aiips frxMn 
them> and to render them unfit for war, 
ie did not approve ; both accounting it un- 
jufl, and beHevii^ it to-be a ^flpliftion joi 
his empire. And ^en again not to admit 
them to his prefence, and openly to diftrufl 

them, 
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them, he reckoned the beginning and foun- 
dation of a war, Inftead of all thefe things, 
there was one that he determined to be the ' 
teft for his fecurity, and the handfomeft of 
aU ; which was, to try if poflibly he could 
make the better fort of men more friends tP 
himfelf than to one another. 

By what means therefore it was that in 
my opinion, he came to be beloved, I will 
endeavour to relate. For firft he conftantly 
at all times difplayed as much as he could 
his own good- nature and love to mankind^ 
reckoning, that as it is no eafy matter for 
men to love thofe, who feem to hate thenj, 
or to bear good- will to thofe that have ill 
intentions towards them ; fo it was not pof,- 
fible for thofe that were known to love and 
bear good-will, to be hated by fuch as ^ 

thought themfelves beloved. Therefore whilft^ 
he had it not fo much in his power to be- 
flow rich benefits upon them, he endea- 
voured to captivate their affeftions, by pre- 
venting his companions in care and in 
pains, by appearing pleafed with their ad- 
vantages, and afflifted at their misfortunes : 
but when he had wherewithal to be boun- 
tiful tp them, he feems to me to have known 
in the firft place, that there's no benefac- 
tion amongft men, that is of equal expence 
and is fo grateful, as the fharing meat and 
drink with them. 

And 
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And being of this opinion, he firft re- 
gulated his table fo, as to have placed be- 
fore him, as niany of the fame things that 
he eat of himfelt ^ were fufficient for great: 
numbers of people. Aqd all that was fet 
before him, except what wasi ufed by him- 
felf and his guefts, he diftributed to fuch 
of his trieqds, as he intended to fhew, 
that he remembered or had a kindnefs for, 
He fent likewile about to fuch as he hap- 
pened to be pleafed with \ vvhether they 
were employed upon the guar4 any where, 
or attended to pay their court to him, or 
were concerned in any other affairs. Aijd 
this he did in order to fignify, that they 
who were defirous to do what was pl^afing 
to him were not to be concealed from him, 
He paid the fame honour from his table tq 
his own domefticjcs, when he had a mind 
to give any of them his commendation. 
And all the meat that belonged to his do- 
mefticks, he placed upon his ovvn table ij 
thinking, that as in the cafe of children, fo 
this would gain him fome good-will from 
them. And if he had a mind that any of 
his friends, ft^ould have great numbers of 
people attend and p^y their court to them, 
he fent them prefents from his table. For 
even yet at this day, all people niake the 
greater court to fuch as they obferve to have 
things fent them from off the king's table j 
becaufe they reckon them men in great ho- 
nour 
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nour and efteem, and that in cafe they 
want any thing to be done, they are able 
to.effe<a It for them. And befides. it is 
not only upon thefe accounts, that have 
been mentioned, that the things fent from 
the king are p cafmg. but things that cbnS 
from the king's table do really very muTh 
«ccel m point of pleafure. And that k 
Aould be fo. IS not at all to be wondered 
at.— -For as other arts are wrought up in 
great cities to a greater degree of perfec" 
tion ; in the fame manner are the meats that 
come from the king drelTed in greater ne? 

^'^r^ /°;^^^«^^«^i-^theimepe^S; 
make both the frame of a couch, a door 
a plough atid a table, and frequently the 
fameperfon IS a builder too. and very well 
fatisfied he is. if he meet with cuftomers 
enough to mamtain him. It is imp^Sbk 
therefore for a man that makes a grel? 
many different things, to do them all well 
But m great cities, becaufe there are mul- 
titudes that want every particular tS 
one art alone is fufficie/t C he mlimf 
nance of every one. And frequenVly not 
an entire one neither, but one man makes 
flioes for men, another for women! to^l 
times It happens, that one gets a ma^t^ 
nance by fowmg fhoes together, anoTlS b^ 
cutting them out. one by cutting cJoth^ 
only, and another without doW^nv'^J 
thefe things ,s mamtained by ^^n^l^, 

ther 
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thcr the pieces fo cut out. He thcrcfbrc 
that deals in a bufmeft that lies within a lit- 
tle compafs^ muft of neceflity do it the beft. 
The cafe is the fame with refpedl to the bu- 
linefs of a table, for he that has the fame 
man to cover and adorn the frame of a 
couch, to fet out the table, to knead the 
dough, to drefs ,the feveral different meats, 
muft neceffarily, in my opinion, fare in 
each particular as it happens. But where 
it is bufinefs fnough for one man to boil 
meat> for another to roaft it, for one to 
boil fifti, and for another to broil it, where 
it is bufinefs enough for one man to make 
bread, and that not of every fort neither, 
but that it's enough for him to furnifh one 
fort good, each man in my opinion, muft 
of neceflity work up the things that are 

thus made to a very great perfedion. He 

therefore by this kind of management great- 
ly exceeded ail other people in this fort of 
courtftiip, by prefents of meat. 

And how he came likewife to be greatly 
fuperiour in all other wa^s of gaining up- 
on men, I will now relate. For he that fo 
much exceeded other men in tlje multitude 
of his revenues, exceeded them yet more 
in the multituile of his prefents. C)tus 
therefore b^an it 5 and this cuftom of 
making abundance of prefents, continues 
to this day, pradtifed by the kings his fuc- 
ceflbrs- 
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ceflbrs. Who is there that is known to 
have richer friends than the Peffian king 
has ? who is known to fet out the people 
about him in finer habits than this king 
does ? Whofe prefents are known to be fuch 
as fome of thofe which this king makes ? 
as bracelets and collars, and horfes with bri- 
dles of gold. For it is not allowed there 
that any one (hould have thefe things, but 
he that the king gives them to. What 
other man is there that can be faid to make 
himfelf be preferred before brothers, fathers 
or children by his great prefents ? What 
other man has power tochaftife his enemies 
that are many months journey diftance 
from him, as the Perjian king has ? What 
other man but Cyrus, after having over- 
turned an empire, ever died apd had the 
title of FATHER given him by the people he 
fubjedled ? For it is plain that this is the 
name of one that beftows rather than of 
one that takes away. 

We have been likewife informed, thaf: 
he gain'd thofe men, that are called the 
eyes and the ears of the king, by no other 
means, than by making them prefents, and 
by beftowing honours and rewards upon 
them. For by being very bountiful to thofe 
that gave him an account of what was pro- 
per for him to be informed of, he let abun- 
dance of people upon the fearch both with 
D d ears 
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ears and^yes, to find wh« irtformation thfcy 
fhouM give the king that might be ufeful to 
him. Upon this the eyes, of the king were 
reckoned to be very numerous, and his ears 
fo too. But if any one think proper for a 
king, to choofe but one perfon as his eye, 
he judges not right. For one iBan would 
fee but few things, and one man woukt 
hear but few things ; aiid if this were given 
in c?harge to one only, it would be as if the 
reft were ordered to neglect it. Befides, 
whoever was known to be this eye, pec^le 
would kftow, that they wtre to be t3j)on 
their guard againft him. This then is itot 
tfie courfe that is takers. But the king 
heats every one, th^t fays he has heard or 
feen any thing worthy his attending td. By 
this means, the ears and eyes of the king 
are reckoned to be in great number. And 
people are every whei^e afraid of laying any 
thing to the king's prejudice, as if he him- 
felf heard them -, and of doing any thing 
to his prejudice, as if he himfelf were pre- 
fent. So that no one durft mention any 
thing fcandalous concerning Cyrus to any 
body ; but every one flood fo difpafed, as 
if they were always amidft the eyes and 
ears of the king, whatever comparty they 
were in. 

I know not what caufe any one can bet- 
ter afSgn, for fuch a difpofilion ifi men to- 
wards 
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wards him, than that he thought fit to be- 
flow great benefits in return of little ones. 
And it i§ not to be wondered at, that he, 
who was the richeft of all, exceeded others 
in the greatnefs of his prefents ; but that 
one pofteffedi of the royal dignity fhould ex- 
ceed crthera in the culture and care of his 
friends, thi$ is a thing more worthy of no- 
tice ! He is faid never to have appeared fd 
much aftiamed of being outdone in any 
thing, as in the culture of his friends. And 
a faying of his is recorded ; expreffingi 
** That the bufinefs of a good herds^maii 
*^ ai^d of a good king, were very near 
^^ alike J for a herds-man, he faid, ought 
" to provide for the welfare and happinefs 
** of the herd, and make ufe of them con- 
f ^ fiftently with the happinefs of thofe crea- 
«' tui'es^; and that a king ought in thefain^ 
^^ manner to make men and cities happy, 
^* apd in the fame manner to make u(e of 
^* them.'' It is no wonder therefore, if 
this were his fentiment, that he had an am- 
bition to out-do all in the culture of men. 

And G^rus is faid to have given this no- 
ble inftance to Crcefus, on a certain time, 
when Cr<3efuB fuggefted to hiiji, that by the 
multitude of prefents that he made, he 
would be a beggar, when it was in his 
power to lay up at home mighty treafures 
c^ gold, for the ufe of one. It is faid that 
D d 2 Cyrus 
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Cyrus th?n afked him thus, " What Aims 
" do you think, I fhould now have in pot 
** feffion, if I had been hoarding up gold 
*^ as you bid me, ever fince I have been in 
*^ power?" And that Crcejus in reply, 
named fome mighty fum, and Aat Cyrtu to 
this faid. " Well Crocus ! do you fend 
*' with Hyftafpes here, fome perfon that 
^* you have mofl: confidence sin j and do 
" you, Hyjlajpesr faid he, '^ go about to 
^* my friends, tell them that I am in want 
** of money for a certain affair, (and in 
^' reaUty I am in want of it,) and bid them 
*' furnifti me, with as much, as they are 
^* each of them able to do; and that writ- 
^* ing it down and figning it, they deliver 
", the letter to Cra^fuis officer to bring roe/* 
Then writing down what he had faid and 
%ning it, he gave it to Hyftafpes to carry 
it to hxs friends, but added in the letter to 
them all, *' that they fhould receive Hyjiaf- 
** pes as his friend." . After they had gone 
round, and that Crcefuss officer brought 
the httcrs; Hyftafpes faid, *' O Cyrus ! my 
" king! you mufl: now make ufe of me as 
*' a rich man, for here do I attend you, 
^^ abounding in prefents that have been 
*^ made me upon the account of your let^r 
'' ter/' Cyrus upon this faid, '* This then 
*' is one treafure to me, Cra^fus ! but look 
** over the others, and reckon up whafe 
^^ riches there ^re there, re^dy for me> itt 

*< cafe 
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** cafe 1 lA^ant for my ov/n ufe." Crtrfus 
upon ealculation, is faid to have found 
many times the fum, that he told Cyrus he 
might now have had in his treafury, if he 
hoarded. When it appeared to be thus^ 
Cyrus is reported to have faid, 

'^ You fee, Cr^fus! that I have my trea^ 
^f fures too ; but you bid me hoard theni 
^* up, to be envied and hated for them : 
^* you bid me place hired guards upon them, 
^^ and hi thofe to put my truft. But I 
^' make my friends rich, and reckon theni 
-*' to^ be treafures to me, and guards both to 
^' myfelf; and to all things of value that 
♦* belong to us, and fuch as are more to be 
^* trufted, than if 1 let up a guard of hire- 
*' lings. Befides, there's another thing that 
I will tell you : what the gods have 
wrought into the fouls of men, and by 
it have made them all equally indigent, ' 
this, Crcefus ! I am not able to get the 
^' better of. For I am as others are infa- 
^* fatiably greedy of riches. But I reckon 
^* I differ from moft others in this : that 
'^ when they have acquired more than is 
*' fufficient for them, fome of thofe trea- 
** fures they bury under ground, and fome 
^' they let decay and fpoil, and pthers they 
?' give themfelves a great deal of trouble 
^* about, in telling, inmeafuring, in weigh- 
ty in§, aiiring and watching them; and 

" the* 
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** tho* they have all thefe things at home, 
" they neither cat more than they are able 
" to bear, for they would burft, nor do 
*' they put on more cloaths than they can 
" bear, for they would fuffbcate ; but all 
** their fuperfluous treafures they have only 
" for bufinefs and trouble. Whereas I 
'* ferve the gods, and am ever defirous of 
*' more j and when I have acquired it out 
" of what I find to be more than fuffices 
*' me, I fatisfy-the wants of my friends^ 
*« and by enriching men with it, and by 
" doing them kindneffes, I gain their good- 
" will and their friendftiip, and obtain fe- 
** curity and glory, things that do not cor- 
*' rupt and fpoil, and do not diftrefs one 
" by over- abounding • But glory, the more 
" there is of it, the greater and more no- 
'* ble it is, and the lighter to bear, and 
" thofe that bear it, it odften n^^es the 
** lighter and eafier. And that you may 
*^ be fcnfible of this, Croesus I faid hje, they 
" that poffefs the moft 9nd hav.e moft in 
" their cuftody, I do not reckon the hap- 
" pieft men. For then would guards up- 
" on the walls he the happieft of all. men, 
** for they have the cuftody pf all that there 
" is in whole cities \ bijt the prfon that 
" can acquire the moft with |uftice, and 
" ufe the moft with honour, him do I rec- 
" kon the happieft mqn \ and this I reckon 
** to be riches/' 

And 
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AwD as he expreffeid thefe things, fo he 
apparently praftifed them. But befides all 
this having obferved, that moft men, if 
they enjoy heakh, take care to provide 
themielves with all things fitting, and lay 
up ail things that are of ufe with refpeft to 
a healthy courfe of life 5 but how to be fup- 
plied with things that are of fervice in cafe 
they are fick, of this he obferved they were 
not very careful. He therefoie thought pro- 
per to be at pains to provide himfelf with 
thefe things. He got together the heft phy- 
iicians about him by his being willing to 
be at the expence of it. And whatever in- 
ftrument^, medicines, meats, or drinks, any 
one told hini, to be of irfe ; there was no- 
thing of all thefe that he did not provide 
himfelf with, and treafure up. And when 
any of thofe whom it was proper for him 
to take care of, fell ill, he went himfelf to fee 
them, and furnifhed them with whatever 
they wanted ; and was thankful to the phy- 
ficians whenever they cured any one, and 
took the things which they ufed from out 
of what he had in ftore. Thefe and many 
iiich things did he contrive, in order to 
gain the ,principal place in the affections of 
thofe by whom he defired to be beloved. 

Then all thofe affairs, wherein he ap- 
pointed ganies, eflablifhed prizes 5 with in- 
tention to raife an emulation in men, to^ 

perform 
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perform great and noble things j thofe gain- 
ed Cyrus the applaufe, of taking care, that 
virtue fhould be kept in practice. But 
thefe very games created ftrife and emula- 
tion amongft the better fort of men. And 
befides, Cyrus eftablifhed as a law, that 
whatever required a determination, whe- 
ther it were a matter of right, or a dif- 
pule relating to the games, the parties re- 
quiring fuch determination, fhould have 
joint riecourfe to certain judges. It is plain 
therefore, that both the parties at variance, 
aimed at pitching upon fuch judges as were 
the beft and the moft their friends : and he 
that loft his caufe, envied him that carried 
it, and hated thofe that did not give the 
caufe for himfelf : he that carried his caufe, 
attributed the fuccefs to the juftice of it, fo 
reckoned he owed no-body thanks. They 
that aimed at being chief in the friendfhip 
and efteem of Cyrus ^ like others in certain 
cities, bore envy to each other ; fo that tnoft 
of them rather wifhed each other out of 
the way, than ever afted in concert toge- 
ther, for their mutual advantage. Thefe 
things make it evident by what means, he 
made all the conliderable men more affec- 
tionate to himfelf, than they were to one 
another. 

But now we will relate »how Cyrus ^ for 
the fir ft time, marched in procefilon out of 

the 
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the palace. For the majefty of this procef- 
iion, feems-to me, to have been one of thofe 
arts, that made his government not liable 
to contempt. Firft therefore, before he 
made this proceffion, he called in to him, 
, all thofe, both Perfians and others, that were 
poflcfled of commands, and diftributed to 
them Median robes. (And it was then that 
the Per/tans firft put, on the Median robe.) 
Having diftributed thefe, he told them, that 
he intended to march in proceffion to thofe 
portions of ground that had been cholen 
and fet apart for the gods, and to make 
a facrificc accompanied with them. '^ At- 
•* tend therefore, faid he, at the gates, be- 
** fore the rifing of the fun, adorned with 
* * thefe robes, and form yourfelves, as Phe-- 
** r aulas the Perjian fhall give you orders 
** from me. And when I lead the way, 
** do you follow on in the ftation affigned 
** you. But if any of you think that our 
** proceffion will be handfomer in any other 
" manner, than as we march at this time, 
" when we return again, let him inform 
** me ; for every thing ought to be fo diC- 
" pofed, as fhall appear to you to be mofl 
*• beautiful and noble." When he had 
diftributed the fineft robes to the greateft 
men, he then produced other robes of the 
Median fort. For he had provided them in 
great numbers, and was not fparing either 
in the purple habits, or thofe of a dark 

E e . colour. 
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colour, or in the fcarlet, or the murry. And 
having diftributed a certain porti6n of thefe 
to each of the commanders, he bid them 
adorn and fet out their friends with them> 
*^ as I, faid he, adorn you." And one of 
thofe that were prefent then,, alked him, 
" but when will you, Cyrus! faid he, be 
** adorned yourfelf ?" To this he replied. 
*' And do you not think, faid he, that I am 
^' already adorned, in adorning all you? 
^* ^3o matter, faid he, if I am but able to 
** ferve my friends, whatever robe I wear, 
" I (hall appear fine in it." So thefe men 
going their ways, and fending for their 
friends, adorned them with thele robes . 

Cri^U 5 taking PberaulaSy one of the 
inferior degree of people, to be a man of 
good underftanding, a lover of what was 
beautiful and orderly, and careful to pleafe 
him ; the fame, that heretofore fpoke for 
every one's being rewarded according to his 
defert : and calling this man to him, he ad- 
vifed with him how he might make this 
proceffion in a manner that might appear 
the moft beautiful to his friends, and moft 
terrible to thofe that were difaffedted. And 
'when upon joint confideration they both 
agreed in the fame things, he ordered Pbe- 
raulas to take care that the proceffion fhould 
be made the next morning, in the manner 
that they had thought proper. " I have 

** ordered,^ 
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" ordered, faid he, all to obey you in the . 
" difpofition and order of this proceffion. 
" And that they may attend to your or- 
" ders with the more fatisfaftion, take 
" thefe coats, faid he, and carry them to 
" the commanders of the guards. Give 
** thefe habits for horfe - men to the com- 
*' manders of the horfe, and thefe other 
** coats to the commanders of the chariots." 
Upon this he took them and carried them 

off. When the commanding-officers faw 

him, they faid to him. *^ You are a great 
*^ man, P her aulas ! now that you are to 
** order us what we are to do ! No, not 
*' only fo, by Jove! faid P her aulas y but it 
** feems, I am to be a baggage- bearer too. 
'^ Therefore I now bring you thefe two ha- 
" bits; one of them is for yourfelf, thd 
*« other for fome body elfe ; but do you 
** take which of them you pleafe." He that 
received the habit, upon this forgot his en- 
vy, and prefently advifed with him which 
he fhould take: then giving his opinion 
which was the beft, he faid, *' if ever you 
<v charge me with having given you the 
** choice when I officiate, another time you 
«« (hall have me officiate for you in a diffe- 
" rent manner." Pheraulas having madie 
this diftribution thus as he was ordered, 
immediately applied himfelf to the affairs 
of the proceffion, that 'every thing might 
be fettled in the handfomeft manner. When 

E e 2 the 
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the next day came, all things were in order 
before day. 

There were ranks of people ftanding on 
each fide of the way, as they yet ftand at 
this day, wherever the king is to march j 
and within thefe ranks, none but men of 
great dignity are allowed to ciome. There 
were men pofted .with fcourges in their 
hands, who fcourged any that made diftur- 
bance. There ftood firft befoi^e the gates, 
four thoufand of the guards drawn up, four 
in front : two thouland on each fide of the 
gates. All the horfe-men that were there 
attending, alighted from their horfes, and 
with their liands paffed thro' their robes, as 
they ftill pafs them at this day when the 
king takes a view of them. The Perjiam 
ftood on the right-hand; and the other aU 
lies on the left-hand of the way. The cha- 
riots in the fame manner, ftood half of 
them on each fide. When the gates of the 
palace were thrown open, firft there were 
led certain bulls, verybeautifulbeafts, four 
a-breaft, devoted to yt)ve and to fuch other 
of the gods as the mages dire^ed. For thQ 
Perfians are of opinion, that artilts ought 
to be made ufe of in divine affairs, much 
more than in others. Next to the bulU,. 
there were horfes led for a facrifice to the 
fun. After thefe proceeded a whit€ chariot, 
with its perch of gold, adorned with a 

crown 
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crown or wreath around it, and fa^cred to 
^ove. After this, a white chariot facred to 
thtfur^j and adorned with a crown as that 
before. After this proceeded a third chariot, 
with its horfes adorned with fcarlet cover- 
ings. And behind it, followed men that 
bore fire upon a large altar. After thefe 
Cyrus himfelf appeared without the gates, 
with a turbant on, that was raifed high 
above his head, with a veft of a purple co- 
lour, half mixt with white ; (and this mix- 
ture of white none elfe is allowed to wear:) 
^ about his legs, he had a fort of llockings 
of a yellow -colour, a robe wholly purple, 
and about his turbant a diadem or wreath. 
(His relations hadlikewife this mark of dif- 
tindion, and they have it ftill to this day.) 
And his hands he kept out of their coverings. 
By him rode his driver, a tall man, but 
lefs than himfelf ^ whether it really was fo, 
or whether by fome means or other it fo 
fell out, Cyrus appeared much the taller. 
AH the people at the fight of him, paid 
their adoration 5 either becaufe fome pe6- • 
pie were before appointed to begin it, or 
becaufe they were ftruck with the pomp 
and folemnity, and thought that Cyrus ap- 
peared exceedingly tall and beautiful. But 
no Perfian ever paid Cyrus adoration before. 
When the chariot of Cyrus advanced, four 
thoufand of the guards led the way before, 
two thoufand of them attended on each 

fide 
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fide of it. And the ftafF-officers about his 
perfon being on horfeback, finely cloathed, 
with javelins in their hands, to the number 
of about three hundred, followed after. 
Then were led the horfes that were main- 
tained for Cyrus himfelf, with their bridles 
of gold ; and thrown over with coverings 
wrought with a raifed work in ftripes, and 
thefe were about two hundred. After thefe, 
marched two thoufand fpear-men. After 
thefe, the firft-formed body of horfe, ten 
thoufand in number, ranged a hundred 
every way, led by Chryfantas^ After thefe, 
another body of ten thoufand Terjian horfe 
ranged in the fame manner, led by Hyftaf- 
fes. After thefe, another body of ten thou- 
fand in the fame manner led by 'JOatarnas. 
After thefe, another led by Gadata^ Af-^ 
ter thefe marched the Median horfe, after 
thefe the Armenian horfe, then the Hyrca^ 
nian, then the Cadufian, then the Sacian. 
And after the horle, went the chariots 
ranged four a-breaft, and led by the Per^ 
fian ArtCibates. 

A s he marched along, abundance of peo^ 
pie without the ranks followed by the fide, 
petitioning Cyrus^ one about one affair, and 
another about another. Sending therefore 
to them fome of the ftaff-officers, who at- 
tend his chariot three on each fide, for this 
very purpofe of delivering meflages j he bid 

them 
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them tell them, that if any of them wanted 
him upon any bufinefs, they Ihould acquaint 
fome of the chief officers under him, with 
what they wanted, and they, he faid, would 
tell him, Thefe people going their ways, 
immediately went to the horfe-moi, and 
confulted who they Ihould each of them ap- 
ply to. But thofe of his friends, that Cy-* 
rus had a mind to have the greateft court 
and application made to^ thefe he fent fome- 
body to, and called them feverally to him, 
and fpoke to them in this manner. " If 
" any of thefe men that follow by my fide 
** acquaint you with any. thing, don't give 
** attention to any one that you think fays 
** nothing to the purpofe. But whoever 
** defires what is juft, give me an account 
" of it, that we may confult together and 
" efFeft their bufinefs for them." Others, 
when they were called upon, riding up with 
the utmoft difpatch oteyed, contributing to 
the lupport ot Cyrus s empire, and fhewing 
their own readinefs to obey. But there 
was one Daipharnesy a man of abfurd and 
uncouth manners, who thought that by 
not paying obedience with fuch difpatch, 
he (hould appear a man of more dignity 
and freedom. As foon therefore, as C^rus 
perceived this, before the man came up fo 
near as that he might fpeak to him, he fent 
one of his ftafF-officers, and bid him tell 
him ; that he had now no longer any need 

of 
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of him, and he never fcnt for him after- 
wards. But there was one who was i ent to 
later, who rode up to him Cix>ner yH^he^ 
and to this man Cyrus g|tfe^ onlBthe 
horfes that followed in his&|^^^Bor'^ 
dered one of the flaif-dj|^H:<^HPItii6t 
the horfe for him wherevBKe ij™pid or^ 
der. This appeared to wflk th^P'faw itf 
to be a very great honour ^ and attei this, 
maiiy more people made their court to this 
man. 

When they came to the facred enclo- 
fures, they facrifiedto Jove, and burnt the 
bulls entirely. Then they facrificed to the 
SUN, and burnt the horfes entirely. Then 
killing certain vi6tims to the earth, thejr 
did as the mages direfted. Then they fa- 
crificed to the HEROES, GUARDIANS OF 

Syria. 

After this, the country there-abouts 
being very fine, he appointed a certain li* 
mitted piece of ground of about five ftades, 
and bid them, nation by nation, put their 
horfes to their fpced. He himfclf rode the 
race with the Perfians and gained the vi6lo- 
ry, for he was extremely well prafticed in 
horfemanfhip. Amongft the Medes, jirtd'- 
bates got the victory, for Cyrus had given 
him a horfe. Amongft the Syrians, their 
chief got the vii5tory. Amongft the Arme- 
nians, 
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nianSj Tigranesv Amongft the Hyrcanians^ 
the ion of the con^ander of their horfe. 
And^ amongft t^ Saciansy a private man 
with^his horfe left the others behind by al- 
moft half the courfe. 

And upon this occafiorii Cyrus is faid to 
have aiked the yoiiftg man if he would ac- 
cept of a kingdom .in exchange for his 
horfe ? and the young . man is laid to have 
replied thus, " a kingdom I would not ac- 
*^ cept for him, but I would confent to 
" oblige a worthy man with him/' Then 
Cyrus laid^ " come, 1 will fhew you where 
*^ you may throw blindfold, and not mifs 
^ a worthy man." " By all means then^ 
<H^id the Saciariy taking up a clod; fhew 
** me where I may throw with this clod/' 
'^Then Cyrus fhewed him a place where a 
'* great many of his friends were. And the 
man (hutting his eyes, threw his clod and " 
hit Pberaulas as he was riding by ; for Pbe-- 
raulas happened to be carrying fome orders 
from Cyrus^ and when he. was ftruck, he 
did not turn afide, but went on upon the 
bufinefs that was ordered him. The Sacian 
then looking up, alked ^' whom he had 
'^ hit?'* *' None by Jove! faid he, of 
** thofe that are prefent." '' But fure, faid 
** the young man," '* it was none of thofe 
'' that are abfent." Yes, by Jove! faid 
*' Cyrusy you hit that man that rides haftily 

F f *« on 
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^* on there by the chariots," *^ And bow 
•^ came he .not to turn back ?" faid he# 
Then Cyrus faid, *' why in probability, it 
*^ is^fome mad-man." The young maj> 
hearing this, went to fee who it was, and 
found Pheraulas with his chin all over dirt 
and btood, for the blood gufhed from his 
nofe upon the ftroke that he received. When 
he came up wdth himi he alked him, " whe* 
" ther he had received a blow ?" He an- 
fwered, " yes, as you fee ;" " then^ faid 
^' he, I make you a pfefent of this horfe." 
He then afked, " for what?" and upon 
this, the Sacian gave him a relation of the 
thing ; and in conclufion faid, ^* and I be- 
*' lieve I have not mified of a worthy man." 
P her auks then faid, " but if you had been 
** wife, you had given it to a richer man 
*^ than \ ; but I now accept it, arid be- 
*^ feech the gods ! who have made me the 
«« receiver of this blow from you, to grant 
«* that I may behave fo as to make you not 
" repent your prefent to me. Now, faid 
«* he, do you mount my horfe and ride off 
«' upon him, and I will be with you pre- 
" fently." Thus they parted. 

Amongst the Cadu^ans, Ratbonices gain- 
ed the viftory. He hkewife put their cha- 
riots feverally to the trial of their fpeed > 
and to the vi<5loxs he gave o^^eiij th^t they 
might iacrifice and fcaft, ^od he gav^e them 

cups. 
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cups. He himfelf took the ox that was his 
pri2e ; but his ihare of the cups he gave to 
Fberaulasy becaufe he thought, that he had 
direfteci the proceffion from the palace in a 
very haiidfome manner. 

ThJs method of proceffibn, then fettled 
by Cyrtts, continues ftiU in ufe with the 
kin^ at this day, excepting only, that the 
vi6tims make no part of it, when he does 
not fa^crifice, When all was at an end, they 
teturned again to the city, and they that , 
had houfes given them, quartered in their 
houfes, and they that had not, in their 
ranks. 

But Phraidas' inviting the Sacian that 
prefented him with the horfe, gave him an 
entertainment ; he furnifhed him with all 
other things in abundance : and after they 
had ftipped, he filled him the cups that he 
had received from GyruSy drank to him, 
and made him a prefent of them. ;6ut the 
Sacian obferving a great many fine carpets 
and coverlets, a great deal of fine furniture, 
and abundance of domefticks ; ^^ tell me, 
•' faid he, P her aulas! were you one of the 
•^ rich, when you were at home ?" " How' 
rich do you mean ? (faid Pheraulas) I 
was one of thofe that lived diredlly by the 
work of their own hands ; for my father 
\^ maintaining himfelf very poorly, by his 
F f 2 !* own 
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" own labour, bred me up under the dif- 
** cipline of the boys -, but when I became 
^* a youth, not being able to maintain me 
^' idle, he took me into the country, and 
^' ordered me to work. Here did I main- 
^' tain him whilft he lived, digging and 
" planting with my own hands, a little 
^^ piece oi land, that was not an yngrate- 
" ful one, but the jqfteft in the world. 
** For the feed that it received it returned 
me juftly and handfomely again, with 
an overplus, that indeed was not very 
abundant; but fometimes out of its gene- 
rofity returned me double of what it re- 
ceived. Thus then I lived at home. But 
now, all thefe things that you fee, Cyrus 
has given me." Then the Sacian faid, 
O happy are you in other refpefts, as 
^' well as in this ; that from being poor be- 
" fojre, you are now become rich ! For I 
*^ am of opinion, that you grow rich with 
*^ the more pleafure, as you come to be 
*^ pofleffed of riches, after having thirfted 
*^ for them before." Pheraulas then faid. 
And do you think, Saciariy that I live 
with, the more pleafure, the more I pof- 
*^ fefs ? Do not you know, faid he, that 
** I neither eat, nor drink, nor fleep with 
^' one jot more pleafure now, than when I 
'^ was poor ? But by all this abundance, 
*^ thus much I gain ; that I am to guard 
t^ more, to diftribute more to others, and 

'' to 
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«5 to have the trouble of taking care of 
" more. For a great many domefticks 
** now demand their food of me, their drink 
«* and their - cloaths, fome are in want of 
*^ phyficiansj one comes and brings me 
** (heep that have been torn to pieces by 
*' wolves, or oxen killed by falling, from a 
*^ precipice, or tells me of a diftemper got 
*' amongft the cattle : fo that I think, faid 
*f Pheraulasy by poffeffing abundance, I have ' 
** now more affliftions than I had before, 
" by having but little." But by Jove! 
faid the Saciariy " when all is well, and you 
f* are able to caft your eyes around upon 
f' numerous pofTeflions, you are certainly 
f' much better pleafed than I am/* Phe^ 
r aulas then faid, " Sacian, it is not fo plea- 
*^ fant to poflefs riches, as it is afflifting to 
^' lofp them ; and you will find 'that what 
^^ I fay is true. Fqr there are none of thofe 
" that poflefs riches that are forced from 
" the enjoyment of refl, by the pleafurc 
** which they afford ^ but of thofe that lofe 
«' them, you will fee none that are able to 
'* fleep, becaufe of the concern it gives 
J' them." hy Jove I faid the Saci^n^ nor 
" will you fee any of thofe fall afleep that 
*' at firft obtain them, becaufe of the plea- 
" fure it gives them." '' You fay true, 
" fa^d he, for if the poffeffing them was as 
. ** pleafant as the obtaining them, the rich 
?^ wpuld very much exceed the poor in hap- 

" pinefs. 
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" pinefs. But then, Sacian ! laid he, he 
" that poffefles, abundance, muft of necef- 
" fity expend abundance, both upon the 
** gods, upon his friends, and upon ftran- 
** gers. Whoever therefore is greatly pleaC- 
" ed with the poffeffion of riches, be af- 
*' fured will be greatly afflifled at the ex- 
'' pence of them." " By Jove! faid the 
" S act any I am not one pf thofe, but I take 
" it to be a happinefs for a man to have 
^* abundance, and to expend abundance.*' 
Why then, faid PberaulaSy " in the name 
*' of all the gods ! ai*e not you this inftant 
** that happy man, to make me fo at the 
** fame time ? For do you take poffeflion 
*^ of all thefe things, gnd ufe them as you 
" pleafe 5 maintain me only as a ftranger, 
^' or yet more fparingly than a ftranger ; 
** for it (hall be enough for metofhare 
*^ with you in what you have." " You 
*^ jeft,'* faid the Sad an. P her aulas then af- 
ferted, with an oath, that he fpoke in earn- 
eft. '* And I'll gain you, Sacian ! fome- 
** thing farther from Cyrus ; and that is, 
" that you ftiall not be obliged to attend at 
** his doors, nor to engage in military fer- 
" vice, but yoo fhallftayat home, abound* 
" ing in riches. And thofe other affairs 
*' I will perform for you and for myfelf ; 
" and if I get anything valuable by my at- 
*^ tendance upon Cyrus^ or by any military' 
*^ expedition, I will bring it to you, that 

" you 
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" you may ftill have the command of more: 
*' do you, faid he, but free me from this 
^^ care. For if I can be at leifure from thefe 
'^ affairs, I think that you will be of very 
^' great ufe, both to me and to Cyrus J* 

Having thus difcourfed, they fettled 
thefe affairs, and out them in pradtice. The 
one thought himfelf made a happy man, by 
having the command of great riches, and 
the other reckoned himfelf the mofl fortu- 
nate man in the world, in having a flew- 
ard, who afforded him leifure to do what 
was agreeable to him. Pberaulas was in his 
temper, extreamly kind and friendly to his 
acquaintance ; arid no care or culture be- 
ftow'd upon any thing, appeared fo pleaf^ 
ing to him, or fb profitable, as that be- 
flowed upon men. For man he thought 
was of all othqr creatures the beft and the 
mofl grateful^; becaufe he obferved of men, 
that when they were commended by any 
one, they were zealous in their returns of 
praife ; that they ufed their endeavours to 
do kindneffes to thofe that had done kind- 
neffes.to them; that they were kindly af- 
fefted to thofe whom they knew to be 
kindly affe6led to them ; and thofe who 
they knew had a love for them, they could 
not poffibly hate 3 and that of all other 
creatures, they were the moll inclined to 
make their parents all returns of refpe£l 

and 
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and fervice, both while living and when 
dead. And all other animals he reckoned 
more ungrateful and more ill-natured than 
man. Thus P her aulas was much delight- 
ed, that fey being freed from the care of' 
other pofleflions, he ftiould be at leifure to 
mind his friends. And the Sacian was de- 
lighted, becaufe he was to have the poffef- 
fioli of abundance, and was to fpend abun- 
dance. The Sacian loved P her aulas ^ be- 
caufe he was always bringing him fome- 
thing : and Pheraulas loved the Sacian^ be- 
caufe he was' willing to take all ; and tho* 
he charged himfelf with the care of ftill 
more and more, yet he gave him never the 
more trouble. Thus did thefe men live. 

CTRUS having facrificed, and making 
an entertainment with the prize of his vic- 
tory, invited thofe of his friends that ap- 
peared the moft defirous to increafe his 
power, and that paid him honour in the 
moft afFe(5lionate manner. And with theni^ 
he invited Artabazus the Mede^ Tigranes the 
Armenian^ the Hyrcantan commander of 
horfe, and Gobrias. Gadatas was the com- 
mander of his eunuchs : and all the ma- 
nagement within doors, was fettled as he 
thought fit to regulate it. When there were 
any that fupped with him, Gadatas did not 
fit down, but minded the bufmefs; but 
when there was no company, he then fup- 
ped 
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p?d wit^h him. For he was pleafed with his 

» converfation ^ and in return, he was prefented 
with many great and noble things, both by 
Cyrus himfelf, and by many others upon 

. Cyrus s account. 

As the perfons that were invited to fup- 

Eer came, he did not place every one as it 
appened by chance to fall out y but the 
man that he moft efteemed, he placed upon 
his left-hand, as if this iide were more ex- 
pofed to dangerous deligns, than the right. 
The next in his efteem he placed upon his 
right-hand ; the third again lipon his left ; 
and the, foui:th upo4i his right ; and if there 
were more, he. went on with them in the 
fame manner.- . He thought it of fervicc, to 
. make it evident how far he efteemed every 
one ; becaufe where men think, that he 
>vho excels others,. is not to have his praifes 
nubliflied, nor to receive his rewards 5 there. 
It's plain, they have no emulation to each 
other. Eut where he that excels has the 
advantage; there they appear to ftriiggle 
with the utmoft zeal. Thus Cyrus made 
,thofe known that were chief in his efteem ; 
beginning firft with their place, as they fat 
and as they ftood by him. Yet this privi- 
. lege of place in fitting, he did not make 
/perpetual J but made it a rule, that a man 
. migtt advance by noble anions, to the 
' ., more- honourable feat ; and if he grewneg- 
./ O^ ligent 
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ligent and remiis^ mi^t fink down to the lets 
honourable. And n he that was poflefled 
of the principal feat, did not appear to 
have received the greateft number of valu- 
able things at his hands, he was afhamed. 
And thefe thii^ that were pra£lifed, in the 
time of CyruSy I perceive continue ftill thus, 
to this day. 

•When they had fupped, it did notap« 
pear at all wonderful to Gobrias^ that a 
man, who had the command of many, 
ftiould have every thing m great abundance. 
But that Cyrus^ who nad performed fuch 
great things, if he thought that he liad got 
any thing that was delicate, fhould never 
fpend it himfelf alone, but g^ve himfelf trou- 
ble in defiring his friends that were prefent 
to Ihare it ; this he thought wonderful ! 
and frequently he faw him fend to fome of 
his abfent friends, things that he happened 
to be pleafed with himfelf. So that when 
they fed fupped, and Cyrus by prefents tp 
leveral, had cleared his table of all that 
plenty that was upon it i then Gobrias faid, 
before, Cyrus ! I thought that you mofi 
excelled the reft of men, in being the 
mofl able in the command of an army : 
but now, I fwear by the gods ! that you 
excel more in benignity and love to man- 
kind, than in military coriduiSl." " And, 
by Jove ! faid Qrus^ it is much more 

" agreeable 
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•* agreeable to fhcw afl;$ of love to ni«i, 
<^ than a6l$ of fkill in the condudt of an 
•* army/* " How fo ? faid Gobriasr " Be. 
'^ caufe thefe, faid he, muft be (hewn by 
<< doing mifchief to ment and thofe by do* 
*« ing them good." 

After this, when they had drank a lit- 
tle, Hyftafpes put this queftion to Cyru^. 
** Would you be offended, Cyrus I faid he, 
** if I fliould aik you fometlung that I ara 
«♦ defirQus to know from you?" " By the 
«^ gods! faid he» quite the contrary. I 
«* fhould be offended, if I perceived that 
<^ you retained what you had a mind to afk 
^* me." *< Tell me then, faid he, when 
" you have called me, did I ever refufe to 
•^ come?" '' Pray be quiet," faid C^rus. 
'* Or did I ever obey your fummons; flow- 
#c ly Y' «<No, nor this neither." " Have 
*• I ever negloSted to do what you hayc or- 
** deredme?" I don't lay it to your charge," 
iaid he. '^ And in what 1 have done, can 
*^ you accufe me of not having done it 
<* with alacrity and pleaAire?" *« This 
^* faid Ciyrus^ the leafl: of alL" " In the 
<^ name of all the gods ! then» Cyrus! faid 
^< he, by what means is it, that Cbryfantai 
^^ has prevailed upon ydu, fo as to be placed 
«< before me in the more honourable feat ?" 
** Shall I tcU you," tud Gyrus f « By all 
!^ means^ faid he." ^^ And will not you 
Gg a !*bc 
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be offended with me when you hear the ' 
truth?" '' No, lihall be pleafed, faid 
he, if I find that I am not wronged/'-— 
Then faid he, Chryfantas here in thefirft 
place, never waited my call, but before 
he was called, was ready at hartd for our 
fervice. And then, not only what he 
was ordered, but whatever he himfelf 
thought beft for us to be done, that |ie 
did. When it was neceflary to fay any 
thing to our allies, he advifed me what 
he thought was becoming and proper for 
me to fay. ' And what heperceivfed I was 
defirous that our allies Ihould know, but 
was afhamed to fay of myfelf ; this he fpoke, 
as if he were declaring his own opinion. 
So that in thefe matters, what hinders 
him from being reckoned of more ufe to 
me, even than myfelf ? As Xo himfelf, 
he always fays, that the things he has are 
fufficient for him. But it appears evi- 
dently that he is always looking out, for 
what it may be of fervice for me to have. 
And with the advantages that befal me, 
be is more delighted and pleafed than 

myfelf."-- To this Hyfttifpes faid, *' by 

Here! Cyr^^ / I am pleafed, that I have 
alked you thefe things." ^^ And why ?" 

faid he. ** Becaufe I will endeavour too to 
praftife them. Gne thii^ only there is, 
faid he, that I do not 'know j ^nd that 
is, how to make it evident^ th?t J rejoice 

" at 
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" ?Lt your a4vant«^^5, whether I muft cfcip 
*' my hands, or laugh, or what I muftdd?'* 
Artabazus to this iaid» " you muft dance 
<* the Perjian idance." And at this they 
laughed, - • i .> . > * 

As the entertainment went on, Cyrus 
put this queftion to Gobrias. ** Tell me, 
^* faid he, Gphrias ! Do you think that 
«« you ihould give your daughter to one of 
«^ thefe that' are here, with more fatisfac- 
♦« tion now, than when at firft you became 
« acquainted with us/* " And muft I 
^' tell the truth then ?" faid Gobrias. " Yes, 
" hy Jove ! faid Cyr^j, firice no queftion 
<^ requires falfliood in anfwer to it." " Be 
" affui:?d then, faid he, that I fliould do it 
*« with much more fatisfa6tion now." ^^ And 
^« can you give, faid Cyrus, a reafon why ?'' 
*« I can." '' Give it me then." . " Becaufe 
^v at that time, I faw thefe men bear toils 
" and dangers with alacrity ; but now I 
«' fee them bear profperity with difcretion 
^' and good temper. And to me, Cyrus ! 
<« it appears more difficult, to find a man 
*V that bears profperity well, than one that 
«' bears adverfity well. For profperity in- 
^^. fpires moft men with pride and infolence ; 
" but adverfity gives difcretion and modef- 
*^ ty of temper to all." Then Cyrus faid, 
*^ do you hear, Hyftafpes ! this faying of 
'' Gobrmri ".Yes, hyjove! faid he, I 

5* do; 
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«^ do ; and if he pronounce many fuch, he 
*^ fhall much fooncr have me for a fuitor 
*^ to his daughter, than if he (hewed me 
** abundance of cups of great value. Tru- 
ly, faid GoiriaSf I have a great many 
fuch written down ; and I will not grudge 
them to you if you have my daughter for 
a wife. But my cups, faid he, fince you 
" feem to diflike them, I don't know but T 
" will rive to Chryfantas here, efpecially 
" fince he has run away with your feat/' 

" Well ! faid Cyrus, if you H^afpes and 
" the reft that are here prefcnt, will ac- 
^ quaiirt me when any of you are endea- 
" voinring after a wife, you will then know 
** how good an alEftant I (hall be to you.** 
Gobrias then faid, '* but if one has a mind 
" to difpofe of a daughter who mufl one 
•^ tell it to/' « This, faid Cyrus, mult be 
" told to me too j for I am a notable man 
« in this art." " What art ?" faid Chry^ 
fantas. " Why in knowing what match 
" will beft fuit each particular man " Then 
Cbryfantas faid, ** in the name of all the 
^* gods ! then, tell me what wife you think 
*' will beft (bit me/' '' Firft, faid he, (he 
*' muft be little j for you are little yourfelf : 
" and if you marry a tall wife, and would 
** kifs her as (he ftands, you muft leap up 
" like a littlfe dog." " You are much in 
" the right, faid he, to provide againft 

!! this, 
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** this, for I am by no means a good ca- 
«* perer." " Aiwi then, faid he» flie muft 
*< have a nofe thdt finks in the middle." 
*« And what is this for ?** " Becaufe, faid 
«^ he,, you have a crooked nofe, and a rif- 
** ing hook would beft fuit a finking in." 
** Do you fay then, that a fafting wife 
<* would beft fuit one that had feafted plen- 
" tifully as I have done now?" ** Yes, by 
** Jove / faid Cyruu for the bellies of thofe 
" that are fufl, rife j and the bellies <rf 
*^ thofe that are fafting, fmk in." «* But 
** in the name of all the gods! &id Cbry^ 
" fantast can you tell, what wife will be 
*« beft for a cold king ?" — -Here Cyrus fell 
a laughing, and fo did the others. And 
as they ware laughing, Hyfta/pes laid, ** in 
«* the whole compafeof your royal dignity, 
** Cfrus I I envy you the moft for this." 
« For what?" fdd Cyrus, « Why that as 
" cold as you are, you can make people 
" laugh." ♦* Andwould not you give a great 
«« deaS, faid Cyrus then, that thefe things 
" had been faid by you, and that fhe diat 
" you defire Ihould think well of you, and 
« fhould be informed that you are a polite 
** agreeable man ?"— ^—Thus they jefted one 
with another. 

^ ApTEit this, he produced a woman's at- 
tire for Tigranesy and bid him give it his 
wife } becaufe flie bravely attended her huf- 

band 
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•band in ftie'KrVlcfc. ' T<>Ai^Saxus, he^'^aVe 
A golden cup ; -to the Bfyrcanian, a'hbrfe. 
And many other noble prefents he made. 
«* But Gbbkds ! faid he, I'll give ybu a huf- 

^' band fof your daughter." " And ftiall 
«« not h' (aid' Hy/ia/pes, be the mart that 
*' you will give, that 1 may ^t thofe wiit- 
«' ings ?" *' Have you fubiftaride enough, 
•« -faid Cyrusi to deferve thegirl ?" ■ ♦• Yes, 
"' ^y 'Jovel I have muCh ntore than e- 
'«' enough"* *' 'And wherei faid he, 18 this 
« fubjlance of yours ?" "• Hert,' faid he, 
«».where,"y6umy friend fit:"- »'■ That's 
« enough f6r me," faid GeBrki. ' Aiid 
« holding out tas right hand, " Give hitai 
" me, Cyriis'\ faid he; fo^ ;1 -accept Iwm." 
T^eii Cyr«j taking /^^^J)«'s; right ha«d, 
preicnted it to GobriaSr-'^nd lie receivedit. 
After thi^, Tfe mad^ k 'pt;St 'ma:fty iidble 
prefents to "Hyflafpes^ that' he' inight : fthd 
them to the miid. And- ^^xti^ CtyfaAias 
to him, he kifled hirn. ' \5^xv^\Sy Akdha- 
zw/faid " By Jove\ Cfrui\ ybu have Hot 
<«• given me my cup of ;the fame goldwith 
*• this prefent that yoii have made Cryfan- 
« ias" But I will give you thb fame," faid 
« he. He afked him; wheri?"" Thirty years 
« hence," faid he. " Well, prepare yotir- 
" felfforme, faid he, as one that intends 
<* to wait and nbt to diebefortethe time." 
Thus then ended this converfation. And 

when 
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when they rofe, Cyrus rofe with them, and 
conducted them to his doors. 

The next day, all thofe of his allies that 
had voluntarily attended him, he difmiffed 
to their homes ; excepting fuch as chofe to 
live near him. To thefe, he gave lands and 
houfes* which the defcendants of thofe who 
then ftaid, poflefs ftill to this day. And 
they were for^ the moft part 'MeJes and 
Hyrcanians. To thofe that went off he 
gave many prefents, and difmiffed them 
both commanders and foldiers, without 
leaving them the leaft caufe to complain. 
After this, he divided the treafure that he 
gained at Sardesy among the foldiers that 
were about him. And to the commanders 
of ten thoufand, and to the officers that 
were about him, he gave the choice things, 
according to the merit of every one. The 
reft he parcelled out, and giving a fhare to 
each of the commanders of ten thoufand, 
he left it to them to diftribute it in the fame 
manner as he had diftributed to them. And 
thefe other trcafures, each commander dif- 
tributed to the commanders under him, 
giving judgment upon the merit of every 
one. And the commanders of fix giving 
judgment upon the private men that were 
under them, diftributed the laft remaining 
treafures feverally to them, according to 
H h their 
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their defert. So they all received their juft 
fliare. 

When they had received what was then 
given them, fomc of them fpoke of Cyrus in- 
in this manner. "Surely he muft have 
". abundance, when he gives fo much to 
*/ every one of us !" But others of them 
faid, " What is the abundance that he 
' •^ has ? Cyrus is not of a temper, to mind 
" wholly the heaping qp of treafure -, but 
" he is more pleafed with beftowing than 
*' with having it/' Cyrus perceiving thefc 
difcourfes, and the opinions that men had 
of him, afTembled his friends and all the 
Other proper perfbns together, and fpoke 
to this efFcft. " My friends ! I have 

" feen men that were willing to be thought 
" poiTeffed of more than they really had, 
** and who thought by that means to ap- 
" pear the mwe generous and noble. But 
" thefe men, in my opinion, are drawn 
** into the very reverfe of what they intend. 
** For he that feems to have abundance, and 
•^ does not appear to do that fervice to his 
" friends that is fuitable to his fubftance, 
" gains in my opinion the character of 
^* being mean. 9nd fordid. There are thofc, 
" faid he, on the other fide, who defire that 
" what they have may be concealed. And 
*« thefe too in my opinion are faulty to their 
" friends. For freqiiaitly friends that arc 

" in 
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" in want, avoid telling it to th^ir compa- 
** nions, becaufe they are ignorant of what 
«* they have, and fo are deceived. But the 
<^ plaineft fimpleft part, in my opinion, is 
«* to make the whole ftrength of one's tor- 
«« tune appear, and witl^ it to try to get the 
*« better of others in generoAty. I mten^ 
" therefore, faid he, to fhew you every 
*^ thing that it is poflible for you to fee, of 
<* what I have; and of what you cannot 

*^ fee to give you an account." Having 

faid this, he fhcw'd them abundance of rich 
ajid valuable things; and thofe that lay fo 
as not eafily to be feen» he gave them aa 
account of; and in conclufion faid thus. 

•« All thefe things, my friends! faid 

^« he, you ought to repkon not more mine, 
<« than yours: For I have coUedted them 
^* together, not that I may fpend them my- 
<« felf, nor that I miay myfelf wear them 
^« out, for I fhould hot be ^ble to do it : 
^* But that \ may always have wherewithal 
♦^ to prefent any of you, upon your per-r 
" formance of any thing great and noble ; 
" and that in cafe any of you think you are 
f« in want of any thing, you rnay come to 
*« me and take what you happen to be in 
<^ want Qf." Thus were thefe things faid. 

But when he thought that affairs were 

now fo well fettled in Babykn that he might 

venture to travel abroad i he himfelf pre- 

H h 2 pared 
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pared for a journey into Perfia^ and gave out 
orders upon it to others. And when he judged 
that he was fufficiently provided with the 
things he thought he Ihould want, he de- 
parted Now we will give an account how 
fo great an equipage was in - the moft or- 
derly manner fet but, and then again put 
lip together in the fame manner and di(pof- 
ed into the place where it ought to be. For 
wherever the king encamps, they that are 
about his perfon attend the fervice yvith 
tents both winter and fummer. 

CTRUS then immediately thought fit 
to place his own tent fronting to the eaft. 
Then he firft direfled at what diftance from 
the royal tent, the guards fhould pitch 
"theirs j he then appointed the bakers, and 
thcfe that were concerned in making the 
bread, their ftation upon the right ; the 
cooks theirs upon the left. To the horfes 
he appointed their ftation upon the right, 
and to the other beafts of burthen, theirs, 
upon the left. And all the reft was fo dif- 
pofed, that every one knew his own ftation^^ 
both as to meafure and place. When they 
. are to put all up, every one packs up fuch 
baggage as it was appointed him to life \ 
and there are others that place it upon the 
beafts of burthen ; fo that all th? baggage- 
carriers come up at the fame time, to the 
things that are leverally appointed them to 

carry \ 
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carry ; and they all, at the fame time place 
them upon the hearts that feverally belong 
to them. So that the fame time that fuf- 
fic^s for the ftriking of 6ne tent, fuffices 
for all. The cafe is the fame in the difplay- 
ing and fetting out of all. And with re- 
fped to the doing all things that are neceC- 
fary, in proper time, every one is, in the 
famq manner, appointed what he is to do ; 
and by this means, the fame time fuffices for 
the doing things in one part and in all* 
And as the fervants that difpatched all the 
neceffary bufinefs, had all, feverally, their 
proper ftations, fo they that bore arms had 
their ftations in this encampment fuitable 
to the fort of arms they feverally had ; th^y 
knew what their ftation was, and all dif- 
pofed themfelves into it without any hefita- 
tion. For Cyr/<5 thought the proper plac- 
ing of things, a noble rule in a houfe ; bcr 
caufe if one happen to want any thing, it 
is known whither one muft go to take it. 
But the proper placing of the feveral dif- 
ferent forts of military men, he reckoned a 
much nobler thing, as the occafions of put- 
ting all to their ule, in the affairs of war, 
are more fudden, and the faults arifing 
from thofe that are dilatory in them, are 
of worfe confequence ; and the moft valu- 
able advantages in war, he obferved, arofe 
from having all things ready for the occa- 
fion. Upon thefe accounts therefore, he 

took 
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took the greateft care of this propriety oi 
j4ace, 

First then, he placed himfelf in the 
midft of the camp, as being the ftrong?ft 
and fecureft ftation. Then thofe whonci he 
chiefly confided in, he had, according to 
cuftom, about himfelf. Next to thefe, in 
a circle round, he had the horfe-men and 
charioteers. For he was of opinion, that 
a fecure ftation was neceflary for thefe peo- 
ple, becaufe they encamp without having 
at hand any of thofe arms that they engage 
with and require a confiderable time to arm 
themfelves, if they are to advance fo as to 
do any fervice. To the right and left of 
himfelf, and of the horfe-^men, was the fta-. 
tion of the fhield-nien. The ftation of the 
archers was before and behind himfelf and 
the horfe-men. The heavy-armed men, 
and fuch as had large fliields, he had in a 
circle round all, as a rampart j that in cafe 
there were any occafion for the horfe-men 
to make ready, they that were the fitteft 
to make a ftand, being placed before them, 
might give them time to arm fecurely. And 
as the heavy-armed men flept there in order 
round him, fo did the (hield-men and arch- 
ers. So that even in the night-time, if the 
occafion required, as the heavy-armed n^en 
were ready prepared to comje to blows with 
fiich as came up clofe with them, fo the 

archers, 
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archers and javelin men, if any people ap- 
proached them, were ready to diicharge 
their javelins and arrows over the heads of 
the heavy-armed. And all the command- 
ers had enfigns on thpir tents. And as in 
Cities, difcreet and good fervants know the 
habitations of moft people, but chiefly of 
ihok that it is proper for them to know ; 
iky did the fervants of Cyrus know the fta- 
tions that the chief leaders had in the en- 
campments, and knew tbe enfigns that be- 
long'd to each of them ; fo that whatever 
Cyrus might want, they were not to feek 
for them, but ran the fhorteft way direftly 
to each of them. And by means of the 
feveral fets of people being diftihft, it wa$ 
much the more readily pbferved, when any 
one was diforderly, and when any one did 
not perform what he was commanded. And 
things (landing thus, he was of opinion^ 
that if any body attacked him, either by- 
night or day, fuch aggreffor would fall into 
his caiijp, as into an ambiifcade. 

And he did not only think it a part of 
the ta6lick-art, for a man to be able to 
draw up a phalanx eafily and cleverly, of 
to increafe it in depth, or to form a pha^ 
lanx upon the wing, or upon the enemy's 
appearing to the right, the left, or the reai;, 
to wjieel properly. But to feparate men, 
when it was proper, he took to be a part 

of 
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of this art 5 to poft each part where they 
might be moft ferviceable, and to make dif- 
patch where it might be fit to prevent the 
enemy. All thefe things, and fuch like, 
he took to be the bufinefs of a man (killed 
in tafticks. He took care of all thefe 
things alike; and in his marches, he moved 
always in a difpofition fuitable to what 
occured. But in his encampinents he placed 
his people for the moft part as has been 
faid. 

When iii the courfe of their march, they 
arrived in the Median territory, Cyrus turn- 
ed off to vifit Cyaxares. And after they had 
embraced each other, Cyrus firft told Cyax- 
ares^ that there were domefticks and palaces 
fet apart for him in Babylon ; that when he 
came thither, he might have what was his 
own to come to. And he then made him 
a great many other noble prefents. Cy^x- 
ares received them, and (ent his daughter 
to him, with a crown of gold and with 
bracelets, with a collar and a Median robe 
that was as fine as was poflible. And the 
maid pu^ the crown upon Cyruses head. 
Cyaxares then faid, *' I give you the maid 
" too, Cyrus ! for your wife. She is my 
•< own daughter. Your father married my 
** father's daughter, and from her you are 
" defcended. This is fhe, that when you 
•^ were a boy, and amongft us, you ufed 

" to 
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" to fondle ; and when any one a(ked hen 
« who flie would marry, fhe faid Cyrus. 
" And with her I give all Media as her 
" dowry, for I have no legitimate male 
" iffue. Thus he fpoke, and Cyrus replied, 
" O C'saxaresX I applaud the race, the maid, 
<< and the prefents that attend her ! And 
«* with the confent, faid he, of my father 
^« and mother, I am ready to agree with 
<« you/' Thus Cyrus fpoke, but yet he 
prefented the maid with all that he thought 
would be pleafing to Cyaxares. And hav- 
ing done this, he continued his march to 
Perjia. 

And when in the courfe of his march 
he arrived at the borders of Perfa, there 
he left the reft of the army. But he him- 
felf, together with his friends, proceeded 
on to the city; carrying with him fucli 
numbers of victims, as were fufficient for 
all the Per/tans to facrifice and feaft upon. 
He brought with him fuch prefents as were 
proper for his father and mother, and his 
other friends ; and fuch as were proper for 
the elders and magiftrates, and for all the 
alike-honoured. He gave likewife to. all 
the Perficms^ both men and women, fuch 
prefents as the king ftill makes at this day, 
when he comes into Perfia. After this, 
Cambyfes alfembled the Perjian elders and 
magiftrates, who had the dirciSion of the 
I i greateft 
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greateft affairs ; he fummoned likewife Cy- 
rus, and (poke to this efFedl. 

'' Men of Perjia ! and you, O Cyrus ! I 
" have juftly an afFedion for you both j for 
over you I am King, and you Cyrus ! are 
my fon. It is juft therefore that I fhould 
lay before you, whatever I judge to be 
" or advantage to you both. With refpedt 
** to the time paft, you: have advanced 
" Cyrus in his fprtune ; by granting , an 
** army, and by conftituting him the com- 
•* raander of it. Cyrus in the condud: c^ 
** this army, has, with the help of the gods ! 
** gained you, O Ferfians ! Glory amongft 
" all men, and honour throughout all AJia! 
" Of thofe that ferved with him, the better 
*^ fort he has enriched, and the multitude 
*« he has provided with their pay and with 
« their maintenance. And by conftituting 
«* a Perfian'C3M2\xjy he has given the Perfi^ 
«« ans^ (hare in the command of the plains. 
«' If you continue therefore for the future 
" in the fiame fentiments, you will be the 
" authors of many advantages to each 
" other. But if either you, Cyrus ! elevated 
<< with your prefent happy circumftances, 
«* attempt to rule the Perjians as you do 
*^ the others, with regard only to your 
" own intereft 5 or if you, citizens ! envy- 
^< ing him his power, endeavour to wreft 
" the empire from him 5 be afTured ! that 

*• you 
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*' you will hinder each other from ob^ain- 
" ing many advantages. Therefore, that 
^' things may not fall out thus, but rather 
*^ happily for you : my opinion is, faid he, 
*^ that we make a facrifice in common; 
" and calling the gods to witnefs I ftipuiatc 
*^ • — that you— C^r^i! in cafe any one, 
*^ make war upon the Perfian territory, or 
** attempt to deftroy the PerfianXzvfs-, fhall 
*' affift in their defence, with your whole 

•* force: and that you Perfiam\ in 

** cafe any one attempt to put an end to 
*^ Cyrus s empire, or to excite any of his 
*^ fubje6ls to revolt^ ihall yield fuch aflift- 
^^ ance in defence of yourfelves and oi Cyrus 

«« as he (hall order. Whilft I live, the 

*^ royal dignity amongft the PerJianSj is 
<* mine. When I am dead, it then plainly 
*^ belongs to Cyrus if he lives. And when 
*' he comes into Perfia^ it may be perhaps 
*' of religious concern to you, that he 
*^ (hould make thefe facrifices for you that 
^* J now make. But when he is abroad, I 
<^ think it will be proper, that that perfon 
<^ of our race that appears to you to be the 
^' moft worthy, (hould perform the facred 
« rites/' 

Upon Cambyfes's faying this; Cyrus and 
the Perfian magiftrates join'd in opinion 
with him. And having at that- time agreed 
upon theie things, (calling upon the gods 

as 
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as witnefles !) th^ Perjians and the King* 
continue ftill to this day to put them ia 
pradice, one towards another. 

When thefe things were performed, Cyrui 
went away : And when he came into Media, 
in his journey back, upon its being agreed 
to by his father and mother, he married the 
daughter of Cyaxares, who at this day has 
ftill the fartie of having been extrcamly 
beautiful. There are fome authors who 
fay, that he married his mother's fifter: but 
fhe muft have been a woman in years, much 
more probably than one fo young* When 
he had married her, he prefently departed, 
and took her with him. 

When he was at Babylon y he thought it 
now proper for him, to conftitute govern 
nors or latraps over the conquered nations. 
But the commanders of the garrifons in 
caftles, and the commanders of thoulands, 
that were appointed for the guard of the 
country 3 he would not allow to obey the 
orders of any but himfelf. He ufed this 
forefight, . upon confideration, that if any 
of the fatraps by means of their riches, and 
the numbers of their people^ ftiould grow 
infolent, and attempt to withdraw their obedi- 
ence from him, they might immediately 
meet with oppofers upon the place. Delir- 
ing therefore to bring this about j he deter- 
mined 
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mined firft to call together all the proper 
perfons, and to declare it to them 3 that 
they who went upon thefe employments, 
might know upon what foot they went ; 
for by this means he thought they would 
the more eafily bear it. But if any one 
were firft conftituted a commander^ and 
then made the difcovery ; he was of opini- 
on, that men would bear this with difficulty, 
imagining that it was done out of diftruft 
of them. 

So aflembling them together, he fpoke to 

this efFe6t, " My friends ! in the 

" cities that have been conquered, there 
^^ are garrifons and commanders over them, 
*^ that I left there at the time. And when 
*^ I went away, I gave them orders not to 
" take upon themfelves any other bufinefs 
" than to prefer ve the fortrefles. There- 
'" fore J will not deprive thefe men of their 
^^ power, fince they have difcharged them- 
*^ felves handfomely in the guarding of 
" what they had in charge. But I think 
^' it proper for me to fend other governors, 
*' who fti^ll take upon them the rule of the 
*^ inhabitants ; and who receiving the re- 
y^ venues, {hall give the garrifons their pay, 
" and difcharge whatever elfe is neceffary. 
«' And to thofe of you here, that I IhaU 
" give employment, and fend to perform 
" any bufinefs in the feveral nations, I 
^^ think it proper to diftribute lands and 

houfes 
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" houfes there ; that the tribute may be 
** there paid them, and that they may 
bring it to this place, and when they go 
thither, that they may have what is their 

" own to go to."- Thus he faid. And 

to many of his friends he gave houfes and 
dependents throughout all the conquered 
cities. And thefe precin6ls remain ftill at 
this day in the pofleffion of the defcendants 
of thofe who then received them ; fome in 
one country, and fome in another ; and 
they themfelVes refide with the King.- — 
" And we ought, faid he, to look out for 
*^ fuch fatraps to go into thefe precincts, as 
" will remember to lend hither whatever 
*^ there is that is excellent and valuable in 
** every country ; that we, who are here, 
** may fhare oi all that is excellent in every 
^* part: For if any misfortune befall them, 
*^ it will lie upon us to defend them from 
^' it/' 

Having faid thus, he ended his difcourfe* 
And then from amongft his friends that he 
knew were defirous to go upon the terms 
exprefTed, choofmg out fuch as he thought 
the moft proper, he fent them as fatraps. 
To Arabia, he fent Magabyzm \ to Capado- 
day Artabatas ; to the greater Phrygidy Ar* 
tacamas j to Lydia and Ionian Chryfantas ; to 
Carta, Cadujius ; as that people themfelves 
had defired : to Phrygia on the Hellejponty 

and 
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and Molia', Pharnuchus. To Cilicia^ to 
CypruSy and to the Paphlagonians^ he fent no 
P^r/?^« fatraps; becaufe they feemedto have 
join'd of their own accord with him in his 
expedition againft Babylon. But he appoint- 
ed thefe likewife a tribute that they were to 
pay. According to Cyrus's eftablilhment 
at that time ; fo that they are ftill at this 
day, garriions belonging to the king in the 
fortreffes^; and commanders of thoufands 
appointed by the king to command thofe 
forces, and fet down in a lift belonging to 
the king. 

The fatraps that were thus fent out, he 
before-hand directed, to imitate as near as 
was poffible, whatever they faw him prac- 
tife. And in the firft place, that each 
fatrap, out of fuch of the PerJianSy and of 
the confederates, as attended himy ihould 
eftablifli a number of horfe-men and chari- 
oteers ; and then fhould oblige fuch as had 
lands and palaces, to pay their attendance 
at his doors i and pra(5lifmg difcreet and 
modeft manners, to yield themfelves to the 
fcrvice of the fatrap, if any occafion fhould 
fb require. And that he fhould difcipline 
at his doors, the boys that thefe men had, 
as was pra6lifed by himfelf. And that the 
fatrap fhould take thofe that attended at 
his doors out with him to hunt ; and exer- 
cife himfelf and thofe about him in military 

affairs. 
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affairs. " And the man, faid he, that in 
*' proportion to his ability, produces me 
** the moft chariots, and the moft and the 
** beft horfe men : Him will I reward, as 
*^ an excellent fellow-foldier, and as an 
" excellent fellow guardian and prefervei* 
•* of the empire to the Ftrjians and myfelf. 
" Let the beft men with you be honoured' 
** with the principal feats, as they are with 
*< me. And let your table, as mine does, 
*' maintain in the firft place your domef- 
" ticks; andthenletitbefufficientlyfurniftied 
** to afford your friends to partake of it 5 
*^ and allow you every day to reward any 
*' one that may have done a handfome 
«'« aftion. Get yourfelves parfcsj and main* 
«* tain wild beafts. And neither fet meat 
*♦ at any time before yourfelves without 
*^ having taken pains, nor throw food to 
«< your horfes unexercifed. For it's impof* 
*' fible for me, who am but one, with all 
«< the virtue that belongs to human nature, 
** to prefej-ve all you in fafety and profpe- 
" rity. But it is my part, making myfelf a 
" worthy man, together with other wor- 
*« thy men about me, to be an affiftant to 
«* you. And it is, in like manner your 
*^ part, making yourfelves worthy n^en, 
" together with other men of worth about 
" you, to be friends and fupports to me. 
*« And I defire like wife, that you would 
'* obferve, that of all thefe orders that I now 

*« give 
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«* give you» I give none to thofe that are 
** of fervile condition. And that the things 
*^ which 1 fay you ought to do, thefe I en- 
** deavour myfelf to praflife. And as I 
** exhort you to jmitate me, fo do you 
" inftru6t thofe that are in cotntnand under 
•« you, to imitate you/* 

CTRtJS having thus regulated thefe 
itffairs at that time, all the garrifons under 
' the king, are ftill at this day, kept likewife 
in the fame method. The doors of all the 
commanders are frequented in the like man* 
tier. All families both great and little, are 
in -the like manner regulated. The moft 
deferving men in all companies ar6 honour- 
ed with the principal feats. All marches 
kre ordered in the fame method. And the 
great multitude of affairs is parcelled out 
into diftin^l heads, under a few principal 
directors. 

Having told them in what manner they 
were each of th?m to manage in thefe af- 
fairs ; and having given to each of them a 
force, he fent them away; and told theni 
all before-hand, that in the following year, 
an eicpedition would be undertaken, and a 
review taken both of men and arms, horfes 
and chariots. 

Kk There 
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^ There is another thing that we have 
obferved, which they fay was begun by 
Cyrus, and continues to this day. That there 
is a certain perfon, who at the head of an 
army, takes a progrefs every year; and 
who, in cafe any of the fatraps want affift- 
ance, affords it them ; and if any of them 
grow infolent, reduces them to temper. 
And if any negleft the payment of his tri- 
bute, or the proteftion of th^inhabitantSj^ 
or the care of having the land cultivated^ 
or leaves any other of his orders unexecuted : 
he puts all thefe things to rights : Or if he 
is not able to do it himfelf, he makes a 
report to the king ; and when the king has 
had an account of it, he takes advice how 
to deal with the tranfgrefling perfon. And 
commonly they who take this progrefs, are 
the king's fon or the king's brother, or oijc 
of thofe they call the king's eye. And fome- 
times they don't appear > for they each of 
them return upon the firft orders from the 
king. 

We have likewife been informed of ano- 
ther contrivance of his, with regard to th$ 
extent of his empire, by meanS of which he 
had immediate intelligence of what paf&d 
in the moft remote parts of his government. 
For obferving how far a horfe was able to 
travel in a day 5 he built ftables at that dif- 
tance> and fupplicd them with horfes, and 

perfons 
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perfons to have the care of them. And he 
appointed a certain perfon at each of thefe 
ftages, to receive the letters, and to deliver 
them out, and to receive thofe horfes that 
had compleated their ftage ; and to furnifh 
frefh ones. And it is faid, that the night 
did not give any interruption to thefe ftages : 
For as foon as he arrived, who had been 
his progrefs all day, another continued 
it during the night. And in this manner 
they are faid to fly fwifter than cranes 5 but 
though that be falfe, yet it h manifefl ; that 
this is the quickeft way of travelling for 
men. Befides, it is of ufe to have early 
intelligence of every thing, that immediate 
provifion may be made. 

A T the conclufion of the year, Cyrus 
affembled his army together at Babylon^ 
which is faid to have confifted of one hun- 
dred an<l twenty thoufand horfe 5 two thou- 
fand chariots armed with fcythes j and lixty 
thoufand foot. And having prepared them 
for it, he undertook that expedition in 
which he is reported to have fubdued all 
thofe nations which lie from the entrance 
into Syria as far as the Red-Sea. His next 
expedition is faid to have been againft MgypU 
which he alfo fubdued. Then Q^ri^i's empire 
was bounded to the eaft by the Red- Sea y to 
the north by the Euxine-Sea^ to the weft by 
Cyprus and Mgypt to the fouth by Mtbiopta. 
K k a The 
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^he extremities of which countries ^re difii- 
cult to inhabit j feme of them trom excefs 
of heat, fome of them from excefs of cold, 
fome from too great abundance of water, 
others from a fcarcity of water. 

C TR US refiding in the centre pf thcfe 
countries, fpent the kvcn winter months at 
Babylon^ becaufe that climate is warm j the 
three fpring months at Sufa^ and the two 
jfummer months at Ecbatan. By which 
means he is faid to have enjoyed a perpe- 
tual fpring with refpcft to heat and cold. 
And men flood fo affedled towards him, 
that every nation thought they did them- 
felves an injury if they di4 not fend Cyrus 
the moft valuable produftions of their 
country, whetl^er they were the fruits of 
the earth, or creatures bred there, or manv^r 
fa6lures of their own. And every city di^ 
the fame. And every private man thought 
himfelf rich, if he could oblige Cyrus ; for 
as Cyrus accepted from each of what ^hey 
poiTeffed in abundance, fo in return he diftrir 
buted to them what he obferved they wer^ 
jn want of, 

y Aeter he had thus fpent fome confider- 
able time, Gyr^j now in a very advanced age, 
takes a journey into Perjia^ which was hi^ 
feventh from the acquifition of his empire, 
when his father and mother had probably 

' becii 
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i)een for fome time dead. Cyrus made th^ 
nfual facrific?5, and danced the Perjian dance, 
according to the cuftom of his country, 
and diftributed to every one prefents as u- 
fual. Then being afleep in; the royal palace, 

he had the following dream.-: Therp 

ieemed to advance towards him a perfon 
with a more th^n human majefty in his 
air and countenj^nce, and to lay to him, 
*^ Cyrus \ prepare yourf^lf, for you are now 
*^ going to the gods '/'—After this appear- 
ance in his dream, he awaked, and feemed 
affured that his end drew near. Therefore 
taking along with him the vi6lims, he fa- 
crificed on the fummit of a mountain (^as 
is the cuftom in Perjia) to Jove Paternal^ 
):he Sun^ and the reft of the Gods, accompar 
nying the facrifices with this prayer. 

^' O Jove Paternal ! Sun ! and all ye Gods ! 
f« receive thefe facrifices as the completion 
5' of many worthy and handfome actions ; 
'^ and as grateful acknowledgments for 
" having fignified to me, both by the vic- 
*^ tims, by celeftial figns, by birds and by 
** omens, what became me to do, and not 
«' to do. And I abundantly return you 
** thanks, that I have been fenfible of your 
f' care and protection ; and that m the 
" courfe of rny profperity, I never was ex- 
f^ alted above what became a man. I im- 
\' plore you now to beftow all happinef? 

"on 
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on my children ! my wife ! my friends ! 
** and my country ! — — *- And for myfelf ! 
** That I may die as I have always lived !" 



When he had finiftjed his facrifices and 
prayer, he returned home, and finding him- 
lelf difpofed to be quiet, he lay down. At 
a certain hour proper perfons attended, and 
offered him to wafh. He told them that 
he had refted very well. Then at another 
hour, proper officers brought him his flip- 
per ; but Cyrus had no appetite to eat, but 
leemed thirfty, and drank with pleafure. 
And continuing thus the fecond and third 
days, he fent for his fons, who as it hap- 
pened had attended their father, and were 
then in F^rjia. He fummoned likewife his 
friends and the magiftrates of Perfia, 
When they were all met, he began in thi« 
manner. 

'' CHIL DRENl and all you my friends 
" here prefent ! The conclufion of my life 
*' is now at hand ! which I certainly know 

** from many fymptoms. You ought 

** when I am dead, to aft and fpeak of me 
" in every thing, as a happy man. For 
♦* when I was a child, 1 feem'd to have re- 
f< ceived advantage from what is eftcemed 
** worthy and handfome in children ; fo 
^* likewife when I was a youth, from what 
f^ is efteemed fo in young men i fo when

** I came to be a man, from what is efteemJi 
** ed worthy and handfome in men. And 
** I have always feemed to obferve myfelf 
*' encreafe with time in ftrength and vigour $ 
fo that I have not found myfelf weaker 
or more infirm in my old age, than in 
my youth. Neither do I know, that I 
have defired qr undertaken any thing in 
which I have not fucceeded. By my , 
means, my friends have been made hap- 
py, and my enemies enflaved : and my 
*^ country, at firft inconfiderable m -4&, I 
** leave in great reputation and honour. 
" Neither do I know that I have not pre- 
" fcrved whatever I acquired. And thq' 
** in time paft all things have fucceeded 
** according to mywifhes; yet an appre- 
*^ henfion, left in procefs of time 1 fnould 
" fee, hear, or fuffer fome difficulty, has 
** not let me be too much elated^ or too 
** extravagantly delighted. Now, if I die, 
" I leave you, children ! behind me, (whom 
** the gods have given me !) and I leave my 
** country and my friends, happy. Ought 
"' not I therefore in juftice to be always 
" remembered, and mentioned as fortunate 
** and happy!— — I muft likewife declare 
** to whom I leave my kingdom ; left that 
** being doubtful, fliould. hereafter raiie 

* * diflentions among you Noir children ! 

** I bear an equal afFeftion to you both. 
" ButI direftjthat the elder ihould have the 

" advifing 
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** advifing and conducing of affairs, a? 
** his age requires it ; and it it probable he; 
** has more experience. And as I havef 
'* been inftruded by my country and yours, 
*« to give place to thofe older than myfelf, 
^ not only brothers hut fellow-citizens i 
** both in walking, fitting, and f*peaking/ 
*^ fo I have infl:ru6led you from your youth, 
**. to fhew a regard to your elders, and to 
^ receive the like from fuch as were inferior 
'« to you in age. Receive theft this dif- 
** pofitidn as ancient, cuftomary and legal 1 ^ 
««'Do you therefore, Cambyfes ! hold the 
^* kingdom, as allotted you by the gods, and 
V by me, fo far as it is in my "povveri To 
*' you, Tanoaxares ! I bequeath the fatrapy 
'^ of the Medes, Armenians^ and Cadujians, 
*< Which, when I allot you, I think I leave 
" your eldeft brother a larger empirci an^ 
" the title of a kingdom ; but to you, a 
** happinefs freer from care and vexation. 
" For I don't fee what human fattsfa6lion- 
*^ you can need ; but you will enjoy what- 
** ever appears agreeable and pleafing to 
*^ men. An affeftion for fuch things as 
*' are difficult to execute, si multittrde of 
^ pains, and an impoffibility of being quief^ 
" anxiety from an emulation of my adlions, 
*« forming defigns yourfelf, and having 
*^ defigns formed againft you ; thefe are 
'* things which muft more neceflarily at- 
*< tend a king, than one in your ftation. 

" And 
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^^ And be aflurcd ! thcfe give many inter- 
** ruptions to plcafure and fatisfaftion, 
** Know thercfoi-e, <7^7;^^/^j ! that it is not 
the golden fcepter which can preferve 
your kingdom ; but faithful friends are 
"** a prince's trueft and fecureft fcepter. But 
** don't imagine that men are naturally 
^* faithful ; ffor then they would appear 
** fo to all, as oth^iT natural endowments 
*** do) but every one muft render others 
** faithful to himfelf. And they are not 
*^ to be procured by violence, but rather by 
** kindnefs and beneficence. If therefore 
**- you would conilitute others joint-guar- 
** dians with' you of your kingdom ; whom 
*^ can you better begin with than him, who 
** is of the fame blood of yourfelf? and 
** fellow- citizens are nearer to us, than 
" flrangers, and thofe who live and eat 
** with us, than thofe that do not. And 
** thofe who have the fame original, who 
^' have been nourifhed by the fame mother, 
•* and ^rown up in the fame houfe, and 
*^ beloved by the fame parents, and who 
** call uporw the fame father and mother; 
** are riot they of all others, the neareft to 
*' us? don't you therefore render thofe ad- 
** vantages fruitlefs, by which the gods 
" unite brothers in affinity and relation. 
** But to thofe advantages, add other 
** friendly offices ; and by that means your 
*^ friendihip. will be reciprocally lolid and 
LI V*^ rafting. 
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^ *' lafting. The taking care of a brother, 
^' is providing for one's felf. To whom 
" can the advancement of a brother be 
" equally honourable, as to a brother ? 
" Who can fhew a regard to a great and 
** powerful man, equal to his brother ? who 
/* will fear to injure another to much as 
.*^ him, whofe brother is in an exalted fta- 
" tion ? Be therefor^ fecond to none m 
** fubmiflioa and good will to your brother^ 
*' fince no one can be fo particularly fervice- 
*' able or injurious to you. And I would 
** have you confider, how you can hope 

V for greater advantages, by obliging any 
" one, fo much as him ? Or whom can 
/* you aflift that will be fo powerful an ally 
:*' in war ? or what is more infamous than 
'" want of friend fhip between brothers ? 
** Whoy of all men, can we fo handfomely 
.*^ pay regard to, as to a brother ? in a word, 
** Cambyjesi your brother is the only one 
" you can advance next to youc perfpn, 
^* without the ^nvy of others. Therefore, 
f^ in the name of the gods! children ! have 
" regard to one another, if you are careful 

^' to do what is acceptable to me. For 

** you ought not to imagine you certaiply 
" know, that, after I have doled this 
*' period oi human life, I fhall no longer 

V exift. For neither do you fee my fouU 
" but you conclude from its operations, that 
^* it does exift. And have not you obferved,. 

'• whai 
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'^ what terrors and apprehenfions, murder- 
*• ers are infpired with, by thofe who have 
** fufFered violence from them ? What; 
*' racks and tortures do they convey to th^ 
^* guilty ? or how do you think honoui;^ 
^ fliould have continued to he paid to the 
** deceafed, if their fouls were deftitute of 
** all power and virtue? No! children] 
*^ I can never be perfuadcd, that the foul 
^ lives no longer than it dwells in this 
'* niortal body ; and that it dies on its fepa- 
** ratiCMi. For I iee, that the foul commu- 
^* nicates vigour and motion to mortal 
** bodies, during its continuance in them, 
^* Neither can I be perfuaded that the foul 
*' is diverted of intelligence, on its fepara- 
** tion from this grofs fenfelefs body. But 
*' it is probable, that when the foul is fepa- 
" rated, it becomes pure and entire, and i? 
*« then more intelligent. It is evident, 
'• that on man's diflolution, every part of 
*' him returns to what is of the fame na* 
^' ture with itfelf, except the foul. That 
" alone is in vifible, both during its prcfence 
^' jiere, and at its departure. And you 
'* may have obferved, that nothing refem- 
^^ bles death fo much as fleepj but then it 
** is, that the human foul appears moft di- 
" vine, and has a profpeft of futurity, for 
" then it is probable, the foul is mofl free 
*' and independent. — —If therefore things 
^' are as I think, and that the foul leaves 
L 1 a ^* the 
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' ". the body ; having regard to my fqul, 

** comply with my requeft*— ^-^But if it 

^^ be otherwife,, and that the foul contuau- 

^Ving ia the body, perifhes with it ; leJ 

'* nothing appear in your thoughts or a£lt- 

. ** ons, criminal or impious, for fear of the 

\^y *' gods ! who ai e eijtcrnal ! whofe powef 

/ ** and inlpedlion emends over all things! 

** and who prefcrve the harmony and or* 

** der of the univerfe free from decay or 

defeft ! whofe greatnefs and beauty is 

inexplicable ? Next ta the gods j hav« 

regard to the whole race of mankind, 

in perpetual fiicceflion. For the gods 

have not concealed you in obfcurity ; but 

there ia a neceffity, your a6lious fhould 

be confpicuous to the 'world- If they 

** ase virtuous and free from injuftiee, they 

" will give you power and intereft in. all 

" men. But if you projeft what is unjuft 

'* againfl each other, no man will truft 

*' you; for no one can place a confidence 

** u^ you^ tho' his inclination to it be never 

" fo great, when he fees you* uniuft, where 

" it moft becomes you to be a foiend. If 

" therefore I have not rightly inftrufl:ed 

** you what you ought to be to one anotberi 

" learn it from thofc who li^ed before our 

" time,, for that will be the beft leffom 

" For there are many who have lived a&c* 

*^ tionate piarents to their childrx^n,. and 

*^ friends to their brxstther^j. an4 fome 

there 
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«' there are, who have a6ted the oppofiw 
" part towards each otheF. - W-bkhfoevef 
<« of thefe you fhall ol>(erve to have been 
*v moft advantageous, yen* v^ill do well in 
«' giving it the preference in your choice. 
<« But perhaps this isfuiEeient, as to thefe* 
« ' matters.-- — When I am desK^ . children P 
«* don't infhrine my body in gold, nor in 
♦« filver, or any thing elfe; but lay it in' 
" the eartbj as foon as poffible. For what 
<« can be more happy than to mix with the? 
«* earthy which gives birth and nourifh- 
«^ ment to all things excellent and good? 
c< and a's I have always hitherto bore an af- 
♦« fe^ion to meaiy fb it is now naoft pleafing. 
^* to me, to iiKorporate with that which i^ 
«« beneficial to men% — -—Now, iaid he, it! 
^^ feemd to me, that my foul is beginning to 
^* leave me, in the fame manner as^it is p'o- 
** bable ift begins its departure with others. 
** If therefore any of you are defirous of 
*' touching my right-hand, or willing to fee 
*' my face, while it has life ; come near to 
^* me. For when I ftiall have covei'd it, i 
" requeft of you, children ! that neither 
<< yourfelvesy nor any others would look 
♦* upon my body. Summon all the Per-* 
♦* Jians and their allies, before my tomb^ 
«* to rejoice for me ; that I fliall be then 
** out of dar^ger offuffieringany evil; whe- 
*« ther I ihail be with the deity, or fhail be 
<^ r^i^ced to nothing t as many as come^ 

do 
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•* do you difmUs with all thofc favours that 
*^ are thought proper for a happy Man. 
** And faid he, remember this, as my laft 

*^ and dying words ! if you do kind- 

** neffes to your friends, /ou will be abte to 
'' injure your enemies.-^—— farewell ! dear 
^' children ! and tell this to your mother, as 
•^ from me. And all you my friends ! both 
'^ fuch of you as are here prefent, and the reft 
" who are abfent! farewell!*' having faid 
this, and taken every one by the right-hand^ 
he covered himfelf, and thus expired. 

That Cyruses empire was the nobleft 
gnd moft extenfive in AJia^ is even confirm^ 
ed by it felf. It was terminated to the eafl; 
by the Red Sea j to the north by the Euxine^ 
Sea ; to the weft by Cyprus and Egypt-, to th? 
fouth by Ethiopia. And tho' of fuch an ex- ^ 
tent, was governed by the fingle will ofCyrus^ 
And to thofe who were fiibje6l to him, he 
fliew'd all kindnels and regard, as to chil- 
dren, and they paid Cyrus duty and ref^(3:, 
as to a father. Immediately on Cyrus\ 
death, his fons fell into diffenfions, cities and 
nations revolted, every thing tending tq 
ruia To (hew that what I aflert is trvith, 
I will begin by things divine. 

- I Know that in early times of their ihfti- 
tution; the king and thofe that were fubje6t 
to him^ were religious obfervers of their 

oaths, 
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.oaths^. and fteady to their promifes, even to 
the moft criminaL If they had not been 
.fo, and that opinion of them had prevail'd, 
no one would have trufted them ; as at this 
time no one will, fince their impiety is 
notorious. Neither had the commanders 
of. the army, in the expedition with Cyrus ^ 
put the confidence in them they did. But 
relying on the antient opinion of their faith, 
th^y deUyer'd themfelves into their hands, 
and being brought to the king, had their 
heads cut off. And many barbarians in 
that expedition perifhed in different ways 
by their treachery and deceit. 

With relpe6t likewife to thefe things, 
they are now degenerated from what they 
were. For in their primitive inftitution, 
if any one hazarded himfelf for his king, 
or fubdued any^city or nation, or performed 
any great or excellent adion, he had ho- 
nours conferred upon him. Now if anyone, 
as Mitbridates did Ari(AarfaneSy betrays his 
father, and as Ijcomithres his wife and chil* 
dren, and his friends children, left as hof- 
tages in Mgypt^ in violation of the moft 
folemn oaths and engagements; he is e- 
fteemed to have done what is profitable to 
his prince, and is loaded with the higheft 
honours. " The AJiatieh being fpeftators 
" of thefe things, are themfelves funk into 
•' impiety and injuftice. For governments 

always 
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vi^ alwayi^ refemble their governors, and the 
.<« profpcrity or declenfion ) the yigoar or 
** decay of all ftates ; is derived from the 
f^ virtues and viites^ the abilities or weak- 
^* aefs of their rulers." For this reafon, 
they are i»ore unjuft now than they werfe 
fonmeriy. They an; likewife more corrupt 
with refpeft to riches. For they don't on^ 
ly imprifon fuch as arc highly criminal, but 
liie innocent ? and contrary to juftice, en- 
force the payment of their arbitrary impo- 
fitioiis. So that they who have great 
cftates, are under the fame apprehenfions 
as thofe that are involved in gr^at crimes. 
For this reafon they won't affociate with thq 
l>ctter fort, nor dare they enkft themfelves 
in the king's army. Therefore thofe that 
are at war with them, may fecurcly ravage 
the country without any oppofition, if they 
are difpos^d to do it ; which is owing to the 
impiety of the Perfiam towards the Gdds; 
and their iniquity towardi Men. Thus are 
their minds and dilpofitions debauched to 
what they had been in their firft inftitution. 

How defe6live they are- in the care of 
their bodies, I will in the next place relate. 
It was part of their inftitution, notto fpit, 
or blow the nofe; but it is manifeft, this 
was not intended to fpare the dilcharges of 
the body, bat they intended todifperfe thofe 
humours by exercife and fweat, and by that 

means 
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means to fortify il^eir bodies. And the cuf- 
tom of not fpitting or blowing the nofe yet 
continues, tho' that of exercifing is not 
pradtifed. They likewife originally ufed to 
make only one meal a day, that the reft of 
the day might be employed in adlion and 
the difpatch of bufinels. And that cuftom 

yet continues. But beginning their meal 

very early, they continue eating and drink- 
ing till the lateft fitters-up go to bed. 

It was likewife an inftitution among 
them, not to bring large bottles to their 
banquets ; evidently thinking, that by not 
drinking to excels, they (hould neither 
weaken their bodies nor impair their under- 
ftandings. And that cuftom too continues, 
ot not bringing fuch bottles ; but they drink 
to fuch excefs, that inftead of bringing in, 
they are carried out themfelves, not being 
able to walk without help. It was alfo a 
cuftom of their countries when they were 
on a journey, neither to eat nor drink, nor 
to do publickly what is the neccffary confe- 
quence of both. Abftinencc from thefc 
things yet continues: but their journeys 
are fo ftiort, that their abftaining from 
thofe neceffities is nothing wonderful or ex- 
traordinary. 

Formerly they went a hunting fo often, 

that thofe chaces were fufiicient exercife 

for themfelves and their horfes. But fince 

M m king 
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king Artaxerxes and his companions have 
debauched themfelves with wine, they don't 
fo frequently go out themfelves, nor lead 
others thofe chaces. Wherefore, if fome, 
from a fondnefs to exercife, have gone out 
a hunting, they have manifeftly incurred 
ciivy and hatred from thofe who thought it 
a mark df fuperiority, and of being better 
than themfelves. 

The cuftom yet likewife continues of a 
publick education of the children; but the 
pradice of horfemanfhip is neglefted, be- 
caufe there are no publick affemblies where 
they can gain applaufe by thofe exercifes* 
And this inftitutionis in every circumftance 
altered. That the boys hearing the juft and 
equitable determinations of private caufes, 
were inftrufted in juftice and equity; for 
now they fee thofe certainly prevail, who 
give the moft exorbitant bribes. Formerly 
fikewife, boys were taught the virtues of 
ot the feveral produftions of the earth, by 
which means they made ufe of fuch as 
were good, and abftained from thofe that 
were noxious. At tliis time they feem to 
be only inftrudled how to do the moft hurt, 
therefore deaths and poifonings are no 
where fo frequent as amongft them. And 
they are now much more luxurious than in 
Cyrus's time. For then they pra^Slifed the 
Ferjian inflitutions and temperance, and 

conformed 
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conformed to the drefs an4 elegance of the 
' Medes; but now they have fulFered the fef- 
verity of the Perjians to be quite extinguifli- 
ed, and retain the effeminacy of the Medes^ 
which effeminacy and delicacy of theirs, I 
have a mind to explain, 

In the firft place, it is not fufficient for 
them to have loft couches, but they muft 
\liave carpets for their feet, that tiie floors 
may not byrefiftance make a noife, but that 
the carpets may break the found. The* 
is no diminution of what victuals ufed for- 
merly to fupply their tables, but new conti- 
nually invented. And the like in fauces, 
fof they are provided with cooks who fupu 
pljrthem with variety in both kinds. In 
winter it is not fufficient for them to cover 
their heads, their bodies and their feet; bift 
they have hair-gloves for their hands. In 
fummer, the fhade of trees and of rocks do^ 
not latisfy them, but under thefe, men ftand 
near them with artificial (hades contrived 
on purpofe. Jf they pofTefs a great nmhic- 
fcer of cups, they are puffed up with it as 
a piece of magnificence; and if thefe be 
^hjuflly acquired, they don't confider it as 
infanious. For injuftice, and a fordid love 
of gain, is mightHy encreafed among them:. 
Formerly is was a cuftom of their country's; 
never to be feen on foot on their journeys, 
for no other reafon, but in order to become 
? M*ni more 
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more fldlful horfe-men^ Now they have 
more coverings on their horles than en 
their couches ; for they are not fo. careful of 
what corcerns their horfes, as to fit foft and 
at their eafe* . . 

With refpe6t to the afiairs of war, is it 
probable they fhould not be very, much in- 
fciior to what they were at firft r It was cuf- 
tomary in the beginning, that thofe who 
j)offeffed lands (hould furnifti horfe-men for 
their army and pay thofe that were in gar- 
rifons, if they fought in defence oi the 
country* Now, porters, cooks, drawers, 
bedmakers, dreflers, waiters at the baths, 
fervants at table, and perfunjers are inlifted 
in their horfe by the great men, that they 
themfelves may make an advantage of their 
pay. Thefe make an appearance in numr 
ber, but are of no ufe in war ; which is 
manifeft in experience, for their enemies 
have a freer paffage thro' their cpuntry 
than their friends. When Cyrus had broke 
them of the cuftom of engaging at a dif- 
tande, he armed with breaft-plates both them 
and their horfes, and. gave ^very one a j^ve- 
iin in his hand, which they might uft in a 
clofe battle 5 but now, they neither engage 
at a diftance nor at hand. :The foot, have 
yet fhields arid fmall fwords or cutlacgs as 
in Cyruses timt, but they will not venture to 
come to an engagement. Neither are the 

chariots 
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chiriots of that ufe Cyrus defigned tficm. 
For he had made brave and fkilful drivers, 
by beftowing rewards and honours upon 
them who would fall on the heavy-armed 
part of an army. The Perftam now fcarcc 
knowing who are in the chariots, imagine, 
that fuch as are unexerciled in driving, un- 
derftand it as well as thofe that have 
prafliced it. They do indeed make an at- 
tack, but before they can break into the 
enemy^s ranks, fome of their own accord 
fall off, others jump down and get away, 
fo that the chariots being without any 
guides, frequently do more injury to their 
friends than to their enemies. Since they 
themlelves have been fenfible how much 
they are defective in martial affairs, they 
yield to others, and none of them engage in 
a war without the help of the Greeks^ whe- 
ther it be a domeftick quarrel, or with the 
Greeh themfelves ; for they can't engage 
even in a war with the Greeh without the 
affiftance of Greeks. 

Now I think, I have executed what I 
tindertook. For I fay, it is evident; that 
the Perjians and their allies, have lefs piety 
towards the gods, lefs duty and regard to 
their relations, are lefs juft and equitable in 
their dealings with others, more effeminate, 
and lefs fitted for war, than they were in 
their firft inftitution. If any one thinks dif- 
ferently, let him confider their Anions, and 
he will find them confirm what I fay,
